Jazz Trombonist 
Edward Ory Dies 


HONOLULU (UPI) - Edward 
“ Kid” Ory , the legendary -D ix ­ 
ieland tro m b o nist who gav e 
Lou is Arm strong his first job 
and composed “ M u skrat Ram ­ 
ble” and “ Sav oy Blu es,” died 
Tu esday . He was 86. 


Ory and his wife liv ed in 
Sleepy Hollow in the late 1950s. 
They sold their home at 160 
Legend Road in 1959, ju st prior 
to making a Eu ropean tou r. 
After the tou r they settled in 
San Francisco, and in 1961 they 
mov ed to Los Angeles. 
Ory figu red prom inently in 
the news in 1958 when he u nder­ 
went su rgery for remov al of a 
no nm alignant abdom inal tu ­ 
mor. and there was an u rgent 
call for blood donations. He was 
giv en the last rite s of the 
chu rch bu t recov ered a fte r 
three months of treatm ent. 


Ory brou ght the trombone to 
prominence in the early day s of 
New Orleans jazz with his “ tail­ 
gate” sty le. He had been hospi­ 
talized 
for two months with 
pneu monia. 
“ His heart ju st gav e ou t." 
said his wife. Barbara. 
Ory had a jazz career that 
spanned 
alm ost 7 0 y e a rs— 
starting in the famed Storv v ille 
district of New Orleans at the 
age of 10.

EDWARD (KID) ORY 
legendary jazz mu sician 


He play ed for Bu ddy Bolden, 
one of the first of the modem 
jazzmen and the man Ory cred­ 
ited with originating the Dix ie­ 
land sty le. According to Ory , 
Bolden jazzed u p religiou s mu ­ 
sic and tu nes of the rou stabou ts 
and pu t them throu gh his cor­ 
net. 


Ory formed his own band at 
age 15. It play ed from a pair of 
horse-draw n cov ered w agons 
with Ory sitting at the tailgate 
to keep from hitting fellow mu ­ 
sicians with his trombone slide. 
Many jazz gia nts, inclu ding 
A rm strong and Joe “ K ing’’ 
Oliv er, got their first jobs with 
his band. 


“ Lou is was a little fellow' then 
and he w asn’t u sed to play ing 
with an orchestra, ju st mar- 
chin’ 
b a nd s ,” Ory said of 
“ Satchm o” a few y ears back. 
“ I loaned him some money to 
get some clothes and then of­ 
fered him the first real job he 
had. At that time, he knew only 
fiv e nu m bers.”

Asked if a gu ard secu red that 
for him too, he nodded affirm a­ 
tiv ely bu t whispered “ I can’t 
talk now.” 
A gu ard, who u nderstood and 
spoke a little English, stood 
beside Flem ing as he talked in 
the v isitors' room at the prison, 
a small room heated by a wood 
-bu rning stov e. 
Visitors, ev en em bassy offi­ 
cials. are nev er perm itted to 
see the cells. 
“ I ’v e 
been 
throu gh 
all 
d ru gs ,” F lem ing said. “ I ’v e 
been a sm ack (heroin) freak. 
I’v e been an acid (LSD) freak. I 
was in the West Holly wood 
Dru g Clinic for treatm ent. Do 
y ou know that place?” 
He said that when his case is 
completed, he wants to v isit his 
7 -y ear-old dau ghter in Mendoci­ 
no, Calif. He said he and his 
wife had been separated for two 
y ears. 
“ I was halfway throu gh get­ 
ting my pilot’s license,” he 
said. “ I w ant to finish that.” 
As for now, Fleming said the 
m ain thing he wanted to do was 
get ou t of Dehmazang Prison. 
Shortly after the interv iew 
Flem ing and Weed were freed 
on bail.

Park Use Policy Studied 
By San Anselmo Council 


The San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil moved last night to draw 
policy on use of the city’s Rob- 
son- Harrington Park in an ef­ 
fort to avoid future conflicts 
with the will governing the pop­ 
ular facility. 


The council told parks direc­ 
tor Gary S. Howell to draft a 
list of possible uses of the park 
for review by Robson Trust 
attorney Robert J. Dreher. 
If guidelines provided by 
Dreher are too restrictive, the 
city will seek a court interpre­ 
tation of the will governing uses 
of the park, according to Mayor 
Warren R. Perry. 
The action came in the wake 
of a flap last November when 
city ownership of the park was 
jeopardized after Dreher 
learned the city had approved 
two political fund-raising par­ 
ties at the Robson-Harrington 
Carriage House. The will gov­ 
erning use of the park and 
grounds prohibits political 
events or commercial ventures. 
Dreher later dropped his in­ 
vestigation of the matter, say­ 
ing the political uses were the 
result of an honest misinterpre­ 
tation of the will. But the attor­ 
ney warned the city he would 
go to court to seek reversion of 
the park to the Robson Trust if 
future violations occurred. 
“ We almost lost (ownership) 
of that park,” declared Council­ 
man Woodrow V. Capurro in 
urging development a clear-cut 
policy on rental and appropri­ 
ate uses of the park. “ As coun- 
cilmen, if anything does hap­ 
pen, 
w e ’re 
directly 
responsible,” he added. 
Councilman Martin G. Blind­ 
er urged colleagues to adopt 
“ as liberal a policy as possi­ 
ble,” saying the city should 
demand compliance only with 
those guidelines made specific 
by the will. 
Howell, noting that the will is 
a broad and unclear document, 
said questionable uses of the 
facility include rental by indi­ 
viduals, rather than organiza­ 
tions, and consumption of alco­ 
holic beverages at wedding 
receptions. “ And how do we 
define an organization?” he 
wondered. 
The 2.65-acre park was willed 
to the city in 1968 by the late 
Keman Robson on condition the 
city pay $26,029 in back taxes, 
reserve use of the parcel for a 
“ park and playground only,” 
prohibit commercial ventures 
and not sell the land. The will 
governs use of the parcel until 
1977. 
In a later clarification of the 
document, Dreher told the city 
that use of the park for “ politi­ 
cal or semipolitical” purposes 
is also prohibited. 
The city apparently violated 
the will when it approved a 
fund raiser at the park last 
summer for former supervisori­ 
al candidate William J. Filante 
and again in late October when 
Dorothy Blinder, wife of coun­ 
cilman Blinder, received ap­ 
proval for a similar event for 
former supervisorial candidate 
Barbara Boxer. 
The San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil also:

APPEAL — Put over to Feb. 13 
an appeal by James Cook of 
planning commission action 
which tabled his application for a 
use permit for a single-family 
residence at 28 Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard. 
LINCOLN AVEN U E - Ap­ 
proved an appeal by William Wa­ 
ters of planning commission deni­ 
al of a variance for improvement 
of a garage and construction of a 
breezeway and tool shed at 56 
Lincoln Avenue. The council, 
faced with petitions by 31 neigh­ 
bors who supported the improve­ 
ment. said the commission action 
was inconsistent with the intent of 
the zoning ordinance and noted 
allowing the variance would save 
several trees. 
HEALTH SERVICES - Put 
over a contract and fee schedule 
proposed by the county for in­ 
spections done in the city by the 
county department of health serv­ 
ices. 
TENNIS COURTS — Called for 
a joint meeting with the San 
Anselmo School District board at 
8 p.m. Feb. 13 to resolve trustee 
objections to an agreement pro­ 
viding for joint funding of tennis 
courts at Red Hill School. At issue 
is total expense of the project, 
future maintenance of the courts 
and the status of the facilities 
should either side withdraw from 
the agreement. 
FLOOD INSURANCE - Put 
over discussion of city entry into 
a federal flood insurance pro­ 
gram until Feb. 13. 
L IB RA RIA N — Appointed 
Faith Merian as a junior librarian 
at a salary of $682 monthly.

Orr told the Senate Finance 
Committee during a hearing on 
R eagan’s $9.26 billion proposed 
state budget that he had “ deep 
reservations” about the Post 
proposal unless it contained a 
guarantee that the voter — 
approved bonds were effective­ 
ly canceled so they couldn’t be 
sold some time in the future 
and thereby double the amount 
of money authorized for the 
particular project. 
Post suggested the state buy 
the bonds from itself at no 
interest cost and that the bonds 
never appear on the public 
market. He said this would 
cancel the possibility they could 
bcrold later. 
Orr told newsmen after the 
hearing the Post plan “ becomes 
a feasible possibility to be con­ 
sidered along with return of the 
income tax and delay of the 
sales tax.”

Post Warns Tax Relief Clause 


Could Cost Taxpayers Plenty 


SACR AMENTO (UPD - Leg­ 
islative Analyst A. Alan Post 
has warned of an obscure provi­ 
sion of California’s new proper­ 
ty tax relief and school finance 
program that could cost state 
taxpayers billion of dollars. 


The little-publicized section 


requires the state government 
to pay the bill of any new local 
government costs mandated by 
the legislature or executive 
branch and for any increase in 
the level of services already 
mandated. 
Post told the Senate Finance 


Committee Tuesday that the 
legislature must develop some 
sort of guidelines immediately 
covering reimbursement by the 
state of local government costs. 


He forecast that routine bills 


which sail through the legisla­ 
ture without opposition now will 
become “ controversial’’because 
they will have a major impact 
on state finances. 
Post cited as an example the 


host of bills that create new 
superior court judgeships. 
Many pass the legislature easi­ 
ly and become law almost un­ 


noticed. 
But he said the legislature 


will want now to take a second 
look at such measures because 
in creating a new judgeship the 
bill also usually involves relat­ 
ed support costs, such as a 
clerk for the judge, bailiff and 
office space. 


Under the terms of the re­ 
cently enacted property tax re­ 
lief and school finance bill 
(SB90), sponsored by Gov. R on­ 
ald R eagan and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti, those 
costs will become state costs, 


he said.. 
* 
He told the committee that 


unless precise cost guidelines 
are adopted for virtually every 
bill with a fiscal affect, “ You fe 
going to be paying for things 
you never dreamed of.” 
Post added that guidelines 


should be adopted also that 
would assure that local costs 
would not be increased beyond 
what the legislature had intend­ 
ed through implementing regu­ 
lations drawn by state and local 
agency bureaucrats.

White, who, according to 
sheriff’s deputies, tried to pass 
$1,Q00 bills in a Marin City 
store, was arrested Friday in a 
Marin City restuarant after a 
struggle during which deputies 
were kicked and trampled by a 
crowd of 70 to 100 persons, 
according to the sheriff’s re­ 
port. 


One deputy reported being hit 
by a bottle and two others said 
they, were assaulted by the 
crowd as they wrestled with 
White, but none was hospital­ 
ized. 
James Cook. 25, of Santa 
Rosa, was arrested at the res­ 
taurant at 67 Drake Avenue, 
but Deputy Dist. Attv. Ernest 
C. Zunino said no charge will be 
filed against him until the case 
is investigated further. 
Zunino said others may be 
charged as well. 
The scuffle to arrest White 
was preceded by several anony­ 
mous calls to the sheriff’s sub­ 
station. Deputies first learned 
that a safe was being opened 
with an acetylene torch at 223 
Drake Avenue, but two men 
fled as deputies arrived. 
Inside the dwelling, according 
to deputies, was a safe door, 
acetylene and oxygen tanks and 
stereo equipment. The dam­ 
aged safe was on the patio. 
A subsequent call reported 
rnen trying to spend $1,000 bills 
at Smittv and Chuck’s coffee 
shop. 
The safe and stereo equip­ 
ment had been taken shortly 
beforehand from the home of 
Leonard Lew at 32 Underhill 
Road in Mill Valley. 
How much money was in the 
safe remained unknown today, 
but Deputy Dist. Atty. Ernest 
C. Zunino said there were at 
least some $1,000 and some $100 
bills. 
The final call reported White 
dropped three $1,000 bills dur­ 
ing the scuffle with deputies. 
The cash was picked up by 
persons in the crowd, deputies

Another 'Super Department7 Is 
Proposed For County Govt. 


A series of far-reaching pro­ 
posals — including creation of 
another “ super department” — 
was suggested yesterday by 
Marin County supervisors as 
part of their plan to streamline 
government by improving effi­ 
ciency and services. 
The proposals, termed “ budg­ 
et priorities” by the board, 
were greeted with enthusiasm 
by County Administrator John 
F. Barrows, who said it was the 
first time in 10 years with the 
county he had been given direc­ 
tion in preparing the county 
budget. 
The administrator’s office in 
the past has been criticized for 
“ setting policy” when drafting 
a yearly budget which dictates 
expenditure and service levels. 
Among the most sweeping 
proposals was one by Supervi­ 
sor F’eter R. Arrigoni Jr. that 
study be given to consolidating 
aU. or parts, of the planning, 
public works, and parks and 
recreation departments. 
Work crews from parks and 
recreation might be mingled 
•with crews from public works, 
■ for example, he said, giving 
greater manpower in the sum­ 
mer to parks and more man­ 
power in the winter to public 
works. 
Another reorganization, pro­ 


posed by chairman Arnold M. 
Baptiste, suggested decentrali­ 
zation of the social services, 
mental health and probation 
departments. 
Under this proposal, the de­ 
partments would coordinate 
their programs through a “ task 
force” working within Marin 
communities. 
Supervisor Gary T. Giacomi- 
ni's main proposal called for 
more assistance to the agricul­ 
tural industry through larger 
staffs for the farm adviser and 
agricultural 
commissioner, 
larger state subventions and 
county help with waste water 
control problems. 
Supervisor Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere said his concerns cen­ 
tered on cutting the county's 
1.600-man workforce by 2 to 4 
per cent. 
He said he also would be 
looking at services provided by 
departments during June budg­ 
et hearings with an eye to 
reducing costs. 
The main proposal from Su­ 
pervisor Michael Wornum was 
an election to determine if vot­ 
ers are willing to increase the 
county transit district's tax rate 
of 5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
He said opposition is being 
raised to construction of more 


roads in Marin and “ if we're 
not going to build roads we 
have to put a lot more money 
into intracounty transit.” 
Wornum also urged continued 
landscaping of the Civic Center, 
saying that “ more people come 
to Marin to see the Civic Center 
than anything else.” 
Other proposals suggested by 
Baptiste include a reduction in 
the sheriff's staff to reflect a 
decrease in unincorporated pop­ 
ulation caused primarily by the 
Terra Linda annexation to San 
Rafael. 


$10,000 Put 
In Heerdt 
Marsh Fund 


Marin County supervisors 
unanimously approved yester­ 
day a $10,000 appropriation to­ 
ward purchase of the Heerdt 
Marsh in Corte Madera, long 
viewed with concern by conser­ 
vationists. (Another board of 
supervisors story, page 1.) 
The $10,000 appropriation will 
be added to $10,000 raised by 
the Marin Conservation League 
as matching funds for a state 
grant conservationists hope to 
get to make up the difference in 
the land’s $110,000 value. 
The 74-acre marsh, located at 
the mouth of Corte Madera 
Creek, has been proposed for 
development six times and six 
times rejected by the Bay Con­ 
servation and Development 
Commission. 
The Marin County Parks and 
Recreation Commission, in sup­ 
porting the purchase, urged 
that the county share come out 
of the general fund reserve and 
not from the $700,000 allocated 
for open Space last year. 
The board disagreed and 
moved the funds out of the open 
space nest egg. 
In related open space action, 
the board decided not to hold a 
tax rate election for the new 
regional park district but rath­ 
er to seek special legislation 
exempting the district from SB 
90, the state’s property tax limi­ 
tation law. 
Meanwhile, in Sacramento 
yesterday. Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley, R-San Rafael, 
said he would seek the special 
legislation next week if an at­ 
torney general's opinion on the 
Marin issue, due Friday, says a 
bill is necessary. 


Bridge Collapse 
Blame Assigned 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
bridge scaffolding collapse 
which took six lives in Pasade­ 
na last Oct. 17 has been blamed 
on a combination of ‘‘inherent 
weaknesses” in the scaffolding, 
or “ falsework,” in the final 
report of a special investigating 
panel of engineers. 


The report, released yester­ 
day by the state Public Works 
Department, says the weak­ 
nesses, taken separately, 
“ would not be expected to 
produce a total failure, but 
when combined in one location, 
proved disastrous.” 


Framework holding the Ar­ 
royo Seco Bridge for Interstate 
210 collapsed while concrete 
was being poured. The report 
said the weight of the wet 
concrete was too much for the 
structure and triggered the col­ 
lapse. 


In releasing the report, the 
department said it was also 
taking legal steps to determine 
if the contractor — Polich-Ben- 
edict Constructors — will con­ 
tinue to be considered “ a re­ 
sponsible bidder” for future 
state contracts.

The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday reduced 
the Civic Center’s 15-man se­ 
curity force by two positions 
and said another four will be 
cut in June. 


The action came despite an 
appeal by Sheriff Louis P. 
Mountanos that security would 
be jeopardized by the trims. 


The two positions cut are men 
assigned to the courts floor, 
though it is up to the sheriff 
whether he wants to make in­ 
ternal shifts to cover the re­ 
duced security. 


The two men holding the posi­ 
tions will be phased out through 
attrition, the board said. 


Four other positions recom­ 
mended for deletion by County 
Administrator John F. Barrows 
provide security at the ground 
floor entrance to the sheriff’s 
office and jail. 
Mountanos said it would be 
unwise to cut the men until the 
proposed honor farm is operat­ 
ing in June to relieve jail over­ 
crowding. 
The board also agreed to 
keep the Civic Center Adminis­ 
tration Building open until 11:30 
p.m. on evenings the City-Coun- 
ty Planning Council of Marin 
meets.

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Pact Can Bring Lasting 
Asian Peace— Mailliard 


I-J Special Report 
WASHINGTON - The peace 
agreement hammered out in 
Paris can bring lasting peace to 
Southeast Asia, Rep. William S. 
Mailliard, R-Sixth District, said 
today. 
Mailliard, who represents 
Marin and San Francisco, is 
spokesman for the House GOP 
on foreign affairs. 
“ One must be realistic about 
the peace,” Mailliard told the 
Independent-Journal. “ It can 
work provided everyone wants 
to make it work. 
“ There are some built-in in­ 
centives for North Vietnam to 
abide” by the agreement’s 
terms, Mailliard explained. 
“The prospects of international 
assistance and reconstruction 
in which the United States 
might participate would seem 
tp be advantageous to Hanoi.” 
Mailliard didn’t regard the 
peace pact as providing any 
new detente between the U.S. 
and either Moscow or Peking, 
“ but it obviously removes an 
impediment to better rela­ 
tions.” 
Mailliard foresaw no difficul­ 
ties with Congress on approval 
of the pact negotiated by Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon and Dr. 
Henry Kissinger — “ but that 
doesn’t mean the President 
may not run into difficulties 
with the Congress later” on 
programs Nixon may propose 
to follow up on the peace. 
Mailliard said the agreement 


met no criticism when it was 
presented by Kissinger in a 
briefing session with 20 to 25 
Congressional leaders today. 
“ Scoop Jackson (Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash.) ques­ 
tioned the President and Kissin­ 
ger” rather sharply “ but 
seemed satisfied,” Mailliard re­ 
ported. “ Even Bill Fulbright 
(Sen. J. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark.) said only that the peace 
should have come sooner.” 
Neither did Mailliard think 
that the agreement faced any 
difficulties with the Saigon gov­ 
ernment. 
“ It’s rather interesting — the 
agreements provide North Viet­ 
namese troop withdrawal from 
Laos and Cambodia,” but not 
specifically from South Viet­ 
nam. “The release of U.S. pris­ 
oners of war by the Commu­ 
nists is equated with U.S. troop 
withdrawal rather than the re­ 
lease of North Vietnamese pris­ 
oners of war,” he said. 
Mailliard said this was a vic­ 
tory for Nixon because for 
months the negotiations were 
stalled by an attempt to equate 
release of U.S. POW’s with 
political and civilian prisoners 
held by Saigon.

Reagan In 
Praise Of 
Viet Action 


SACRAMENTO (UPD - Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, declaring Pres­ 
ident Nixon followed a plan 
“ from the very beginning” to 
bring a cease-fire in Vietnam, 
said last night he was “ grateful 
to God for what has taken place 
and that at last this war has 
ended.” 
“The President has from the 
very beginning followed a 
plan,” the Republican governor 
said. “ It was a plan in which he 
had the courage to stick and not 
be diverted by those who would 
have had him falter or go for 
less than what was total justice 
for the people who have been 
our allies.” 
“ I think all of us are grateful 
to God for what has taken place 
and that at last this war has 
ended,” Reagan observed. 
“ And grateful especially that 
the brave women and children 
whose husbands are prisoners 
of war or missing in action 
have at long last, as the presi­ 
dent said, had their vigil end­ 
ed.” 


Growers 
May Get 
Loss Loans 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - Marin and 
Sonoma and 23 other Northern 
and Central California counties 
may be eligible for emergency 
loans to cover farm and eco­ 
nomic losses caused by the 
December freeze if a state re­ 
quest to declare the county a 
disaster area is approved. 


Gov. Ronald Reagan made 
the appeal yesterday to U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz. Reagan said the counties 
suffered $210.2 million in freeze 
damage, the heaviest to farm 
and nursery stock. 


Damage to arm County, in 
which temperatures dipped into 
the teens during December, 
was estimated at $1,025,000. So­ 
noma losses were put at $50,000. 
Reagan said a disaster desig­ 
nation by Butz would make 
individuals eligible for emer­ 
gency, low-interest, long-term 
loans to help them overcome 
effects of the freeze. 
Novato nursery owner Rick 
Burgi said damage to his stock 
was extensive. 
“ Actually, it’s a lot worse 
than we originally expected,” 
Burgi said. “ Plants we thought 
would come back are not com­ 
ing back, they’re just dead.”

Thieu Announces Poet, But 
Rules Out Any Collaboration 


SAIGON (UPD - President 
Nguyen Van Thieu announced a 
cease-fire agreement today that 
ends South Vietnam’s 18-year 
war with North Vietnam, but he 
ruled out any collaboration with 
Communists. 
Real peace, he said, depends 
entirely on the Communists. 
“ After 18 years of what the 
Communists call a liberation 
war and destruction throughout. 
South Vietnam,” Theiu said in 
an emotional 40-minute national 
radio address, “ they have been 
forced to stop the war because 
they have no more power to 
fight.” 
He said all parties to the 
conflict would sign an agree­ 
ment Saturday, Saigon time, 
with a cease-fire coming into 
force Sunday throughout the 
country. 
“ My God, that’s good news,” 


a car washer listening to the 
broadast shouted. 


But many other Saigon resi­ 
dents did not hear the broad­ 
cast and did not know about the 
end-of-the-fighting announce­ 
ment. Some others who did 
know appeared to take the news 
casually, saying they would 
wait to see what happens before 
celebrating. 


Along Highway 13. a major 
battle route north of Saigon, 
newsmen stopped army patrols 
to ask if they had heard about 
the cease-fire. None had—and 
continued their patrols. 
Thieu’s voice sounded 
strained at times during his 
speech.He raced through sever­ 
al phrases and listeners could 
hear him gulping for air. 


“ There will never be an aboli­ 
tion of the government of 


(South) Vietnam in favor of the 
Communists or a pro-Commu- 
nist neutrality,” Thieu said, 
warning against Communist 
“ tricks” and “ploys” in the 
coming days. 
“ They (Communists) will take 
advantage of every chance they 
have,” he said. “ They probably 
will try to do something before 
the international supervisory 
teams get here." 
He said Saigon would have 
difficulties until the moment 
the Communists show they will 


respect the provisions of the 
agreement. He said that peace 
was not guaranteed just be­ 
cause of signatures on a treaty. 


Thieu always has demanded 
that any peace agreement rec­ 
ognize the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) at the 17th parallel as 
the dividing line between North 
and South Vietnam. He also has 
demanded the withdrawal of 
North Vietnamese troops from 
South Vietnam and refused to 
accept a coalition government 
with the Communists. 


But Thieu said the National 
Liberation Front (NLF) can 
take part in South Vietnam 
elections and he also agreed to 
negotiate with NLF leaders on 
domestic political matters.

Kissinger said the agreement 
prohibits military movement 
across the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) dividing North and South 


Vietnam, as well as infiltration 
through Cambodia and Laos 
and introduction of any new 
military troops into South Viet­ 
nam. 
Under those terms, he said, 
North Vietnamese troops were 
bound to be reduced gradually 
by attrition. 
The 23-article agreement ap­ 
parently lumps North Vietnam­ 
ese troops together with Viet 
Cong forces, which are required 
to stop fighting but permitted to 
hold their positions in South 
Vietnam. North Vietnam never 
has acknowledged the presence 
of any of its troops in the south, 
but the issue was a major 
obstacle to a peace settlement.

Authentic Argentinian cook­ 
ing will be featured at the 
Foreign Food Fair at Lydon 
Hall in St. Hilary's Church in 
Tiburon on Sunday from 9 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. 
Señora Jaim e Pera, who 
teaches music, Spanish, physi­ 
cal education, ballet and choir 
at St. Hilary’s School, will con­ 
tribute her empanadas and oth­ 
er gaucho food made “ not the 
long way that my mother 
would, but with short cuts.” 
Graciela Pera was born in 
Concordia, Entre Rios, Argen­ 
tina to an Army officer and his 
wife. Her seven-year “ high 
school” program in which she 
studied 12 solid subjects a year 
corresponds roughly to Ameri­ 
can high school plus college. 
During those “ beautiful years 
I studied quite a bit,” earning 
degrees in teaching, ballet, mu­ 
sic and folklore, she said. 
The busy teacher said her 
home life in Mill Valley was 
pleasant and “ very noisy” be­ 
cause each of her three sons 
wants to play his instrument 
with her in the evening. 


“ My family has been eating 
so much this week because I 
have been translating recipes 
and figuring American mea­ 
surements,” said the Argentini­ 
an, who offers these recipes. 


EMPANADAS 
Picad illo 
(ch op p ed fillin g) 
2 yellow onions 
5 green onions 
1 large, fresh, very ripe to 
mato (or tw'o small) 
1 teaspoon paprika 
' i teaspoon salt 
v2 teaspoon pepper 
Dash cuminseed 
1 cup pitless olives 
3 hard boiled eggs 
1 cup raisins 
2 lbs. ground round steak 


l/2 teaspoon granulated sugar 
(optionel) 
2 tablespoons Crisco shorten­ 
ing 
Saute onions carefully; do not 
burn. Add meat and brown. 
Run hot water over tomato, 
peel, cut up and add to meat. 
Cook at medium heat on range 
about 30 minutes. When done, 
add cut up boiled eggs, raisins, 
sugar and olives. Cool and 
place in refrigerator for two 
hours before assembling into 


three dozen small meat pies. 
Masa 
(dough) 
8 cups flour 
234 cups water 
V2 teaspoon salt 
V2 lb. shortening 
Place shortening in hollow in 
flour. Work with hands until it 
is mixed in thoroughly, adding 
salted water little by little. 
Then knead dough until you can 
shape it into a big ball. Cover 
and let stand for 15 minutes. 
Then flatten with hands. Take a 
piece the size of an egg and roll 
into a ball. Flatten into a six or 
seven inch pancake with a roll­ 
ing pin. 
Place a piece of picadillo the 
size of an egg on the diameter 
of the masa pancake. Then wet 
the edge of half the pancake, 
fold exactly in half and crimp. 


Place on rack above the mid­ 
dle of oven at 400 degrees for 
about 12 to 14 minutes. 


Señora Pera recommends 
empanadas be made ahead and 
frozen. Arrange on floured pa­ 
per layers in box. Serve as 
entree or make half size for 
appetizers.

Wash chicken. Pour lemon 
juice over it.

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COFFEE, SWEETS 
J aus e Time Is 
Soul O f Aus tria 


Jause (yowl’za) time in Aus­ 
tria is the time for afternoon 
coffee and a sweet. 
As the town hall clock strikes 
four, the streets of every vil­ 
lage and city bustle with activi­ 
ty. Men rush from the places of 
business to the nearby coffee 
houses to exchange news and 
views of the day. Women take 
this opportunity to cluster in 
neighborhood homes for that 
palatable break from household 
routine. 
Whether it’s a public coffee 
house or a private home, the 
jause tradition is the same — 
several cups of steaming hot 
coffee accompanied by a Vien­ 
nese pastry or some similar 
piece de resistance — topped 
with a generous helping of 
friendly conversation. 
ONE POPULAR jause pastry 
is a light, fluffy rolled cake 
called a roulade which has been 
filled with a mixture of toasted 
almonds, diced Austrian Swiss 
cheese and apricot preserves. A 
topping of powdered sugar 
coats the surface giving it the 
appearance of a long slender 
jelly roll. 
TTie jause tradition may be 
typically Austrian, but having a 
jause in your home once in a 
while would be a delight.

Apples capture the attention 
of “ Kitchen Time in Marin” 
host Diane MacMillan this 
week. She shares a recipe for 
tarts. 
FRENCH APPLE TART 
Prepare a double pastry for a 
nine-inch pie plate. Line the pie 
plate with half the pastry and 
arrange a lattice topping on a 
sheet of waxed paper with the 
other half of the pastry. Chill 
while preparing the filling. 
6-7 cooking apples 
V2 
cup dry white wine 
% 
cup cold water 
1 
cup sugar 
2 
tablespoons butter 
V/2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
Dash nutmeg 
2 
tablespoons quick-cooking 
tapioca or cornstarch dis­ 
solved in a few tablespoons 
of water 
Peel, core and slice the ap­ 
ples into a 10 inch skillet. Add 
the wine, water, sugar, butter, 
vanilla extract, nutmeg and the 
tapioca or cornstarch. Cook un­ 
til apple slices are just slightly 
tender. Do not overcook to the 
mushy stage. Cool filling slight­ 
ly. Turn into a chilled pastry 
shell, slide the lattice topping 
on, crimp edges. Bake at 375 
for 35-45 minutes or until the 
crust is golden. Cool the pie, 
then dust generously with pow­ 
dered sugar. 
Serves eight. 
“ In America cinnamon is 
popular in apple pie, whereas in 
France it is vanilla flavoring. 
This is a delicious and unusual 
variation of apple pie,” says 
the cook. 


ROULADE 
4 eggs 
\ cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
% cup sifted all-purpose flour 


3/4 teaspoon baking powder 
cup chopped toasted al­ 
monds 
1 jar (12 ounces) apricot pre­ 
serves 
1 package (6 ounces) Austrian 
Swiss cheese, finely diced 
Confectioners’ sugar 
In a large bowl, beat eggs 
until very thick with an electric 
mixer. Beat in sugar 2 table­ 
spoons at a time until very 
thick and mixture holds its 
shape. Fold in vanilla, flour and 
baking powder. Line a greased 
15x10x1 inch jelly roll pan with 
wax paper and then grease the 
paper. Pour batter evenly into 
pan.

On Flaming 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Des­ 
serts can be flamed without 
difficulty if you observe a few' 
simple rules: 
Use either a beverage with 
alcoholic strength of 20 per cent 
or more or sugar cubes soaked 
with flavoring extract just be­ 
fore you light them. Lemon, 
orange, rum or brandy extracts 
are good choices. 
Liquor or liqueurs need not 
bo warmed if the dessert itself 
is warm or hot. Pour the bever­ 
age over it and touch a lighted 
kitchen or fireplace match to 
the surface of the dessert im­ 
mediately. Use a long-handled 
spoon to pour the flaming liquid 
repreatedly from the serving 
plate over the dessert until the 
flames die. 
If you do warm the beverage 
for flaming, do it in a longhan- 
dled container; a butter melter 
or a tiny Turkish coffee maker 
are useful over a candle or 
other low flame only until a 
lighted match held just above 
the surface lights the rising 
fumes. 
For safety’s sake, never try 
to carry a container of flaming 
beverage across a room and 
never pour directly from a bot­ 
tle onto the food to be flamed.

Survival courses may be the 
newest concept of education. It 
may even be what education is 
all about. 
And you don’t need to be a 
rugged he-man type to test your 
fitness. As part of a new course 
in survival at Boston Universi­ 
ty, a 5-foot, red-haired, freckle­ 
faced senior, Susan Reiter, 21, 
has just survived the challenge 
of 330 miles of Hudson River 
and its rapids — kayaking, 
canoeing, portaging — for 21 
days with four male graduate 
students on a reconnaissance 
trip. 
At the university a brochure 
advises students ... “ if you 
feel under the wheel from the 
pressures of work or you are 
suffering the ennui created by 
avoiding work; you should en­ 
roll in one of the SURGE (sur­ 
vival, urgency, recreation, 
growth, enthusiasm) outdoor 
action courses.” 


SUSAN NOT only survived 
the trip. She might even be 
willing to SURGE again in an­ 
other of the daring adventures 
devised by Michael Jeneid, a 
British education professor and 
naturalist with a background of 
association with Outward 
Bound schools which improve 
self-image through controlled 
stress outdoors. 
Students learn that “ the out­ 
come of a training expereince 
can be ... drawn upon because 
it is transferable ... in the 
future one can make use of the 
stronger character patterns de­ 
veloped under training condi­ 
tions ... To survive one must 
recognize one’s own fear mech­ 
anisms.”

skiing, kayak expeditioning are 
courses that might even pre­ 
pare one to face the rigors of 
classroom work. Courses of 
four weeks duration carry cred­ 
its from the school of education. 
Thousands of bites, cuts, 
scratches, bruises and two 
swollen ankles later — caused 
by insects, rocks and the pebbly 
river beds — Susan was enthu­ 
siastically endorsing her expe­ 
rience by observing: 


“I NOT only learned about 
myself as an individual in a 
strenuous experience, but I 
learned to interact with a group 
I had not known before ... I 
also gained seven pounds.” 
The men — John Snodgrass, 
Bob Nolte, Stan Harbarson and 
David Holdt — graduate stu­ 
dents at Boston University — 
expect to apply their experi­ 
ences to their own teaching 
work in other schools. 
Even if the trip doesn’t bring 
out the latent courage in a 
participator, it is a sure cure 
for finicky eaters, Susan said. 
The group became so ravenous 
from its strenuous days, it 
would even drink the vegetable 
water at the end of the evening 
meal. 
“I ate as much as the men 
did, sometimes six slices of 
bread,” said the tiny river far- 
er. “ You get so you will eat 
anything and you’ll mix it all 
together in your bowl.” 


Meals were the usual camp 
fare — instant oatmeal with 
raisins and sugar added for 
extra energy, tuna fish or 
cheese at lunch, freeze-dried 
casseroles at dinner. No smok­ 
ing, alcohol or drugs were per­ 
mitted. 
The group had left from the 
source of the Hudson, Lake 
Tear-of-the-Clouds in the Adi- 
rondacks after climbing Mt. 
Marcy to the spot where all the 
mountain streams converge. 


AFTER THREE days of por­ 
tage around dams, waterfalls, 
power companies and two addi­ 
tional days in a six-man tube 
raft in which they sat straddle­ 
legged with one leg out of the 
raft, they transferred to canoe 
and kayak that would be used 
until they paddled into the Bat­ 
tery in New York City 18 days 
later. 
They wore damp pants or 
shorts, and hiking boots or wet, 
soggy sneakers by day, but at 
night they wore dry clothing to 
bed. And they went to sleep at 
dark in polyethelene lean — to 
contrivances strung between 
trees, after they had collected 
firewood, done the cooking, and 
had written the day’s log which 
each had to keep. 
A new capacity of well-being 
was felt. “ One man thought he 
would become ill if he got wet 
without rain protection,” Susan 
commented, but he soon en­ 


joyed skimming over the water 
in driving rainfalls without any 
ill effects. 
At a treacherous area near 
Warrensburg, they had an acci­ 
dent, Susan had been sitting in 
the middle of the canoe, the 
heavier vehicle that stored 
their gear, when they took on 
water in the rapids, tried to cut 
into an eddy, and found them­ 
selves in another set of rapids. 
Susan suddenly was in the wa­ 
ter with the geodetic map held 
between her teeth. She saw her 
companions floating down 
stream. 


“IN THE rapids you stay 


close, but you are on your own. 
My first reaction was to get to 
shore so I began swimming on 
my belly, grabbing rocks and 
slitting my fingers a bit. The 
other buddies were floating. 
But when I got to shore there 
was no place to go. But we kept 
calling to each other and they 
got through the brush to me.” 


The $400 course may prove to 
be the biggest thrill she will 
ever have, but fishermen and 
others they met in the north 
“thought we were a bit nutty,” 
she says. 


“You couldn’t find such a 
learning experience in a text­ 


book,” says the sociology ma­ 
jor, who is interested in mental 
health. “Organization ... re­ 
sponsibility ... conquering 
fears ... there are so many 
facets to such an experience.”

Bolinas-Stinson Tax

To make m atters worse, the 
su p erintendent said, the new 
state tax shift law will comp u te 
fu tu re income for the smal 
West Marin district on the basis 
of cu rrent, redu ced rev enu es. 
So, he said, the district can 
not ex p ect mu ch more than the 
cu rrent $264 ,000 annu al rev enu e 
in fu tu re y ears. 
Horning went on to say that 
the district will hav e to sp end 
abou t $20,000 more than it takes 
in this y ear in order to main­ 
tain ex isting p rograms.

“ Ill be fly ing back to Fo rt Riley , Kan., to lo o k at 
ano ther 80 candidates there. I’ll pro bably pick up 
ano ther 8 o r 10 play ers fro m that g ro up.”

Spahn receiv ed 316 v otes 
from the 38 0 writers participat­ 
ing in the balloting which re­ 
qu ired being named on at least 
75 per cent of the v otes cast. 
The election of only Spahn, 
who won 363 games in 20 y ears 
in the majors mostly with the 
B oston-M ilw au kee B rav es, 
came as somewhat of a su r­ 


prise in that so many worthy 
candidates were eligible for 
election this y ear. Inclu ded 
among those who had cleared 
the designated fiv e y ear period 
for election to the Hall were 
Robin Roberts, Ralph Kiner, 
Bob Lemon, Gil Hodges and 
Whitey Ford. Of those fiv e ford 
came the closest receiv ing 255 
v otes, only 29 shy of the 284 
needed for selection. 
Kiner was third with 2.35 , 
In being elected to the Hall of 
Fame in his first y ear of eligi­ 
bility , Spahn thu s joins fiv e 


other im m ortals—Ted Wil­ 
liams, Stan Mu sial, Jackie Rob­ 
inson, Bob Feller and Sandy 
Kou fax as the only men in 
baseball history to be so honor­ 
ed.

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BOATING 


By STAN DAVIES 


Books— An Aid For 
Boating Knowledge 


To acquire good boat handling techniques, 
experience is unquestionably the best teacher. 
Every skipper has to get the “ f e e r of handling a 
boat himself — and. incidentally, making a few 
mistakes. 
However. I find that a lot of knowledge about 
boating techniques can be gained without ever 
having been afloat. And I firmly believe that 
beginners in the sport wrho have done a lot of 
reading, and perhaps thinking, about boating and 
sailing learn much more quickly when they do the 
thing for real. 
So this is an admonition to 
get a few boating books this 
winter while the action is slow 
and study some of the basic 
principles of seamanship, pilot­ 
ing. navigation and motor or 
engine maintenance You’ll be 
better for it when the boating 
season gets back into full swing 
next summer 
I find. too. that people who 
know the most about boating 
generally know the most about 
safe boating specifically. Here 
are typical questions that could 
be answered quickly by anyone 
who had read even a rudimen­ 
tary text: 
Q. I have an outboard boat 
that is speedy and agile. Re­ 
cently I drove a large power­ 
ful inboard boat. Response to 
the helm was sluggish. Is this 
normal? 
A. Everything is relative and 
by comparison with a speedy 
outboard any big inboard is 
“ sluggish.” In an outboard 
when the motor is turned the 
whole thrust of the outboard is 
used to cause the boat to turn, 
but in an inboard there is never 
more than half the “ discharge 
current” from the propeller or 
propellers acting upon the rud­ 
der. 
Q. I have just read that 
sailing craft do not necessari­ 
ly have the right of way 
anymore. . . is this so? 
A. The law’ change is seven 
years old. but I guess some 
people still have not heard 
about it. The rule says that 


large ships have the right of 
way over small pleasure craft 
in harbors and narrow channels 
where maneuvering is difficult. 
Q. It seems poor design, but 
the stem of my boat is so low 
that water comes in every 
time I stop the outboard mo­ 
tor. . .? 
V At one time the outboard 
motor manufacturers got to­ 
gether and agreed on a uniform 
15-inch height for the transom 
— that's the flat area at the 
stern. This was to make all 
motors standard. However, now 
you can get long shaft motors 
— 20 inches. This will let you 
build up your transom and put 
in a self bailing motor well 
ahead of it. This will catch any 
water that comes aboard. 
Q. What's a trim tab? 
A. It's a gadget installed on 
the stern of the boat flush with 
the bottom, as a kind of exten­ 
sion of the bottom. Tabs, usual­ 
ly installed in pairs, can be 
adjusted so that they react on 
the water rushing under the 
boat to keep the bow down if it 
rides too high. 
Q. If a boat livery rents you 
a boat, must it also supply 
lifejackets? 
A. In some states, yes. Flori­ 
da for example. But it is not 
required in some others. Read 
your state boating law. Howev­ 
er. even if the boat livery op­ 
erator isn't required to supply 
life saving equipment, it doesn’t 
absolve the person who accepts 
the boat from having it aboard.

Garry Maddox 97 —” when 
Speier interrupted: 


“ How many did I have?" 
Advised that he struck out 92 
times last season, Speier said: 
“ I definitely have to do some­ 
thing about that this year.” 
Despite his impatience to get 
on the practice field. Speier 
didn't end the interview on a 
negative strikeout note. 


“ This spring I ’m going to 
pace myself better so I'll be at 
a peak for the opening of the 
season.” he said. “ Last spring I 
think I peaked too soon.” 


Speier did push himself hard 
last spring. He always was last 
man to leave the practice field. 


“ There was a reason for 
that.” said Speier. “ Last spring 
I was trying to become a switch 
hitter which I finally decided 
wasn't for me a week after the 
season opened.

Building permits for con­ 
struction v alued at $7,703,8 01 
were issued during December 
in Marin County , an increase of

lowable standard deduction is 
15 per cent of y our adjusted 
g ross income. 
If y ou are the dependent of 
another person, the standard 
deduction applies only to y our 
earned income and does not 
apply to y our unearned income 
and y ou cannot use the optional 
tax table. 


If y our dependent is the bene­ 
ficiary of a trust set up for him 
or if he owns stocks, bonds or 
receiv es interest or otherwise 
has unearned income, the un­ 
earned income is not subject to 
the low income allowance and 
y ou cannot hav e him file a tax 
return for himself and use the 
optional tax table. 
He may claim the standard 
deduction on his tax return to 
the ex tent of his earned income 
only , so that if he were workng 
part time he would be able to 
claim the standard deduction of 
15 per cent from the amount of 
his earned income. 


If y ou do not hav e larg e 
deductions for state income tax ­ 
es, real estate tax es, mortg ag e 
interest or heav y medicaT ex ­ 
penses, chances are that y ou 
would be a lot better off to use 
the standard deduction. 
N 


If y ou do hav e sizeable deduc­ 
tions, it’s still a g ood idea to 
compare the deductions y ou 
hav e with the standard deduc­ 
tion and see which way y ou 
come out best. 


If it is v ery close, the stan­ 
dard deduction is preferable 
because there is no possibility 
of y our being audited on ac­ 
count of y our deductions, per­ 
haps losing some of them and 
certainly being put to a g ood 
deal of inconv enience.

Emergency Herring Bill Signed 


By PAUL E . PE T E RZ E L L 
SACRAMENTO - An emer­ 
gency bill to save the herring in 
Tomales Bay from destructive 
commer^"' fishing was signed 
into law late yesterday by the 
governor, bu.' the state Fish 
and Game Department re­ 
versed itself and said it may 
not need the new law. 
The department had warned 
early last week that if more 
than 500 tons of herring were 
taken, the resource could be 
‘‘severely depleted.” The warn­ 
ing triggered an unusually rap­ 
id passage of the bill in one 
week by Sen. Peter H. Behr, R- 
San Rafael. 
Yesterday, however, the de­ 
partment backed off, saying its 
biologists had “ taken a new 
look” at the situation, and that 
the danger line had been 
“ slightly revised.” 
The department now places 
the limit at 750 tons, an in­ 
crease of 50 per cent over the 
earlier figure. Charles Fuller­ 
ton, deputy director of the de­ 
partment, told the Independent- 
Journal that objections by com­ 
mercial fisherman to a cutoff of 
the herring harvest had nothing 
to do with the department’s 
new stance. 
Despite arrival of three more 
trawlers yesterday in the bay, 
no cutoff may be needed, Ful­ 
lerton said. As of yesterday, he 
added, about 350 tons had been 
taken by the two boats that 
have fished there six days. 
He said the department will 
watch the situation, and impose 
the ban authorized by the Behr 
bill (SB 67) if necessary. 
Fullerton's new danger mar­ 
gin of 750 tons falls halfway 
between the expectations of the 
commercial fishermen. 
Zeke Grader, manager of 
Ocean Traders of Sausalito, 
whose firm is packaging all the 
herring for export to Asia, said 
he expected to harvest 500 to 
1,000 tons in Tomales Bay this 
season. 
Grader claimed that “ back in 
the 50s they took 100,000 tons a 
year out of there, and the stuff 
kept coming back. We don’t

But Great Relief 


It was no t like the endings o f 
o ther wars. There was little 
disp o sitio n to ring bells o r 
dance in the streets when Pres­ 
ident Nix o n anno u nced last 
night that agreements had been 
initialed to end the fighting in 
Vietnam, and that the cease­ 
fire will take effect Satu rday . 
There was, instead o f ju bila­ 
tio n, a great feeling o f relief. 
Ev en the President sho wed 
little emo tio n. He sp o ke in the 
carefu l, slo w, so ber way that 
c haracterizes his telev isio n 
sp eeches. He, to o , seemed re­ 
liev ed. A tremendo u s bu rden is 
abo u t to be lifted fro m his 
sho u lders — and fro m the 
sho u lders o f ail o f u s. 


THE PRESIDENT stressed 
his o ld theme o f “ p eace with 
ho no r.’’ He sp ecified, carefu lly , 
that the cease-fire is to be 
internatio nally su p erv ised, and 
that all American p riso ners o f 
war are to be released within 
6 0 day s. These were the hard- 
wo n co ncessio ns that he had 
wru ng with bo mbs and terro r 
fro m an intransigent enemy , 
the ingredients u p o n which he 
had insisted fo r “ p eace with 
ho no r” 
The President no ted with sad­ 
ness that Ly ndo n Jo hnso n will 
no t be with u s fo r the signing o f 
the cease-fire. The last rites fo r 
Mr. Jo hnso n will be held to mo r­ 
ro w.

Well, here we go again. Go v erno r 
Reagan has p resented his annu al state 
bu dget. Ano ther y ear, ano ther billio n. 
I do n't su p p o se it do es mu ch go o d to 
p o int o u t that the $9 .26 billio n bu dget fo r 
1973*74 is abo u t $1.6 billio n larger than 
last y ear's, o r twice as large as the $4.6 
billio n bu dget o f sev en y ears ago , o r 
three times the 19 6 3-6 4 bu dget o f $2.8 
billio n. 
Tho se things ro ll o ff y o u r back like the 
tax es ro ll o ff y o u r p ay check. 
.State Finance Directo r Verne Orr say s 
it’s a “ lean” bu dget. I'd hate to see his 
idea o f a fat o ne. This is cu t, sq u eeze and 
trim? 


tho se y ears was du e to p o p u latio n 
gro wth: it wasn’t. The bu dget went u p 
faster than the p o p u latio n. 


Bu t the p o p u latio n big bang is o v er and 
state go v ernment ju st keep s o n sp ending. 
Fro m 1970 to ’73, Califo rnia’s p o p u latio n 
increased o nly 4 p er cent while sp ending 
went u p 16 p er cent and nex t y ear it will 
be almo st 21 p er cent higher than last. 


State go v ernment is o n a sp ending 
sp ree. Easy co me, easy go . Take edu ca­ 
tio n, fo r ex amp le. What the tax p ay ers 
said “ no ” to at the lo cal lev el gets a big 
fat “y es” fro m the Sacramento p o liti­ 
cals. 


REMEMBER WHEN then-Go v . Pat 
Bro wn came o u t with a “ bare bo nes” 
bu dget o f $4 billio n. We y elled and kicked 
and screamed. No w we're ju st nu mb. 
The financial wo o ly -wo o fers try to 
salv e o u r wo u nds by telling u s the big 
hike in the bu dget is du e to hefty 
increases in lo cal assistance p ay ments — 
meaning that they o nly co llect the mo ney 
at the state lev el and ship it back to the 
cities and co u nties. 
Well, no m atter ho w y o u shfit o r shu ffle 
it, o r where y o u sp end it, the who le 
darned $9 .3 billio n co mes o u t o f the 
tax p ay ers’ p o ckets. What the state giv - 
eth, the state taketh — befo rehand. 
It is tru e that the lo cal assistance p art 
o f the bu dget co mes to $5.3 billio n fo r 
19 73-74. That is a ju mp o f 28 p er cent in 
o ne y ear. 
Bu t the fact is that the legislatu re and 
the go v erno r enacted the bills that man­ 
dated mo st o f that increase. And the fact 
is that it will co st ju st abo u t $-1 billio n 
nex t y ear ju st to grease the wheels o f 
Baby lo n's in ho u se machinery . That $-1 
billio n is as mu ch as it co st to ru n the

WASHINGTON - Yo u will recall the 
infamo u s Tu skegee stu dy , in which sev er­ 
al hu ndred black men were u sed as 
gu inea p igs to determine (by au to p sy ) 
ju st what hap p ens to the hu man bo dy 
when sy p hilis is allo wed to go u ntreated 
fo r y ears and decades. At any rate y o u 
sho u ld recall it, fo r it is the kind o f 
go v ernment serv ice to the p eo p le that 
sho u ld no t be fo rgo tten. 


Ho wev er, no t su rp risingly , the go v ern­ 
ment itself is try ing to av o id fu rther 
embarrassment o v er the scandal, which 
was first disclo sed last su mmer — 40 
y ears after the Alabama ex p eriment was 
begu n by the U.S. Pu blic Health Serv ice. 
In do ing so , it is defy ing the sp irit and 
ap p arently the letter o f a p residential 
ex ecu tiv e o rder and a law du ly p assed by 
Co ngress req u iring that the bu siness o f 
go v ernment adv iso ry co mmittees be o p en 
to the tax p ay ers. 


That p residential o rder was issu ed 
mo re than six mo nths ago . The law, 
p assed in Octo ber du ring the clo sing 
weeks o f the 9 2nd Co ngress, became 
effectiv e Jan. 5. Yet no t o nly did the ad 
ho c co mmittee inv estigating the Tu ske­ 
gee ex p eriment meet in secret late last 
y ear bu t it schedu led ano ther secret 
sessio n in New Yo rk to day . 


WHY THE SECRECY? Becau se the 
testimo ny deals with natio nal secu rity , 
and its disclo su re wo u ld help the Ru s­ 
sians with their antimissile defenses o r 
so mething? No t ev en the federal bu ­ 
reau cracy can make su ch a p retense in 
this case. 
In a 35-line release, p u rp o rtedly su m­ 
marizing su bco mmittee sessio ns held last 
mo nth, the p anel o ffered sev eral ex cu ses 
fo r shu tting the p ress and p u blic o u t. One 
o f the su bco mmittees is charged with 
determining “whether the stu dy was 
ju stified in 1932 and whether it sho u ld 
hav e been co ntinu ed when p enicillin be­ 
came generally av ailable.” (Penicillin 
nev er was giv en the su ffering men and, 
as o f last Ju ly , o nly 78 o f the o riginal 400 
su rv iv ed. They nev er were to ld what they 
were su ffering fro m.) While the answers 
to the su bco mmittee’s q u ery seem self- 
ev ident, it wants to bu ttress its findings 
with fu rther interv iews. 
Ho wev er, interv iewing the p rincip als in 
o p en sessio n wo u ld be “p articu larly diffi­ 
cu lt,” the p anel said. Its first reaso n: 


“ The tendency to ward sensatio nalism by 
the media.’’ 
Any o ne witho u t the bu reau crat’s defen­ 
siv e habit can see that it is imp o ssible to 
make the Tu skegee stu dy any mo re sensa­ 
tio nal than the bare bo nes o f the case. 
The stu dy might be go ing o n y et, u ndis­ 
clo sed to the p u blic, had it no t been fo r 
the terse, u nsensatio nal rep o rting o f it in 
the first p lace —by Jean Heller o f the 
Asso ciated Press. 


TO ANY GOVERNMENT o fficial, re­ 
p o rting o f facts he wo u ld rather keep 
discreetly co ncealed is sensatio nalism. In 
America, ho wev er, it is no t su p p o sed to 
be left to that o fficial to decide fo r the 
tax p ay ers that his fear o f sensatio nalism 
is reaso n eno u gh to keep the p u blic 
bu siness secret. 
Tru e, the p anel added that the p o tential 
fo r lawsu its and the “ p ro bable inhibiting 
effect” o f p u blicity o n witnesses were 
additio nal reaso ns. Fear o f the p ress was 
named first, ho wev er. 
To day ’s meeting in New Yo rk was 
secret fo r no ne o f tho se reaso ns, acco rd­ 
ing to the anno u ncement in the Federal 
Register. This time the su bterfu ge was 
that all the bu siness was to be strictly 
internal, abo u t whether the rights o f 
hu man su bjects in co ntinu ing health ex ­ 
p eriments su p p o rted by HEW are ade­ 
q u ately p ro tected. 
The anno u ncement cited a directiv e o f 
the assistant secretary o f HEW as 
gro u nds fo r secrecy . Last y ear, the 
co mmittee was o p erating u nder a no tice 
fro m Ellio t Richardso n, then HEW secre­ 
tary , which said in effect that the Presi­ 
dent’s ex ecu tiv e o rder o p ening adv iso ry 
co mmittee meetings sho u ld no t be taken 
to o serio u sly — that meetings still co u ld 
be clo sed becau se o f the dep artm ent’s 
“o bligatio ns o f co nfidentiality and admin­ 
istrativ e necessity .”

cy is u nlimited, as y o u can see. Mo st o f 
the time, the real reaso n is the sam e:fear 
o f acco u ntability to the p u blic. 
If y o u , y o u r co lleagu es o r y o u r p rede­ 
cesso rs had kno wingly let sev eral 
hu ndred inno cent men su ffer and die 
ev en after medicine that might cu re 
them was co mmo nly av ailable, y o u co u ld 
think u p a lo t o f reaso ns fo r secrecy 
abo u t it, to o .

Last mo nth it tried o ne final p lo y — by 
breaking o ff nego tiatio ns — to see if Mr.

President Nix o n wo u ld hav e to accep t 
any kind o f p eace.

WHAT SOUTH VIETNAM DID - The 
So u th Vietnamese did v ery well. They 
su ccessfu lly resisted the o nslau ght o f the 
Tet o ffensiv e in 19 6 8. When Americans 
were being to ld that So u th Vietnam was 
go ing to fall ap art, it stu ck to gether. Fo r 
a y ear no w the So u th Vietnamese arm y 
has bo rne the bru nt o f the entire gro u nd 
war. 
Whether So u th Vietnam can secu re this 
p eace and bu ild o n it, ev ents still to 
u nfo ld will tell.

Grumble Four: The Ross Val­ 
ley Sanitary District board’s 
action in appointing a new 
board member without making 
the vacancy public has raised 
grumbles on all sides. S. Stan­ 
ley Knowles, who owns Knowles 
and Co. in San Rafael, a heat­ 
ing and sheet metal firm, was 
appointed Jan. 2 after Ray I. 
Johnson resigned. 
Johnson had narrowly led a 
field of four candidates in elec­ 
tion to the board last June 
He resigned pleading press of 
business, but his resignation 
wasn’t announced. 
One of the unsuccessful can­ 
didates in the election, Joan 
Seminario, told me she was 
“ very disappointed” that the 
board hadn’t contacted her or 
the other unelected candidate, 
Roger Bockrath. She didn’t feel 
she ought to have been appoint­ 
ed, she said, but she did think 
the board should have opened 
the vacancy for public inter­ 
view. 
Board president Eugene Os- 
taggi told me the board had no 
legal requirement to call for 
applicants, and he didn’t feel 
they should have. 


GRUMBLE FIVE: Associated 
students of College of Marin 
spent a few hundred dollars 
mailing out ballots to more 
than 6,000 students in an effort 
to pep up interest in this semes­ 
ter’s student government elec­ 
tion. When it came to the count 
only 488 students had bothered 
to vote. A little old-fashioned 
campaigning and razzmatazz 
would undoubtedly have been 
cheaper, and might have gener­ 
ated more interest. And the 
money coidd have been spent 
on cheer leaders’ uniforms — a 
request turned down last se­ 
mester by the all-male board of 
directors of Associated Stu­ 
dents.

In more than 1,000 California 
school districts, voters (some of 
them) will go to the polls on 
April 17 to elect school board 
members. 
The people they elect can 
control the kind of public 
schools Californians have for 
the next four years. They can 
— but it is doubtful whether 
they will. 


UNLESS THERE IS a depar­ 
ture from the past, in most 
districts a minority of the elec­ 
torate will choose the school 
board members. Turnouts of 
over half the eligible voters for 
school elections aVe the excep­ 
tion rather than the rule. 
Unless there is a departure 
from the past, in most districts 
there will be little definition of 
issues in the campaigns, and 
the campaigning will be princi­ 
pally of the neighborhood “ kaf- 
fee klatsch” variety. Of the 
minority who go to the polls on 
April 17, a much smaller minor­ 
ity will know much about the 
candidates, the issues and prob­ 
lems those elected must face, 
and the stands (if any) on those 
issues and problems taken by 
the aspirants for office. 
The low-kay approach usually 
taken in school trustee elections 
in California arises largely 
from two causes: the non-parti­ 
san nature of the elections, and 
the prevailing notion that, any­ 
how, it is better to leave run­ 
ning the schools to the educa­ 
tors. 


PARTISANSHIP in school 
government -— although stan­ 
dard practice in some states — 
has obvious drawbacks. But a 
partisan election has the advan­ 
tage of bringing into action 
established political organiza­ 
tions to back candidates and 
force issues into the campaign. 
In non-partisan school elec­ 
tions, the lack of such organiza­ 
tions tends to keep the cam­ 
paigns insipid, unsubstantial, 
and for many people almost 
invisible. 
As a result, school board 
service has often become, as H. 
Thomas James, former profes­ 
sor of education at Stanford 
University, aptly described it, 
“ one of the last remaining op-

portunities in the political world 
for the ‘gentleman in public 
office.’” And as Professor 
James also noted, ‘“ gentlemen 
in public office’ have a marked 
distaste for controversy and 
public uproar.” Therefore, the 
school board members elected 
in non-controversial campaigns 
generally turn the tough ques­ 
tions over to their superintend­ 
ents, to avoid the unpleasant 
chore of making decisions 
themselves. 
The result is that the elected 
boards are reduced to house­ 
keeping chores, worrying about 
the budget, and trying to find 
support for increased taxes to 
pay the spiraling costs of over­ 
administered school systems. 
As James D. Koemer pointed 
out in “ Who Controls American 
Education?” : 
“ In theory school boards hire 
administrators to carry out the 
basic policies of the board and 
look after the details of running 
schools, but in practice more 
often than not the administra­ 
tors establish the basic policies 
and the boards worry about the 
details.” 


WHETHER THIS continues 
to be true in California depends 
partly on what kind of candi­ 
dates stand for school boards 
this year (the filing period ends 
Feb. 16), how well they are 
scrutinized during the cam­ 
paign, and how many voters 
turn out to cast ballots in April. 
“ Leaving it to the experts” 
has not produced unalloyed sat­ 
isfaction with the public 
schools. A suggestion for both 
candidates and voters may be 
found in Koerner’s book: 
“ Laymen badly need to sensi­ 
tive themselves to the limita­ 
tions of educational expertise .. 
. Whether it is a question of 
educational aims or philosophy, 
of what subjects should be stu­ 
died and for how long, of wheth­ 
er and how schools or teachers 
should be evaluated, of whether 
and how students should be 
divided by ability, of testing 
intelligence and what intellig­ 
ence means, of ‘compensatory’ 
education, or of any other sub­ 
stantive matter that can be 
named, the expert’s knowledge 
is not good enough for the rest 
of us to leave the policy deci­ 
sions to him, not nearly good 
enough.” 
It is often said that local 
school boards lack power. In 
fact, however, they generally 
fail to exercise the power they 
have.

C alifornia Gold Rush 


When gold was discovered on this date 125 years 
ago at Sutter’s M ill in California, tens of thou­ 
sands rushed to the West Coast to make their 
fortunes. Workmen abandoned fields and factories, 
soldiers left their units, and sailors deserted their 
ships. In July, 1849, there were about 500 empty 
ships crowded into San F rancisco Bay. People 
came to the gold fields from as far away as Europe 
and Australia. Lucky winners of a French lottery 
received a trip to California. Between 1848 and 
1852, California mines produced an estimated 
$200^ 000,000 worth of gold.

M ea nwhile, a seda tiv e or 
tranquilizer may be needed, es 
pecially when the indiv idual is 
pa nicky . When ca lm ness is 
reestablished, it becomes nec­ 
essary to g et down to the nitty - 
g ritty . A nx iety of this sort 
usually stems from emotional 
stresses and strains that hav e 
‘piled up’ for many y ears ,and 
hav e been ag g rav ated by re­ 
cent ev ents. 
Actually , the indiv idual was 
indeed fearful and ‘scared to 
dea th’. The sy mptoms were not 
imag inary , but were somewhat 
similar to stag e frig ht. A few 
follow-up discussions are most 
helpful, and more so, if the 
person has had prev ious at­ 
tacks of acute anx iety .

When David Rose fitted radi­ 
al tires to his 1958 Aston Mar­ 
tin. he calculated he would save 
a significant amount of gaso­ 
line He did. It came to some­ 
thing better than $50 worth of 
fuel a year as reduced road 
friction cut consumption by 10 
per cent. 
Doctor Rose is a professor at 
the Masschusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT'. His specialty 
is energy conservation. Hence 
his interest in radials. in flu­ 
orescent lighting, and in storm 
windows, among other items, 
and in <tich things as shade 
trees and windbreaks 
They all save energy to a 
degree that makes economic 
sense. They can also contribute 
substantially, when practiced 
on a wide scale, to holding back 
what many see as an approach­ 
ing energy crisis. 
They 
represent 
practical 
measures individuals can take 
to help prevent this crisis from 
developing. The old-fashioned 
familiarity of some of these 
things, such as storm windows, 
shouldn't hide their relevance 
as important energy-savers. 
The I ’nited States and Europe 
particularly appear vulnerable 
to energy shortages in the dec­ 
ades ahead. In fact, outside of 
the Middle East and the Soviet 
Union. few nations have satis­ 
factory energy reserves. Rose 
contends. 
Known oil reserves, accord­ 
ing to Lawrence Rocks and 
Richard P. Runyan »‘ The Ener­ 
gy Crisis.” Crown Publishers), 
will last some 20 years at 1970 
consumption rates; 15 years at 
the present g.owth rate. Natu­ 
ral gas is put at 40 and 30 years 
respectively. Only coal, among 
the fossil fuels, is relatively 
abundant and could last 300 
years. 
The U.S. energy bill, includ­ 
ing transportation of fuels, now 
stands at $100 billion. That's 
one-tenth of the gross national 
product. Overall energy de­ 
mands will double in the next 18 
years while the population 
grows 30 percent, says Rose. 
Pure industrial energy con­ 
sumption is rising at a consid­ 
erably faster rate, according to 
Rocks and Runyon — 7 to 1.1 in 
relation to population growth. 
Half of everything transport­ 
ed in the U.S. today is fuel. 
More petroleum has been con­ 
sumed here since the mid 1950 s 
than in all history up to that 
point. Electric power consump­ 
tion. now twice what it was 10 
years ago, could rise to be­ 
tween four and six times its 
present level by the turn of the 
century, according to some pro­ 
jections. 
Total rate of energy use in 
the U.S. now is about 10 kilo­ 
watts for each man. woman, 
and child according to Rose. 
This is not just electricity, hut 
also gas. gasoline, heating oil. 
and so forth. It includes not 
only what each one uses person- 
allv. but also his or her share of 


the coke in the steel mills, of jet 
transport fuel, and the like. The 
total is prodigious. It amounts 
to more than one third of all the 
power consumed in the world 
today. Put another way. 6 per 
cent of the world's population 
expends 33 per cent of its power 
output. 
That so much energy is spent, 
much of it in cavalier fashion, 
suggests that much can be con­ 
served by plugging the leaks. 
A study. “ The Potential for 
Energy Conservation.-' pul out 
by the President's Office of 
Emergency Preparedness sug­ 
gests that by 1980 the U.S. could 
save the equivalent of 7.3 mil­ 
lion barrels of oil a day by 
steadily implementing such 
measures as: 
Improved 
insulation 
in 
homes: adoption of more effi­ 
cient air-conditioning systems: 
shifting intercity freight from 
highway to rail, “ short-haul” 
passengers from air to ground 
travel, and urban passengers 
from automobiles to mass tran­ 
sit: and through the introduc­ 
tion of more efficient industrial 
processes. 
The average man on the 
street can help in many ways 
too. and help his pocket book at 
the same time, say the experts. 
The radial tires mentioned 
earlier are a case in point. 
Their greater expense tends to 
be balanced by longer life (40.- 
000 miles). From Rose’s point of 
view their improved traction, 
coupled with reduced surface 
friction on the road, is the 
important thing. 
Tests he has carried out show 
the reduced friction improves 
gasoline mileage by 10 per cent. 
That is an important factor in 
view of the anticipated 12 per 
cent increase in gas consump­ 
tion brought about by higher 
exhaust emission standards. 
Buildings, too. are prolific 
wasters of energy. Nearly ev­ 
ery home in the U.S. spills heat 
needlessly into the winter air 
just as it fails to keep out 
unwanted heat in summer. 
Better housing designs and 
optimum insulation of buidings 
would cut energy consumed for 
heating and air-conditioning by 
more than 25 per cent. 
The cost of this additional 
insulation during construction 
of a medium-sized house. Rose 
estimates, would come to $200. 
It is a small sum compared to 
the annual heating cost of 
around $400 a year for the same 
home inadequately insulated. 
Tests at MIT suggest that the 
cost of storm windows can be 
recouped through a saving in 
heating costs in six years. The 
double glazing creates a dead- 
air space, reducing heat loss. 
Other significant savings re­ 
sult from having blinds or 
drapes, or both, at every win­ 
dow. Draw them the moment 
the sun goes down. The more 
dead-air spaces between room 
and outside window the better 
the heat retention, 
every little leak. The con­ 
stant flow of cold air coming 
through the keyhole is balanced 
by an equivalent outflow of 
warm air — air your oil or gas 
bill shows you have paid good 
money to heat. 
Another tip: If you have a 
fireplace, keep the damper shut 
whenever there's no fire in the 
grate. Warm, invisible air bil- 
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lows out of an open chimney 
just as smoke does. 
Humidity can also be impor­ 
tant. A home that's too dry 
must be kept warmer than one 
with the proper humidity level 
to give the same degree of 
comfort, according to the Vir­ 
ginia Polytechnic Institute and 
State University at Blacksburg, 
Va. The Institute suggests a 
humidifier may be a worth­ 
while investment in those areas 
where the winter air gets very 
dry. 
Never turn down a thermo­ 
stat in home or office more 
than about five degrees for 
short periods such as overnight. 
Otherwise, it may take more 
energy to restore heat to the 
home than was saved by the 
reduction. 
A protective row of conifers 
down the side of the house 
exposed to the prevailing winds 
can cut down quite significantly 
on heat loss. A building, says 
Rose, is subject to the chill 
factor, .just as people are. In 
contrast, deciduous trees on the 
sunny side of the house provide 
shelter from summer sun. They 
shed their leaves in winter, 
allowing 
the 
warm 
rays 
through when they're most 
needed. 
Savings on electrical power 
consumption in a home can be 
considerable. As anti-pollution 
needs place increasing stric­ 
tures on power generation and 
as fuel supplies decrease to 


push up the price to consumers, 
the practicality of such savings 
will become obvious. 
Says a spokesman for the 
electrical appliance industry, 
• Turning off the light when you 
leave the room will become a 
meaningful thing to do. Penny- 
wise today it will become nick- 
elwise tomorrow.” 


Many little things can bring 
further energy-money savings. 
Here are some suggestions: 


Refrigeration: If your freezer 
isn't self-defrosting, defrost it 
when the ice becomes a quart­ 
er-inch thick. A greater ice 
thickness cuts down on the cool­ 
ing power of the coils. A self- 
defrosting refrigerator, by the 
way. consumes up to 50 per 
cent more electrical current 
than the standard model. 
Keep your freezer full. The 
costly cold is retained by the 
food whereas 80 per cent of the 
cold air spills out every time 
you open the refrigerator door. 
Cooking: Never boil more wa­ 
ter than is necessary to cook 
with. Use pots and pans that 
fully cover the elements. Use 
plug-in appliances such as skil­ 
lets where possible. They are 
generally fitted with thermo­ 
stats and can be set for exactly 
the amount of heat you need. 
Prepare double quantities of 
such things as soups or stews 
which take a long time to cook. 
Then freeze the unused portion 
for future use. It is less power­ 
consuming to hold the food in

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refrigeration and warm it up 
when needed than to cook up a 
new batch. Plan your meals. 
Several dishes can be baked in 
an oven as economically as one 
food item. Remember, too. ev­ 
ery time you open your oven 
door you lose at least 20 per 
cent of its heat. For some 
dishes a pressure cooker cuts 
down considerably on cooking 
time and therefore on the 
amount of energy used 


Bathing: A shower generally 
uses a lot less water than bath­ 
ing in a tub. To be really 
economical try the Navy meth­ 
od.

Remember, hot water left in 
the pipes represents wasted 
heat. When installing a new 
heater have it located as close 
to your bathroom or kitchen 
sink as possible. Sometime in 
the future, waste hot water 
from bath or sink will be made 


to pass over the inlet pipes, in 
such systems, thus pre-warm­ 
ing the water before it reaches 
the heater. 


Washing: Always wash full 
loads. It saves time, hot water, 
and electricity. Use cold water 
and cold-water detergents 
whenever they can do the job. 


D rying: 
Don't 
overdry 
clothes. It is costly in heat and 
puts wrinkles in the garments. 


Lighting: 
Fluorescent tubes 
use one sixth of the power as 
your electric iron in a 110-volt 
circuit. On the other hand, you 
use a lot more lights and burn 
them longer than you use irons. 
So it pays to turn off unneeded 
lights, and the television set 
nobody is watching. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
turning a light on and off does 
not use more electricity than 
leaving it on. 
Airconditioning: An efficient 
airconditioner will use as little 
as half the current of an ineffi- 


CUPERTINO (AP) - The 
mail will go electric here soon 
— and officials think it will help 
the air and foil Fido. 
Sometime in February the 
Cupertino Post Office will be­ 
come the first postal facility in 
the nation to convert to all 
electric delivery cars when it 
gets 30 battery-operated vehi­ 
cles. Postmaster Alvin R. Cart­ 
er said yesterday. 
They cost far less to operate 
than conventional cars, create 
no smog and offer an advan­ 
tage to the harried mailman — 
they move through neighbor­ 
hoods so quietly they won't 
wake sleeping dogs. 
“ That’s a formidable achieve­ 
ment in the eyes of a mail 
carrier,” said Charles Nelson, 
assistant vehicles service man­ 
ager for the Postal Service's 
western region. 
Carter said Cupertino will 
serve as a test point for a fully 
electric mail car fleet, and if 
the experiment succeeds, the 
vehicles may be introduced in 
post offices throughout the 
country. 
He said the Cupertino Post 
Office was selected for a test of 
prototype battery-powered de­ 
livery vans, “ because we are a 
typical residential community, 
but the terrain here is also 
hilly, so we could see how' wrell 
the cars performed.” 
After eight months of testing 
two prototype models, an En­ 
glish-designed Harbilt unit, 
pow'ered by a 72-volt. 10.5 
horsepower motor, did the best 
job. and the U.S. government 
has ordered 30 of the vehicles to 
replace conventional models in 
Cupertino.

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Cheap Food Era Ends In Britain

LONDON — It is the end of 
an era. 


The price of the roast beef of 
old England now is almost too 
much for young England. Since 
the pay and prices “freeze” 
began Nov. 6, it has risen 37 per 
cent. Rump steak is the equiva­ 
lent to $2.40 a pound, filet up to 
$3.60. 


Many young families, and 
many retired folk, find they 
cannot afford the traditional 
Sunday joint any more. 


Minister of Agriculture Jo­ 
seph Godber had roast lamb for 
Sunday lunch instead of beef, 
as of course did many other 
Britons. But the price of lamb 
also has gone up 50 per cent in 
the same period. 
Prime Minister Edward 
Health has appointed a special 
panel of three experts to under­ 
take an urgent inquiry, particu­ 
larly into the price of beef, and 
to report by Jan. 13. 
One member of the panel is 
Dame Elizabeth Ackroyd, 
chairman of the Consumer 
Council until it was axed in 
almost the first official action 
of the incoming Conservative 
government in 1970. 
Doubtless Heath hopes to es­ 
tablish without fear of further 
argument that it is not Britain’s 
entry into the Common Market 
that has put food prices up. 
If the panel found it were — 
which is most unlikely — Heath 


and his government would be in 
real and immediate trouble. 
They have reported again and 
again the pledge that entry will 
increase food costs by only 2.5 
per cent per annum. Thirty- 
seven per cent is a great deal 
too much. 
But the plain fact it, whatev­ 
er is responsible for this partic­ 
ular price explosion, the era of 
cheap food for the British has 
come to an end. 
That era was made possible 
by purchases on favorable 
terms in the British Common­ 
wealth and in the rest of the 
agricultural and developing 
world, plus a “deficiency pay­ 
ments” policy that in effect 
subsidized consumers. 
It was also the case that 
demand elsewhere for tradition­ 
al British foods was light. 
Now Commonwealth pre- 
ferces have gone. The subsidy 
for the consumer has gone. The 
Common Market’s “ dear food” 
policy has been adopted. And at 
the very same time, world de­ 
mand .for food the British pre­ 
fer, particularly beef, has risen 
markedly. 
Everywhere it is the age of 
rising expectation. 
Experts here say it is there­ 
fore very unlikely there will 
ever be cheap food again in 
Britain. 
This will have important con­ 
sequences. Many British farm­ 
ers, for instance, now may 
switch from milk to beef and 
wheat. 
The Irtish diet will change. 


But even more importantly, 
the ending of the pay freeze will 
be made still more difficult for 
the government to handle. 
Pressure for large pay increas­ 
es inevitably will grow. 


Meanwhile, the cost structure 
of British industry will be dra­ 
matically altered. There will be 
even more incentive to save on 
labor. 


But there also will be pres- 


sure radically to improve Bri­ 
tish productivity — which 
would do the country, and most 
individuals, a great deal of 
good in the long-term. 
However, at this precise mo­ 
ment the most obvious, and 
politically potent, factor simply 
is that Mrs. John Bull needs 
more money for the housekeep­ 
ing.

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Smoking By Students 
Problem For Schools

Increased cigarette smoking 
by high-school students in 
America is forcing schools to 
take a new look at smoking 
rules. 
When not allowed to smoke 
during school, students crowd 
into rest rooms to smoke ille­ 
gally, creating a smoky nuis­ 
ance for nonsmokers. Often 
school property is damaged. 


At Brookline (Mass.) High 
School a junior comments, “ So 
many people smoke that the 
smoke oozes out of the doors of 
the rest rooms.” Inside, she 
says, 
“ you 
can 
hardly 
breathe.” 


Across the country the story 
is often the same. Federal esti­ 
mates indicate 30 to 40 per cent 
of high-school students are 
smokers. 


Smoking is an “ increasingly 
serious problem which plagues 
a vast majority” of high-school 
principals, according to the Na­ 
tional Association of Secondary 
School Principals. 


No-smoking rules are hard to 
enforce, to say the least. The 
usual penalty is suspension 
from school. But as Fairfax, 
Va., School Superintendent 
John Davis points out: “ Often 
we called homes and the par­ 
ents would say, “ We permit 
him to smoke’.” 


Some parents, health authori­ 
ties. and teachers want student 
smoking prohibited for health 
reasons. Roy L. Davis of the 
U.S. Department of Health, Ed­ 
ucation, and Welfare’s clearing­ 
house on smoking and health at 
Bethesda. Md., says he receives 
about one letter a week from 
high schools with smoking prob­ 
lems. 


“ Everyone 
agrees that 
schools should offer health 
training,” he says, adding that 
harsh action against smokers is 
not always the answer. “There 
is considerable evidence that 
smoking is compensatory. If 
the school is too punitive, it 
may be putting down the very 
kids that need help — and may 
even be encouraging them to 
smoke.” 


In Montgomery County, Md., 
school officials are trying a 
different tack. They for the 
youngest children, using gentle 
persuasion to steer them away 
from cigarettes. 


Students form their attitudes 
about smoking long before they 
reach high school, according to 
William F. Hauptman, health 
program supervisor for Mont­ 
gomery schools. For part of his 
campaign to reach younger 
grades, high-school students go 
into elementary schools to 
present anti-smoking skits, 
films, and talks. 
Hauptman says whether the 
campaign will affect smoking 
habits later, he can’t tell, but 
“ right now we have them on 
their side.” 
In Montgomery high schools, 
however, smokers congregated 
in rest rooms caused enough 
damage to force officials to 
change the rules. Since 1969, 
students have been allowed to 
smoke outside. 
Hauptman thinks the move is 
unfortunate. “ My idea is that 
we shouldn’t allow smoking on 
school grounds,” he says. “ I 
don’t think they have that much 


of a habit. This gives a chance 
for the habit to grow.” 
With the growth of student 
rights, many young people are 
arguing that they should be 
able to smoke just as adults in 
schools may smoke. At Bethel 
High School in S^anaway, 
Wash., for example, students 
asking for a school smoking 
area claim smoking as a right, 
not just a privilege. 
Many schools now are relax­ 
ing rules. Davis estimates that 
a third of U.S. high schools 
allow smoking outside build­ 
ings. 
Fairfax schools have gone 
that route for almost a year. So 
far, the plan has run smoothly, 
according to officials. Five 
schools report their rest rooms 
are smokeless. 
At the high school in Swamps- 
cott, Mass., students are al­ 
lowed to smoke during free 
periods if they move off school 
grounds. Geoffrey Aronson, a 
senior, says the new rule saves 
the lavatories. In the past, he 
says, smokers congregated in 
rest rooms, sat on basins, and 
often broke mirrors. Damage 
has decreased since smokers 
have gone outside. 
The right to smoke outdoors 
doesn’t guarantee an end to 
rest-room problems, however, 
Brookline High has allowed 
smoking for some time. But 
that hasn’t ended the smoke 
filled lavatories — especially 
when temperatures outdoors 
bounce around zero.

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Paris, Developers Unite 
For Massive Rebuilding

PARIS — Seen from the Tro- 
cadero terrace facing the Eiffel 
Tower, the gray silhouette of 
Tour Montparnasse mars one of 
the best views of Paris This is 
why the city's first real skys­ 
craper has created a celebrated 
uproar among Parisians and 
urbanists around the world 
It is doubtful now that anoth­ 
er developer will soon risk a 
similar scandal Nevertheless, 
as Paris expands and rebuilds 
to meet the needs of its bur­ 
geoning modern population, 
public authorities find the help 
of private developers urgently 
needed 
Here 
and 
elsewhere 
in 
France they are showing the 
world how such help can har­ 
monize with public planning in 
ways that both reward develop­ 
ers and build an exciting, satis­ 
fying environment for people. 
As L 
Guillet. architect of 
Paris s largest reconstruction 
project 
Operation 
Place 
d'ltalie. explains. ‘‘It is not at 
all necessary to build that high 
'as Tour Montparnasse).” 
His project shows one can 
make money keeping within 
some height limits and without 
attracting undue attention. 
These 
vast rebuilding 
projects throughout Paris are 
politically sensitive. a$ they in­ 
volve enormous investments 
and profits. But the city itself 
simply cannot affort to do what 
is necessary on its own. accord­ 
ing to the Paris Planning Of­ 
fice So it arranges to call on 
large private developers “ We 
have waited too long. Now 
many of the obsolete areas of 
the city simply must be re­ 
newed all at once.” the plan­ 
ners sa> Thus Pans is chang­ 
ing faster than an> other 
capital in Europe and Paris 
builds out as well as up 
For everything built inside 
Pans several times as much is 
being built elsewhere Indeed 
outside of many cities all over 
France large new satellite com­ 
munities are appearing. Some 
are planned as independent, 
self-sufficient cities, attracting 
all kinds of industry, including 
some from Paris 
Those businesses that cannot 
leave the Paris region will be 
encouraged to move into one of 
the five new towns, or “ areas 
designated for intensive urban 
development ' 
By the end of 
the centur> each should house 
several hundred thousand peo­ 
ple and be part of a complete 
new transportation network 
that will interconnect the whole 
area 
These five areas of “ concen­ 
trated urban development” or­ 
ganize growth that is bound to 
occur anyway into a cohesive, 
planned pattern that preserves 
the handsomest recreational 
areas along the Seine Valley 
By creating centers of growth 
with public support and with 
public transportation, the eco­ 
nomic prospects of the whole 
area are enhanced the quality 
of life of everyone is vastly 
improved and the natural envi­ 
ronment is protected 
At this stage, two of the five 
planned new towns are growing 
rapidly — Cergy Pontoise and 
Evry While the prefecture, the 
regional administrative center, 
was the only building of the 
new town of Evry in the spring 
of 1971 
by now thousands of 
apartment units are under con­ 
struction Some already are in­ 
habited 
Evry is on flat land. There­ 
fore it is easy to build. It can be 
reached quickly on an existing 
expressway from Paris, just 
beyond the airport of Orly 
Farmland in this area con­ 


sists of large holdings, easy to 
acquire. By declaring land 
“ designated for development” 
by a public authority, the gov­ 
ernment automatically removes 
it from speculation. The land 
continues to be used for agricul­ 
ture until it is actually needed 
This avoids that dreadful inter­ 
im stage seen around American 
cities where speculators buy 
acreage in the path of future 
growth and it promptly be­ 
comes an unsightly wasteland. 
The typical process in France 
is for the public authority to 
make a general land-use plan 
Then development priorities 
are assigned. Sector by sector, 
private conglomerates and 
teams are asked to submit 
plans for certain areas in a 
staged-competition form. The 
different parcels thus made 
available to private developers 
— who must provide their own 
financing, construction, archi­ 
tecture 
and management — 
are very large. They involve 
several thousand housing units 
at one time plus all roads, 
services, in frastru ctu re, 
schools, public buildings, and so 
forth. 
Last summer I saw the archi­ 
tectural models and drawings 
submitted for the second or 
final stage of a sector of Evry. 
This sector will house some 
25.000 people in some 7,000 
housing units with all services 
and transportation. Indeed, it 
will be a whole community in 
itself. These models filled the 
entire floor of a Paris office 
building. They detailed finan­ 
cial plans as well as all kinds of 
innovative software such as 
new educational facilities They 
were supplied by the four final­ 
ists selected from the first 
stage of the competition 
These proposals showed quite 
a new way of thinking in solv­ 
ing the everyday problems of 
living expressed in some very 
exciting new architectural 
form 
The project that won first 
prize totally departs from the 
rectangular monotonous high- 
rise apartment buildings that 
offer good financial returns, are 
efficient to build, but have be­ 
come symbols of alienation all 
over the -world The new com­ 
munity looks like nothing so 
much as a group of pyramids of 
various size interspersed with 
greenery 
Each pyramid con­ 
sists of individual apartments 
each with its own private out­ 
door space They are piled up 
in seemingly random fashion, 
complete with trees, parks, 
schools, and shopping. They 
preserve the linear scale, while 
urban densities prevail. 
Vehicular traffic and people 
are strictly separated. This by 
now is a rule observed in pract­ 
ically all new communities de­ 
signed in France 
There were many new imagi­ 
native ideas and solutions pro­ 
posed such as multifunctional 
schools that serve the whole 
community — public buildings 
that are combined with shop­ 
ping and recreation so they do 
not stand idle on weekends and 
after 5 p.m One of the projects 
proposed an internal monorail 
which runs the length of the 
linear high-rise town while each 
apartment has an unobstructed 
view over the countryside. 
What fun it would be for the 
children to be able to move 
freely about town on a train. 
Yet they would have ready 
access to playing fields, sports 
facilities, and a series of recre­ 
ation and education centers 
placed on the ground alongside 
the sloping apartment blocks. 
In France this innovative 
and fresh view of life, creating 
an untraditional and imagina­ 
tive environment, is juxtaposed 


with preservation, rehabilita­ 
tion, and conservation of hand­ 
some well-used historic build­ 
ings. 
Grenoble certainly is a case 
in point. Located at the foot of 
the Alps — indeed the site of 
the 1968 Winter Olympics — 
Grenoble has a bracing cli­ 
mate. a spectacular environ­ 
ment. and a most handsome 
historic city center that has 
been lovingly restored. 
Grenoble is, in the orbit of the 
powerful Mediterranean city 
building traditions, also an area 
of some of the greatest growth 
of France. Companies in fields 
of electronics, circuitry, com­ 
puters, fine machine tools, and 
the like have located there. 
They are drawn, in part, by the 
excellent university and the 
availability of a skilled labor 
force 
Recreation also is a 
growing income source for the 
region. 
On the outskirts of the old 
city, a great deal of new build­ 
ing is going on. To prevent 
haphazard, wasteful growth, 
the city fathers decided that 
development must be rationally 
planned and controlled. One 
reason for having the Winter 
Olympics in Grenoble was that 
the city could get more and 
faster support from Paris for 
its building projects. The Olym­ 
pic village was planned from 
the start to be the first stage of 
a new community. 
I visited Grenoble last sum­ 
mer. Echirolles and New Gren­ 
oble. including the former 
Olympic village, now are func­ 
tioning new communities full of 
children and activity and with 
much more construction under 
way A traditional street mar­ 
ket is set up every day in one 
central area There are shops 
with gay awnings, fountains 
and playgrounds, gardens and 
arcades 
“ We asked the people who 
came here first how they like to 
live here. They are mainly in­ 
dustrial workers and most of 
the buildings here are subsi 
dized.” said Laurent Lefebvre, 
an architect who is working in 
the site development office for 
the new communities and Gren­ 
oble. 
“ The people enjoy living here 
to be sure But they all said 
they wished that they had a 
place where they could all 
meet Often they do not see one 
another, as the stores are too 
dispersed 
What they wanted 
most was a real center for all 
activities. 
“ So when we planned the 
next stage of the development 
we did just that. We concentrat­ 
ed all the shops, all activities, 
even the multipurpose schools 
that serve as community cen­ 
ters. in one area. 
“ These schools furthermore 
are initiating a new educational 
experiment for all of France. 
We are developing a pedestrian 
street where everything and 
everyone will be together right 
underneath the apartment 
buildings ” 
A pedestrian mall on the 
ground floor of the Y-shaped, 
connected high-rise apartment 
blocks concentrates all the peo­ 
ple and activities 
Shops are 
planned for either side of these 
walkways, which open up every 
so often to green recreation 
areas beyond. Vehicular traffic 
and parking are concentrated 
to one side in one area. 
A Department of Animation, 
which has the help of some 
sociologists, has been created 
to help plan these zones of 
intensive, concentrated activi­ 
ty This is an innovation that 
should be carefully watched by 
planners elsewhere, because 
there is nothing more devastat­ 
ing than the boredom and the

unused empty spaces that char­ 
acterize many new communi­ 
ties. 
But the most exciting visual 
innovation is the use of brilliant 
colors — bright red, blue, yel­ 
low, and purple plastic paint 
applied to the high-rise con­ 
crete structures. This has at­ 
tracted people from all over the 
area to the new town. And it 
has created special pride in the 
inhabitants, who enjoy the gaie­ 
ty and distinction. It has turned 
the concrete high-rise buildings, 
produced under strict financial 
limitations of public subsidies, 
into distinctive new living envi­ 
ronments of gaiety and imagi­ 
nation at hardly any extra cost. 
Last summer the buildings 
were only partly inhabited 
More were still under construc­ 
tion But one could already see 
the emergence of quite a differ­ 
ent way of living It's a new 
kind of urbanism that retains 
the excitement and activities of 


a city, yet sacrifices none of the 
amenities of clean air, a beauti­ 
ful view, greenery, and nature 
next door. 


Individual dispersed houses, 
as in the U.S. suburbia, cannot 
be publicly financed in France, 
as this would cost too much. It 
also would waste too much land 
and would create impossible 
transportation problems for the 
inhabitants. 


The most interesting techni­ 
cal innovation of this imagina­ 
tive new development is a built- 
in vacuum system that disposes 
of all refuse and garbage with­ 
out any mess. fuss, or bother. 


Disposal chutes are built into 
the high-rise buildings. These 
connect underground by large 
diameter pipes to vacuum locks 
at critical points

HONOLULU - Do uble-hulled 
sailing v essels that ply the 
po unding surf are no t new to 
Hawaii. The islands’ first dis­ 
co v erers, tho ug ht to be daring 
nav ig ato rs fro m the far-o ff 
Marquesas Islands in the So uth 
Pacific, pro bably arriv ed in 
twin-hulled “ surfing ” cano es 
o v er a tho usand y ears ag o . 
But a new so rt o f do uble­ 
hulled craft g races Hawaiian 
waters to day . It surfs. It races 
And it “ flies a hull.” 
The v ersatile bo at is an 
asy mmertrical. centerbo ardless 
catamaran with a trampo line 
deck and mo lded fiber-g lass 
hulls. These craft are pro v iding 
ho urs o f fun fo r families in 
Hawaii. Being centerbo ardless. 
the bo ats can be put directly 
into the water fro m the beach. 
“ The islands are a paradise 
fo r the bo at because o f o ur fine 
weather, winds, and manag ea­ 
ble surf,” say s enthusiast To m 
Bartlett, o wner o f a 14 -fo o t Ho b- 
ie Cat. “ The speed o f the bo at 
g iv es a sense o f freedo m and 
independence that’s super-ex ­ 
citing .” The lig htweig ht bo ats 
skim the seas at speeds o f 20 to 
25 miles per ho ur. 
The thrilling spo rt lends itself 
well to co mpetitio n. Skippers 
sail in so lo races o r with a crew 


member who so metimes bal­ 
ances precario usly in a canv as 
trapeze o v er the side o f the 
bo at. The o bject o f the spo rt is 
to enco urag e dev elo ping indi­ 
v idual sailing skills witho ut ar- 
tifical aid. 
Ho bie Cat sailo rs fro m the 
United States mainland, Eu­ 
ro pe, So uth Africa, So uth Amer­ 
ica, Puerto Rico , Canada, Aus­ 
tralia. New Guinea, and Japan 
were recently in Ho no lulu. Tak­ 
ing adv antag e o f steady o ff­ 
sho re trade winds and balmy 
tro pical weather, they raced 
fro m the Outrig g er Cano e Club 
o n Waikiki Beach to Keehi La­ 
g o o n. just east o f Ho no lulu In­ 
ternatio nal Airpo rt, and back. 
Catamaran skippers tested 
their abilities in such co mpeti­ 
tio ns as the Do n Ho Reg atta, an 
annual ev ent held in May . The 
famed Hawaiian entertainer 
and his family sail bo th a catrig 
•with o ne sail) and a slo o p rig 
'with a mainsail and a jib). 
In additio n to co m petitiv e 
racing , Rich Naish, a Kailua 
resident, enjo y s sailing with his 
wife and three children. “ Yo u 
can take half a do zen passen­ 
g ers o ut o n the bo at if y o u’re 
no t wo rried abo ut ho w it rides,” 
he said recently .

GI FTS FROM CHI NA 
Rollicking Fun-Loving 
Pandas Drawing Raves

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Ling- 
Ling was rolling in a wooden 
bucket when her breakfast ar­ 
rived. 
In moments she was 
sitting on her haunches, nimbly 
clutching the food pan with her 
forepaws and devouring the 
rice gruel with undisguised 
pleasure. 
“ Look, she eats like a per­ 
son.” squealed a 
12-year-old 
boy. as Ling-Ling polished off 
her morning repast with a car­ 
rot and bamboo leaves. 
*1 can't believe it !” ex­ 
claimed a svelte New York 
fashion model. “ I fabricated a 
trip to Washington just to see 
them, and now I can't tear 
myself away.” 
“ Neat!'' screamed a giggly 
girl in braids. 
There's no other word for it. 
Ever since their arrival in April 
the two giant pandas China 
gave to the American people 
after President Nixon's visit to 
Peking have been the talk of 
Washington's National Zoo. 
With their white coats, black 
eye patches, chubby figures, 
and rollicky sense of fun and 
vivacity. Ling-Ling and Hsing- 
Hsing have become the biggest 
attraction the zoo has ever had. 
drawing record crowds that 
sometimes line up for a quarter 
of a mile and wait an hour or 
more. 


So important are these na­ 
tives of Kansu and Szechuan- 
Provinces that the zoo now has 
a full-blown Panda Division, 
consisting of a director and 
three keepers. 
Separated from their admir­ 
ers by a plate of glass, the pair 
seem oblivious to the laughter 
and whoops of glee that inevita­ 
bly greet their antics. But they 
are thriving in their new Amer­ 
ican home. On a diet of rice, 
fruits, vegetables, bamboo, and 
a ration of meat like that fed to 
the zoos cats. Ling-Ling. now 
over 2 years old. has grown 
from 136 to 180 pounds. Hsing- 
Hsing (pronounced Shing- 
Shing), the male, has almost 
doubled in weight from 74 to 130 
pounds. When fully grown, by 
about late spring, they will 
weigh some 300 pounds and 
stand six feet high. By then 
Hsing-Hsing will have the edge 
in size. 
“ They are the least frustrat­ 
ed animals in the park.” said 
Curley Harper, one of the keep­ 
ers, as we watched Ling-Ling 


nibbling a bamboo stalk. “ Look 
at her —that's a sign of perfect 
contentment.” 
The pandas, classified at 
present in the raccoon family, 
although some zoologists consi­ 
der them bears, have a lot of 
spirit. In their waking hours — 
they are active in the morning 
and late afternoon and sleep 
during the day and at night — 
they are turning somersaults, 
clambering up the pyramid of 
logs in their dens, running 
around, rolling in the wooden 
tubs which they have uncere­ 
moniously emptied of the bam­ 
boo stalks, or batting a ball. 
“ It’s more than a mere exist­ 
ence of eating and sleeping.” 
says a zoo official admiringly. 
Ling-Ling has the more out­ 
going personality and is more 
playful. When she was younger, 
recalled Harper, she would bal­ 
ance herself on the edge of a 
high log and see how far she 
could roll over before falling 
off. 
“ She always fell off and then 
started all over again.” the 
youthful, bearded keeper re­ 
marked with a laugh. 
Hsing-Hsing, for his part, is 
shyer and warier of people; but 
he. too. is amusing to watch, 
and is said to be intelligent. 
Although zoo officials are un­ 
der constant temptation to give 
the pandas “ tender love and 
care on a personal basis.” they 
are making every effort to keep 
contact with them to a mini­ 
mum so that when the animals 
reach maturity, in another 
three or four years, they can be 
bred. If Hsing-Hsing and Ling- 
Ling grow too fond of humans 
— or of each other —they may 
refuse to mate. 
Their living conditions at the 
zoo seek to simulate to some 
extent life in the wilds, where 
pandas are basically solitary 
animals. The two are in sepa­ 
rate dens, which are kept at an

air-conditioned temperature of 
50 degrees. Only in their grassy 
outdoor yards, which are divid­ 
ed by a mesh fence, can they 
see each other and there they 
often cavort together, rolling on 
their backs and somersaulting. 
Even indoors, however, they 
are aware of each other, as 
Ling-Ling demonstrated when 
she stood up against the divid­ 
ing door and tried to peer 
through a peephole. 


The keepers — there are 
three so the pandas do not 
become too attached to one 
man — maintain their distance. 
They enter the dens only at 
feeding and cleaning time, and 
there is always a backup man 
at the door in case anything 
untoward happens. Pandas, 
which have five fingers plus a 
protruding wristbone that 
serves as a thumb, can clutch 
objects as primates do; they 
also have powerful teeth, and 
therefore can be dangerous. 
Ling-Ling one day grabbed the 
boot of a keeper and would not 
let go until Harper entered the 
den and gave her a sturdy 
whack on the rump. 
Because of their rarity and 
value, and to forestall incidents 
by political or other cranks, the 
pandas 
are 
under 24-hour 
guard. 
If the zoo should succeed in 
breeding the popular twosome, 
one can only imagine the “ pan- 
damonium” an offspring would 
occasion. But that is a way off, 
yet, and for the moment the zoo 
is concentrating on expanding 
and remodeling the panda 
house. By late 1973 these royal 
Chinese residents, who cannot 
complain of their quarters even 
now. will have, as one official 
puts it. “ the most lavish accom­ 
modations in all pandadom.” 
Hsing-Hsing seems not in the 
least 
dissatisfied with 
his 
present home. After stripping a 
bamboo stalk clean of its 
leaves, he moseyed over to a 
log. flopped down, and settled 
himself into position for a long, 
contented snooze.

Board Votes To Oppose 
Commercial Flight Use 


By ERIK M. INGRAM 
Marin’s 10-year flirtation with joint use of 
Hamilton Air Force Base ended abruptly yester­ 
day as three county supervisors voted to oppose 
commercial aviation at the facility. (Other board 
of supervisors stories, pages 14, 15.) 


The vote, which came after 
•an hour of discussion, was fol­ 
lowed by a major shakeup of 
the county’s aviation commis­ 
sion — branded earlier by one 
supervisor as a “ lobby for joint 
use.” 


Both actions met with ap­ 
proval from a large audience 
made up primarily of Novato 
residents who snickered and 
scoffed at those speaking in 
support of .joint military-civil­ 
ian use. 
Leading the attack was chair­ 
man Arnold M. Baptiste, for 
whom yesterday’s action culmi­ 
nated a long political struggle 


that started a year ago when he 
was the lone voice of opposi­ 
tion. 


He was joined by new Super­ 
visor Gary T. Giacomini and 
Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr., who in the past has been 
receptive to joint use proposals. 


.Supervisor Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere, after arguing at length 
in support of further study, 
abstained from voting, saying 
the issue amounted to a major 
shift in county policy and had 
not been set for a public hear-

Open Space Bond 
Issue Approved 


Marinwood residents gave 
overwhelming approval yester­ 
day to a $800,000 bond issue to 
acquire 350 acres of undevel­ 
oped land as open space. 


The measure was approved 
by a vote of 1,125 to 172, with 
2,334 registered voters eligible 
to cast ballots in the election. 
Voter turnout was 55 per cent. 


Marinwood Community Serv­ 
ices District directors, who had 
predicted a 75 per cent favora­ 
ble vote, were overjoyed today 
by the 86 per cent favorable 
outcome. A two-thirds majority 
of the vote cast was needed to 
pass the measure. 
“ I t’s m ore favorable than 
anyone expected,” declared 
board member Frank Solomon 
Jr. “We’re extremely pleased.” 
Director Ellis D. Jaquette, 
who headed the board’s bond 
election efforts, said the next 
step is to continue property 
acquisition negotiations with 
landowners. 
He said that acquisition of the 
350 acres eyed by the communi­ 
ty as open space “might take 
as much as two years,” but 
th a t the board would know 
“ who we’ll have to go to the 
m at with in the next twm 
months.” 
Though the district board al­ 
ready has come to term s with 
one landowner, some parcels 
m ay have to be acquired 
through condemnation, he said. 


Twelve parcels have been 
recom m ended for purchase 
through bond monies by the 
open space committee of the 
Marinwood Homeowners Asso­ 
ciation. The community serv­ 
ices district board has endorsed 
purchase of the parcels and has 
appraised the total value of the 
land at about $600,000, Jaquette 
said. 
Nine of the parcels are clus­ 
tered in a 328-acre package at 
the community's northwestern 
corner. Two parcels, totaling 
about 21 acres, are located near 
the community center while an­ 
other is at the end of Limestone 
Grade adjoining Highway 101. 
Land acquired through the 
bond money will become the 
property of the com m unity 
services district with district 
d irectors acting as trustees. 
Public access will allow' recrea­ 
tional uses such as hiking, 
horseback riding and picnick­ 
ing. 
The Marinwood measure fol­ 
lows similar bond issues in 
other communities aimed at 
acquiring open space. 
Last April, Lucas Valley resi­ 
dents approved a $315,000 open 
space bond by a 22 to 1 favora­ 
ble vote. More recently, San 
Rafael citizens passed by 3 to 1 
a $2.25 million open space bond 
issue, and Tiburon residents 
embraced a $1.25 million open 
space bond by about the same 
ratio. 


War's Tempo Increases 
In Spite Of Cease-Fire 


SAIGON (UPI) — The Viet­ 
nam War increased in tempo 
today despite the announced 
cease-fire, and highranking 
U.S. m ilitary sources said 
American ground troops, heli­ 
copter and airplane crews will 
continue their present war mis­ 
sions during the last three days 
of the war. 


“There has been no change in 
missions,” one ranking officer 


UPI correspondent Alan Daw'- 
son reported from Da Nang, 370 
miles north of Saigon, that U.S. 
aircraft were carrying out their 
normal duties from the sprawl­ 
ing airbase there. 
South Vietnamese command 
spokesm en also said th eir 
troops had no change in their 
current battlefield orders for 
the last three days of the war. 
Dawson reported that as of

Nixon Sees Peace 
For Southeast Asia 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Vietnam cease-fire 
ending America’s longest and most unpopular war 
will be followed by similar peace agreements to 
stop the fighting in Laos and Cambodia, Henry A. 
Kissinger predicted today. 
President Nixon’s chief advis-

er also told a one-hour, 40- 
minute news conference that 
the first contingent of nearly 
600 American prisoners of war 
will be flown out of Hanoi —in 
U.S. planes —within 15 days 
after the cease-fire comes Sat­ 
urday at 7 p.m.

The first liberation could 
come even before the 15 day 
period ends Feb. 11, Kissinger 
said. The prisoners will be 
flown out in four roughly equal 
groups every two weeks or 15 
days —probably to Vientiane, 
Laos as the first step on their 
return home. 


Kissinger made these other 
points: 
There are no restrictions on 
U.S. forces in Thailand he said. 
The United States will continue 
to maintain air power at bases 


in Thailand and navy forces off 
the Vietnam coast after the 
cease-fire is signed. At the out­ 
set, those will be geared for 
war duties if necessary but will 
be de-escalated to a peacetime 
footing if the North Vietnamese 
keep their cease-fire pledges. 
Both China and the Soviet 
Union will participate in a gen­ 
eral conference to be convened 
in Vienna within 30 days to 
further guarantee peace in 
Southeast Asia. 
Asked why peace could not 
have been achieved at the out­ 
set of Nixon’s presidency four 
years ago, Kissinger said that 
until last Oct. 8, the North 
Vietnamese had insisted that 
“ political victory be handed to 
them ” and the present Saigon

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Jazz Trombonist 
Edward Ory Dies 


HONOLULU ( U P I ) - Edward 
“ Kid" Ory, the legendary-D ix­ 
ieland tro m b o n ist who gave 
Louis Armstrong his first job 
and composed “ M uskrat Ram ­ 
ble" and “ Savoy Blues," died 
Tuesday. He was 86. 


Ory and his wife lived in 
Sleepy Hollow in the late 1950s. 
They sold their home at 160 
Legend Road in 1959, just prior 
to making a European tour. 
After the tour they settled in 
San Francisco, and in 1961 they 
moved to Los Angeles. 
Ory figured prom inently in 
the news in 1958 when he under­ 
went surgery for removal of a 
non m alig n an t abdom inal tu ­ 
mor. and there was an urgent 
call for blood donations. He was 
given the la st rite s of the 
church but recovered a fte r 
three months of treatm ent. 


Ory brought the trombone to 
prominence in the early days of 
New Orleans jazz with his “ tail­ 
gate" style. He had been hospi­ 
talized for two months with 
pneumonia. 
“ His heart just gave out," 
said his wife. Barbara. 
Ory had a jazz career that 
spanned 
alm ost 70 y e a rs— 
starting in the famed Storyville 
district of New Orleans at the 
age of 10. 
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EDWARD (KID) ORY 
Legendary jazz musician 


He played for Buddy Bolden, 
one of the first of the modern 
jazzmen and the man Ory cred­ 
ited with originating the Dixie­ 
land style. According to Ory, 
Bolden jazzed up religious mu­ 
sic and tunes of the roustabouts 
and put them through his cor­ 
net. 


Ory formed his own band at 
age 15. It played from a pair of 
horse-draw n covered w agons 
with Ory sitting at the tailgate 
to keep from hitting fellow mu­ 
sicians with his trombone slide. 
Many jazz g ia n ts, including 
A rm strong and Joe “ K ing" 
Oliver, got their first jobs with 
his band. 


“ Louis was a little fellow then 
and he w asn’t used to playing 
with an orchestra, just m ar- 
c h m ’ 
b a n d s,’' Ory said of 
“ Satchm o" a few years back. 
“ I loaned him some money to 
get some clothes and then of­ 
fered him the first real job he 
had. At that time, he knew- only 
five num bers." 
A rm strong and jazz la te r 
moved to Chicago, but Ory and 
his hand headed to Los Angeles 
in 1919. He joined the Chicago 
scene six years later at the 
insistence of Arm strong, Oliver 
and Jelly Roll Morton. 
He 
retired 
and 
becam e a 
p o u ltry fa rm e r for se v eral 
years before making a com e­ 
back in 1944. playing jazz clubs 
from coast-to-coast and eventu­ 
ally buying a San Francisco 
nightclub. On The Levee. He 
moved to Los Angeles in 1961 
for his wife's health and to 
Hawaii five vears later. 


Testimony 
Of Network

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s cam paign aides 
say their fear of violence to top 
Republicans during the presi­ 
dential race led them to set up 
an “ intelligence-gathering" net­ 
work to provide protection, but 
their precautions did not in­ 
clude hugging D em ocratic na­ 
tional headquarters. 
Jeh Stuart Magruder, form er 
deputy director of the Commit­ 
tee for the Re-election of the 
President, 
and his assistant, 
H erbert L. Porter, testified at 
the W atergate political espio­ 
nage trial Tuesday of wide­ 
spread Republican fears of vio­ 
lence and even physical attacks 
as the cam paign approached. 
“ By this time, we had indica­ 
tions of potential problems in 
areas we intended to go into, 
particularly our rallies where 
we wanted to send surrogate 
speakers for the President," 
said M agruder. He testified 
there had been “ a num ber of 
d eath th re a ts ," p a rtic u la rly 
against then-campaign director 
John N. Mitchell and his wife, 
Martha. 
M agruder and Porter testi­ 
fied at the trial as the lead-off 
a d m in is tra tio n 
w itn e s s e s . 
Form er White House aide G. 
Gordon Liddy and form er CIA 
agent Jam es W. McCord Jr. are 
being tried on charges of con­ 
spiracy, burglary, bugging and 
w iretapping in connection with 
the June 17 break-in at the 
Democratic national com m ittee 
offices at the W atergate com­ 
plex. Seven m en o rig in ally 
were indicted in the case, but 
five of them have pleaded 
guilty. 
The trial 
was 
to continue 
today, but will recess Thursday 
to observe the national day of 
mourning for the late President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
M agruder confirmed to the 
jury of eight women and four 
men that he had hired Liddy to 
set up a $250,000 network to 
gather information on leftwing 
and rightwing organizations in 
the nation and to learn what 
dem onstrations were planned at 
the Republican national conven­ 
tion.

have money,” said Fleming, of 
(878 W. H arrison St.) C lare­ 
mont, Calif. “ They don't give 
you any food. If I didn’t have 
money I would starve.” 


He said guards bought food 
for him and the 30 or so other 
foreign prisoners at a bazaar 
just outside the mud walls of 
the prison. 


“ We don’t have any beds,” he 
said. “ We sleep on the floor.” 


Flem ing said he shared a cell 
with a friend from boyhood, 
David Weed, 26, from Glendale, 
Calif. 


Flem ing said he and Weed 
cooked their food on a charcoal 
burner in their cell. 
“ I’ve eaten a little opium 
here,” said Fleming. 
Asked if a guard secured that 
for him too, he nodded affirm a­ 
tively but whispered “ I can’t 
talk now.” 
A guard, who understood and 
spoke a little English, stood 
beside Flem ing as he talked in 
the visitors' room at the prison, 
a sm all room heated by a wood 
-burning stove. 
Visitors, even em bassy offi­ 
cials, are never perm itted to 
see the cells. 
“ I'v e 
been 
through 
all 
d ru g s ,” F lem ing said. “ I ’ve 
been a sm ack (heroin) freak. 
I've been an acid (LSD) freak. I 
was 
in the West Hollywood 
Drug Clinic for treatm ent. Do 
you know that place?” 
He said that when his case is 
completed, he wants to visit his 
7-year-old daughter in Mendoci­ 
no, Calif. He said he and his 
wife had been separated for two 
years. 
“ I was halfway through get­ 
ting my pilot’s license,” he 
said. “ I want to finish th at.” 
As for now, Fleming said the 
m ain thing he wanted to do was 
get out of Dehm azang Prison. 
Shortly after the interview 
Flem ing and Weed were freed 
on bail. 


Alexandros Dies 


ATHENS (UPI) - Friends of 
Aristotle Onassis said today the 
shipping m agnate is so upset by 
the death of his only son, Alex­ 
andros, 24, that he feels like

1972. 
Ivins said he would seek a 
clarification as to the state of 
the death penalty in Utah in his 
appeal to the State Supreme 
Court. 


Robot 'Sleeps' 


MOSCOW (UPI) - A two- 
week lunar night enveloped the 
Soviet Lunokhod 2 moon robot 
today for the first time, sending 
it into m echanical hibernation. 
A nuclear heater protected its 
electronic parts against tem ­ 
peratures as low as minus 200 
degrees, the news agency Tass 
said. 


The eight-w heeled vehicle 
rested on the edge of a crater 
on the sea of Serenity, one-half 
mile from where it rolled onto 
the moon Jan. 16 from the Luna 
21 mothership. 
Tass said Lunokhod 2 was 
m aking the first robot study of 
the lunar surface’s magnetic 
field. 


Shifting Base 


BELFAST (UPI) - Security 
officials said today the Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) is shift­ 
ing the base of its operations to 
the border area, along the div­ 
iding line betw een N o rth ern 
Ireland and the Irish republic. 
The reason, the officials said, 
is increasing pressure applied 
in Northern Ireland and the 
Irish republic. 
Along the border, the officials 
said, IRA men can dodge back 
and forth across the frontier to 
evade capture and launch spor­ 
adic attacks.

Lava Nears Town 


VESTM ANNAEYJAR, Ice­ 
land (UPI) — Stream s of glow­ 
ing lava

doned main town on Heymaey 
Island south of Iceland. 
Only a few hundred volunteer 
rescue workers, police and fire­ 
men rem ained behind, hoping 
to save what they could on 
Iceland’s most im portant fish­ 
ing town. 
The volcano Helgafjell erupt­ 
ed early Monday, tearing a two- 
mile-long rift across the 2Vz- 
mile wide island. 
Clutching arm s full of belong­ 
ings, the 5,000 inhabitants were 


ev acu ated sh o rtly a fte r the 
eruption, fleeing as thousands 
of tons of burning lava, stones 
and ashes were hurled into the 
sky.

Park Use Policy Studied 
By San Anselmo Council 


The San Anselmo City Coun­ 
cil moved last night to draw 
policy on use of the city’s Rob- 
son-Harrington Park in an ef­ 
fort to avoid future conflicts 
with the will governing the pop­ 
ular facility. 
The council told parks direc­ 
tor Gary S. Howell to draft a 
list of possible uses of the park 
for review by Robson Trust 
attorney Robert J. Dreher. 
If guidelines provided by 
Dreher are too restrictive, the 
city will seek a court interpre­ 
tation of the will governing uses 
of the park, according to Mayor 
Warren R. Perry. 
The action came in the wake 
of a flap last November when 
city ownership of the park was 
jeopardized after Dreher 
learned the city had approved 
two political fund-raising par­ 
ties at the Robson-Harrington 
Carriage House. The will gov­ 
erning use of the park and 
grounds prohibits political 
events or commercial ventures. 
Dreher later dropped his in­ 
vestigation of the matter, say­ 
ing the political uses were the 
result of an honest misinterpre­ 
tation of the will. But the attor­ 
ney warned the city he would 
go to court to seek reversion of 
the park to the Robson Trust if 
future violations occurred. 
“ We almost lost (ownership) 
of that park,” declared Council­ 
man Woodrow V. Capurro in 
urging development a clear-cut 
policy on rental and appropri­ 
ate uses of the park. “ As coun- 
cilmen, if anything does hap­ 
pen, 
w e ’re 
directly 
responsible,” he added. 
Councilman Martin G. Blind­ 
er urged colleagues to adopt 
“ as liberal a policy as possi­ 
ble,” saying the city should 
demand compliance only with 
those guidelines made specific 
by the will. 
Howell, noting that the will is 
a broad and unclear document, 
said questionable uses of the 
facility include rental by indi­ 
viduals, rather than organiza­ 
tions, and consumption of alco­ 
holic beverages at wedding 
receptions. “ And how do we 
define an organization?” he 
wondered. 
The 2.65-acre park was willed 
to the city in 1968 by the late 
Keman Robson on condition the 
city pay $26,029 in back taxes, 
reserve use of the parcel for a 
“ park and playground only,” 
prohibit commercial ventures 
and not sell the land. The will 
governs use of the parcel until 
1977. 
In a later clarification of the 
document, Dreher told the city 
that use of the park for “ politi­ 
cal or semipolitical” purposes 
is also prohibited. 
The city apparently violated 
the will when it approved a 
fund raiser at the park last 
summer for former supervisori­ 
al candidate William J. Filante 
and again in late October when 
Dorothy Blinder, wife of coun­ 
cilman Blinder, received ap­ 
proval for a similar event for 
former supervisorial candidate 
Barbara Boxer.

SAN FRANCISCO 1U P I1 — A 
federal court judge denied offi­ 
cial recognition Tuesday to a 
convict-organized church whose 
rituals, he said, “ seem to in­ 
volve primarily, if not exclu­ 
sively, the consumption of 
steaks and alcoholic bever­ 
ages.” 
Judge Robert H. Schnacke’s 
ruling concerned the “ Church 
of the New Song” at San Quen­ 
tin Prison. 
He held that the suit filed by 
nine convicts seeking recogni­ 
tion was “ patently frivolous. ” 
The church was chartered by 
Kirby Hensley, who heads the 
Universal Life Church in Mo­ 
desto, which has ordained thou­ 
sands as “ ministers.” 


two of its employees, Lonnie 
Pitts and David Heath, made 
alluring promises but “ have 
provided plaintiff with nothing 
for his $1,250 except catalogues 
and order forms.” 
The suit claimed Smothers 
would not have enlisted if he 
had known the clothing firm 
was not conforming to state 
laws barring “ endless chain op­ 
erations” and requiring disclo­ 
sure of financial information.

.SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Fi­ 
nance Director Verne Orr says 
there is “ real merit“ to cancel­ 
ing sale of construction bonds 
and building new projects with 
funds from the state’s $852 mil­ 
lion budget surplus instead. 
Orr, chief fiscal adviser to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, reported 
the proposal will be added to 
the governor’s growing list of 
alternative ways to dispose of 
the surplus.

Scrubbing the sale of nearly

come tax reduction. He said 
nsing cash instead of bonds to 
finance the construction would 
save taxpayers $447 million in 
interest payments. 
Orr told the Senate Finance 
Committee during a hearing on 
Reagan’s $9.26 billion proposed 
state budget that he had “ deep 
teservations” about the Post 
proposal unless it contained a 
guarantee that the voter — 
approved bonds were effective­ 
ly canceled so they couldn’t be 
sold some time in the future 
and thereby double the amount 
of money authorized for the 
particular project. 
Post suggested the state buy 
the bonds from itself at no 
interest cost and that the bonds 
never appear on the public 
market. He said this would 
cajacel the possibility they could 
behold later. 
dirr told newsmen after the 
hearing the Post plan “ becomes 
a feasible possibility to be con­ 
sidered along with return of the 
income tax and delay of the 
sales tax.”

California 
Fiscally In 
Fine Shape 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Con­ 
troller Houston I. Flournoy re­ 
ports the state treasury was 
bulging with $119,563,108 on 
Dec. 31, enabling California to 
complete the first half of the 
fiscal year without temporary 
loans for the first time since 
1958. 


Flournoy said Tuesday in a 
monthly report on the state 
General Fund that the cash 
status “ contrasts sharply” with 
Dec. 31, 1971 when the treasury 


had $189,147 with a loan debt of 
$363 million. 
Flournoy said cash receipts 
for the first six months of the 
current fiscal year totaled $2,- 
588,178,225, a 29 per cent in­ 
crease over the same period in 
1971. Expenditures totaled $2,- 
701.294,311, a 13 per cent jump 
over 1971. 


Revenue sources during the 
six-month period included the 
sales tax, $982,743,466, up $26,- 
162,079 from 1971; personal in­ 
come tax, $818,152,759, up $410,- 
553,436; and cigarette tax, 
$80,145,047, down $407,752. 
Flournoy attributed the im­ 
proved treasury status to state 
income tax withholding, which 
providing $658.3 million in reve­ 
nue during the first six months 
of the current fiscal year. 


Post Warns Tax Relief Clause 
Could Cost Taxpayers Plenty 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Leg­ 
islative Analyst A. Alan Post 
has warned of an obscure provi­ 
sion of California’s new proper­ 
ty tax relief and school finance 
program that could cost state 
taxpayers billion of dollars. 


The little-publicized section 
requires the state government 
to pay the bill of any new local 
government costs mandated by 
the legislature or executive 
branch and for any increase in 
the level of services already 
mandated. 
Post told the Senate Finance 


Committee Tuesday that the 
legislature must develop some 
sort of guidelines immediately 
covering reimbursement by the 
state of local government costs. 


He forecast that routine bills 
which sail through the legisla­ 
ture without opposition now will 
become “ controversial’’because 
they will have a major impact 
on state finances. 
Post cited as an example the 
host of bills that create new 
superior court judgeships. 
Many pass the legislature easi­ 
ly and become law almost un­ 


noticed. 
But he said the legislature 
will want now to take a second 
look at such measures because 
in creating a new judgeship the 
bill also usually involves relat­ 
ed support costs, such as a 
clerk for the judge, bailiff and 
office space. 


Under the terms of the re­ 
cently enacted property tax re­ 
lief and school finance bill 
(SB90), sponsored by Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti, those 
costs will become state costs, 


he said.. 
* 
He told the committee that 
unless precise cost guidelines 
are adopted for virtually ev^y 
bill with a fiscal affect, “ Yon t e 
going to be paying for things 
you never dreamed of. 
Post added that guidelines 
should be adopted also that 
would assure that local costs 
would not be increased beyond 
what the legislature had intend­ 
ed through implementing regu­ 
lations drawn by state and local 
agency bureaucrats.

crowd of 70 to 100 persons, 
according to the sheriff’s re­ 
port. 


One deputy reported being hit 
by a bottle and two others said 
they, were assaulted by the 
crowd as they wrestled with 
White, but none was hospital­ 
ized. 
James Cook, 25, of Santa 
Rosa, was arrested at the res­ 
taurant at 67 Drake Avenue, 
but Deputy Dist. Atty. Ernest 
C. Zunino said no charge will be 
filed against him until the case 
is investigated further. 
Zunino said others may be 
charged as well. 
The scuffle to arrest White 
was preceded by several anony­ 
mous calls to the sheriff’s sub­ 
station. Deputies first learned 
that a safe was being opened 
with an acetylene torch at 223 
Drake Avenue, but two men 
fled as deputies arrived. 
Inside the dwelling, according 
to deputies, was a safe door, 
acetylene and oxygen tanks and 
stereo equipment. The dam­ 
aged safe was on the patio. 
A subsequent call reported 
men trying to spend $1,000 bills 
at Smittv and Chuck’s coffee 
shop. 
The safe and stereo equip­ 
ment had been taken shortly 
beforehand from the home of 
Leonard Lew at 32 Underhill 
Road in Mill Valley. 
How much money was in the 
safe remained unknown today, 
but Deputy Dist. Atty. Ernest 
C. Zunino said there were at 
least some $1,000 and some $100 
bills. 
The final call reported White 
dropped three $1,000 bills dur­ 
ing the scuffle with deputies. 
The cash was picked up by 
persons in the crowd, deputies 
said.'

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$10,000 Put 
In Heerdt 
Marsh Fund 


Marin County supervisors 
unanimously approved yester­ 
day a $10.000 appropriation to­ 
ward purchase of the Heerdt 
Marsh in Corte Madera, long 
viewed with concern by conser­ 
vationists. (Another board of 
supervisors story, page 1.) 
The $10,000 appropriation will 
be added to $10.000 raised by 
the Marin Conservation League 
as matching funds for a state 
grant conservationists hope to 
get to make up the difference in 
the land’s $110,000 value. 
The 74-acre marsh, located at 
the mouth of Corte Madera 
Creek, has been proposed for 
development six times and six 
times rejected by the Bay Con­ 
servation and Development 
Commission. 
The Marin County Parks and 
Recreation Commission, in sup­ 
porting the purchase, urged 
that the county share come out 
of the general fund reserve and 
not from the $700,000 allocated 
for open Space last year. 
The board disagreed and 
moved the funds out of the open 
space nest egg. 
In related open space action, 
the board decided not to hold a 
tax rate election for the new 
regional park district but rath­ 
er to seek special legislation 
exempting the district from SB 
90. the state’s property tax limi­ 
tation law. 
Meanwhile, in Sacramento 
yesterday, Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley, R-San Rafael, 
said he would seek the special 
legislation next week if an at­ 
torney general’s opinion on the 
Marin issue, due Friday, says a 
bill is necessary. 


Security Unit At 


Civic Center Cut 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday reduced 
the Civic Center’s 15-man se­ 
curity force by two positions 
and said another four will be 
cut in June. 


The action came despite an 
appeal by Sheriff Louis P. 
Mountanos that security w'ould 
be jeopardized by the trims. 


The two positions cut are men 
assigned to the courts floor, 
though it is up to the sheriff 
whether he wants to make in­ 
ternal shifts to cover the re­ 
duced security. 


The two men holding the posi­ 
tions will be phased out through 
attrition, the board said. 


Four other positions recom­ 
mended for deletion by County 
Administrator John F. Barrows 
provide security at the ground 
floor entrance to the sheriff’s 
office and jail. 
Mountanos said it would be 
unwise to cut the men until the 
proposed honor farm is operat­ 
ing in June to relieve jail over­ 
crowding. 
The board also agreed to 
keep the Civic Center Adminis­ 
tration Building open until 11:30 
p.m. on evenings the City-Coun- 
ty Planning Council of Marin 
meets. Otherwise, it will close 
at 11 p.m., except Fridays and 
Saturdays, when it will close at 
6:30 p.m.

Another 'Super Department' 
Proposed For County Govt. 
Is 


A series of far-reaching pro­ 
posals — including creation of 
another ’“super department” — 
was suggested yesterday by 
Marin County supervisors as 
part of their plan to streamline 
government by improving effi­ 
ciency and services. 
The proposals, termed “ budg­ 
et priorities” by the board, 
were greeted with enthusiasm 
by County Administrator John 
F. Barrows, who said it was the 
first time in 10 years with the 
county he had been given direc­ 
tion in preparing the county 
budget. 
The administrator’s office in 
the past has been criticized for 
“ setting policy" when drafting 
a yearly budget which dictates 
expenditure and service levels. 
Among the most sweeping 
proposals was one by Supervi­ 
sor Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. that 
study be given to consolidating 
all. or parts, of the planning, 
public works, and parks and 
recreation departments. 
Work crews from parks and 
recreation might be mingled 
■with crews from public works, 
for example, he said, giving 
greater manpower in the sum­ 
mer to parks and more man­ 
power in the winter to public 
works. 
Another reorganization, pro­ 


posed by chairman Arnold M. 
Baptiste, suggested decentrali­ 
zation of the social services, 
mental health and probation 
departments. 
Under this proposal, the de­ 
partments would coordinate 
their programs through a "task 
force" working within Marin 
communities. 
Supervisor Gary T. Giacomi- 
ni’s main proposal called for 
more assistance to the agricul­ 
tural industry through larger 
staffs for the farm adviser and 
agricultural 
commissioner, 
larger state subventions and 
county help with waste water 
control problems. 
Supervisor Robert A. Rounu- 
guiere said his concerns cen­ 
tered on cutting the county’s 
1,600-man workforce by 2 to 4 
per cent. 
He said he also would be 
looking at services provided by 
departments during June budg­ 
et hearings writh an eye to 
reducing costs. 
The main proposal from Su­ 
pervisor Michael Wornum was 
an election to determine if vot­ 
ers are willing to increase the 
county transit district’s tax rate 
of 5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
He said opposition is being 
raised to construction of more 


roads in Marin and “ if we’re 
not going to build roads we 
have to put a lot more money 
into intracounty transit." 
Wornum also urged continued 
landscaping of the Civic Center, 
saying that “ more people come 
to Marin to see the Civic Center 
than anything else.” 
Other proposals suggested by 
Baptiste include a reduction in 
the sheriff’s staff to reflect a 
decrease in unincorporated pop­ 
ulation caused primarily by the 
Terra Linda annexation to San 
Rafael. 


Bridge Collapse 
Blame Assigned 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
bridge scaffolding collapse 
which took six lives in Pasade­ 
na last Oct. 17 has been blamed 
on a combination of “ inherent 
weaknesses” in the scaffolding, 
or “ falsework,” in the final 
report of a special investigating 
panel of engineers. 


The report, released yester­ 
day by the state Public Works 
Department, says the weak­ 
nesses, taken separately, 
“ would not be expected to 
produce a total failure, but 
when combined in one location, 
proved disastrous." 
Framework holding the Ar­ 
royo Seco Bridge for Interstate 
210 collapsed while concrete 
was being poured. The report 
said the weight of the wet 
concrete was too much for the 
structure and triggered the col­ 
lapse. 


In releasing the report, the 
department said it was also 
taking legal steps to determine 
if the contractor — Polich-Ben- 
edict Constructors — will con­ 
tinue to be considered “ a re­ 
sponsible bidder” for future 
state contracts.

000 contract for 15 jobs. 
The original 13 charges were 
reduced to attempted extortion 
and battery after Rogers’ attor- 
dey negotiated extensively with 
the district attorney’s office.

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Pact Can Bring Lasting 
Asian Peace— Mailliard 


I-J Special Report 
WASHINGTON - The peace 
agreement hammered out in 
Paris can bring lasting peace to 
Southeast Asia, Rep. William S. 
Mailliard, R-Sixth District, said 
today. 
Mailliard, who represents 
Marin and San Francisco, is 
spokesman for the House GOP 
on foreign affairs. 
“ One must be realistic about 
the peace,” Mailliard told the 
Independent-Journal. “ It can 
work provided everyone wants 
to make it work. 
“ There are some built-in in­ 
centives for North Vietnam to 
abide” by the agreement’s 
terms, Mailliard explained. 
“The prospects of international 
assistance and reconstruction 
in which the United States 
might participate would seem 
tp be advantageous to Hanoi.” 
Mailliard didn’t regard the 
peace pact as providing any 
new detente between the U.S. 
and either Moscow or Peking, 
“ but it obviously removes an 
impediment to better rela­ 
tions.” 
Mailliard foresaw no difficul­ 
ties with Congress on approval 
of the pact negotiated by Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon and Dr. 
Henry Kissinger — “ but that 
doesn’t mean the President 
may not run into difficulties 
with the Congress later” on 
programs Nixon may propose 
to follow up on the peace. 
Mailliard said the agreement 


met no criticism when it was 
presented by Kissinger in a 
briefing session with 20 to 25 
Congressional leaders today. 
“ Scoop Jackson (Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash.) ques­ 
tioned the President and Kissin­ 
ger” rather sharply “ but 
seemed satisfied,” Mailliard re­ 
ported. “ Even Bill Fulbright 
(Sen. J. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark.) said only that the peace 
should have come sooner.” 
Neither did Mailliard think 
that the agreement faced any 
difficulties with the Saigon gov­ 
ernment. 
“ It’s rather interesting — the 
agreements provide North Viet­ 
namese troop withdrawal from 
Laos and Cambodia,” but not 
specifically from South Viet­ 
nam. “ The release of U.S. pris­ 
oners of war by the Commu­ 
nists is equated with U.S. troop 
withdrawal rather than the re­ 
lease of North Vietnamese pris­ 
oners of war,” he said. 
Mailliard said this was a vic­ 
tory for Nixon because for 
months the negotiations were 
stalled by an attempt to equate 
release of U.S. POW’s with 
political and civilian prisoners 
held by Saigon.

Thieu Announces Pact, But 
Rules Out Any Collaboration 


SAIGON (UPD - President 
Nguyen Van Thieu announced a 
cease-fire agreement today that 
ends South Vietnam’s 18-year 
war with North Vietnam, but he 
ruled out any collaboration with 
Communists. 
Real peace, he said, depends 
entirely on the Communists. 
“ After 18 years of what the 
Communists call a liberation 
war and destruction throughout. 
South Vietnam,” Theiu said in 
an emotional 40-minute national 
radio address, “ they have been 
forced to stop the war because 
they have no more power to 
fight.” 
He said all parties to the 
conflict would sign an agree­ 
ment Saturday, Saigon time, 
with a cease-fire coming into 
force Sunday throughout the 
country. 
“ My God, that’s good news,” 


a car washer listening to the 
broadast shouted. 


But many other Saigon resi­ 
dents did not hear the broad­ 
cast and did not know about the 
end-of-the-fighting announce­ 
ment. Some others who did 
know appeared to take the news 
casually, saying they would 
wait to see what happens before 
celebrating. 


Along Highway 13, a major 
battle route north of Saigon, 
newsmen stopped army patrols 
to ask if they had heard about 
the cease-fire. None had—and 
continued their patrols. 
Thieu’s voice sounded 
strained at times during his 
speech.He raced through sever­ 
al phrases and listeners could 
hear him gulping for air. 


“ There will never be an aboli­ 
tion of the government of 


(South) Vietnam in favor of the 
Communists or a pro-Commu- 
nist neutrality,” Thieu said, 
warning against Communist 
“ tricks” and “ ploys” in the 
coming days. 
“ They (Communists) will take 
advantage of every chance they 
have,” he said. “ They probably 
will try to do something before 
the international supervisory 
teams get here.” 
He said Saigon would have 
difficulties until the moment 
the Communists show they will 


respect the provisions of -the 
agreement. He said that peace 
was not guaranteed just be­ 
cause of signatures on a treaty. 


Thieu always has demanded 
that any peace agreement rec­ 
ognize the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) at the 17th parallel as 
the dividing line between North 
and South Vietnam. He also has 
demanded the withdrawal of 
North Vietnamese troops from 
South Vietnam and refused to 
accept a coalition government 
with the Communists. 


But Thieu said the National 
Liberation Front (NLF) can 
take part in South Vietnam 
elections and he also agreed to 
negotiate with NLF leaders on 
domestic political matters.

In answer to newsmen’s ques­ 
tions, Tho outlined details of the 
agreement and said American 
personnel would go to North 
Vietnam to supervise the de- 
mining of rivers and estuaries. 
President Nixon had ordered 
the mining last year to cut off 
war supplies for the North Viet­ 
namese military. 
Tho skirted questions on the 
relations of Hanoi with South 
Vietnam. He said after peace 
was concluded, the PRG would 
set up its government “ in a 
definite location in South Viet­ 
nam and you will know about 
that." 
Tho told newsmen: 
“ The resistance of the last 13 
years was the most difficult.. . 
in the centuries-old battle of our 
people against foreign inva­ 
sion." 
Tho, holding a rare news 
conference, told hundreds of 
journalists: “ It was the most 
murderous war in the history of 
movements of national libera­ 
tion by oppressed people in the 
entire world. 
“ This war profoundly dis­ 
turbed the human conscious­ 
ness." 
Tho said the negotiations be­ 
tween North Vietnam and the 
United States lasted nearly five 
years and “ knew many particu­ 
larly difficult and tense mo­ 
ments."

Thieu. who put North 
Vietnamese strength at about 
300,000 in the South, argued that 
the presence of these forces 
violated his nation’s sovereign­ 
ty- 
Kissinger said the agreement 
prohibits military movement 
across the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) dividing North and South 


Vietnam, as well as infiltration 
through Cambodia and Laos 
and introduction of any new 
military troops into South Viet­ 
nam. 
Under those terms, he said, 
North Vietnamese troops were 
bound to be reduced gradually 
by attrition. 
The 23-article agreement ap­ 
parently lumps North Vietnam­ 
ese troops together with Viet 
Cong forces, which are required 
to stop fighting but permitted to 
hold their positions in South 
Vietnam. North Vietnam never 
has acknowledged the presence 
of any of its troops in the south, 
but the issue was a major 
obstacle to a peace settlement.

To Follow 


On Flaming 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Des­ 
serts can be flamed without 
difficulty if you observe a few 
simple rules: 
Use either a beverage with 
alcoholic strength of 20 per cent 
or more or sugar cubes soaked 
with flavoring extract just be­ 
fore you light them 
Lemon, 
orange, rum or brandy extracts 
are good choices. 
Liquor or liqueurs need not 
be warmed if the dessert itself 
is warm or hot. Pour the bever­ 
age over it and touch a lighted 
kitchen or fireplace match to 
the surface of the dessert im­ 
mediately. Use a long-handled 
spoon to pour the flaming liquid 
repreatedly from the serving 
plate over the dessert until the 
flames die. 
If you do warm the beverage 
for flaming, do it in a longhan- 
dled container; a butter melter 
or a tiny Turkish coffee maker 
are useful over a candle or 
other low flame only until a 
lighted match held just above 
the surface lights the rising 
fumes. 
For safety’s sake, never try 
to carry a container of flaming 
beverage across a room and 
never pour directly from a bot­ 
tle onto the food to be flamed.

forces and parental attitudes, 
which have influenced him. 


Armed with such awareness, 
the individual is prepared to 
entertain options and make de­ 
cisions, she said. 
SHE INTRODUCED theories 
of Dr. Eric Berne on structural 
analysis, dealing with the hu­ 
man personality, and transac­ 
tional analysis, concerned with 
the 
interaction 
of 
hum an 
beings. 
Each individual’s personality 
is made up of parental, adult 
and childlike states, according 
to Berne’s theory. The parental 
state involves au th o ritatrian 
concepts; the adult state is 
devoted to evaluating factual 
material, and the child state 
encom passes the em otional 
spectrum from rage through 
delight, she explained. 
The 60 women attending the 
morning session at the Mill 
Valley Library were asked to 
divide into small groups and 
consider their parents’ opinions 
of the roles of men and women. 
From the input of these small 
groups, the stereotype role of 
women was established as sub­ 
se rv ie n t, q u ie t, irr a tio n a l, 
weak, with the highest goal 
m arriage and 
m otherhood. 
Men, in the customary view, 
were seen as strong, leaders, 
intelligent, aggressive and the 
bread winners. 
“ Women are adm ired for 
what they are, and men for 
what they accom plish,” the 
speaker summed up. “ However 
all the data shows that there is 
no difference in intellectual 


abilities between the sexes, al­ 
though there are great differ­ 
ences among the individuals in 
each sex.” 
THE DIFFERENCES come 
from powerful conditioning of 
young boys and girls and the 
social expectations of our cul­ 
ture, Mrs. Harding said. 
As long as women are trained 
to believe th a t they cannot 
think straight they will develop 
only the authoritarian and emo­ 
tional sides of their personali­ 
ties, to the exclusion of intellec­ 
tual growth, she said. As long 
as men are trained to deny 
their feelings, they will develop 
only the authoritarian and intel­ 
lectual sides of their personali­ 
ties to the exclusion of emotion­ 
al growth. 
“Given two crippled people, 
each only able to express part 
of the human potential, how can 
we expect a healthy relation­ 
ship?” Mrs. Harding asked. 
“One sex is not going to be 
liberated without liberating the 
other. Mrs. Harding cautioned: 
“ When women ask for freedom 
and an equal opportunity, they 
must also be prepared to accept 
a high degree of responsibili­ 
ty.” 
The speaker, a resident of 
Mill Valley for 22 years, is now 
leaching at the Oasis Center in 
L afayette. 
Yesterday’s program was the 
first in a two-part series spon­ 
sored by the Mill Valley Branch 
of the AAUW. Mrs. Harding 
will conduct a workshop on 
“The Downscripting of Wom­ 
en” Feb. 3 at the Fondue Pot 
restuarant in Corte Madera.

Survival courses may be the 
newest concept of education. It 
may even be what education is 
all about. 
And you don’t need to be a 
rugged he-man type to test your 
fitness. As part of a new course 
in survival at Boston Universi­ 
ty, a 5-foot, red-haired, freckle­ 
faced senior, Susan Reiter, 21, 
has just survived the challenge 
of 330 miles of Hudson River 
and its rapids — kayaking, 
canoeing, portaging — for 21 
days with four male graduate 
students on a reconnaissance 
trip. 
At the university a brochure 
advises students ... “if you 
feel under the wheel from the 
pressures of work or you are 
suffering the ennui created by 
avoiding work; you should en­ 
roll in one of the SURGE (sur­ 
vival, urgency, recreation, 
growth, enthusiasm) outdoor 
action courses.” 


SUSAN NOT only survived 
the trip. She might even be 
willing to SURGE again in an­ 
other of the daring adventures 
devised by Michael Jeneid, a 
British education professor and 
naturalist with a background of 
association with Outward 
Bound schools which improve 
self-image through controlled 
stress outdoors. 
Students learn that “the out­ 
come of a training expereince 
can be ... drawn upon because 
it is transferable ... in the 
future one can make use of the 
stronger character patterns de­ 
veloped under training condi­ 
tions ... To survive one must 
recognize one’s own fear mech­ 
anisms.” 
Rock climbing, cross-country 
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skiing, kayak expeditioning are 
courses that might even pre­ 
pare one to face the rigors of 
classroom work. Courses of 
four weeks duration carry cred­ 
its from the school of education. 
Thousands of bites, cuts, 
scratches, bruises and two 
swollen ankles later — caused 
by insects, rocks and the pebbly 
river beds — Susan was enthu­ 
siastically endorsing her expe­ 
rience by observing: 


“I NOT only learned about 
myself as an individual in a 
strenuous experience, but I 
learned to interact with a group 
I had not known before ... I 
also gained seven pounds.” 
The men — John Snodgrass, 
Bob Nolte, Stan Harbarson and 
David Holdt — graduate stu­ 
dents at Boston University — 
expect to apply their experi­ 
ences to their own teaching 
work in other schools. 
Even if the trip doesn’t bring 
out the latent courage in a 
participator, it is a sure cure 
for finicky eaters, Susan said. 
The group became so ravenous 
from its strenuous days, it 
would even drink the vegetable 
water at the end of the evening 
meal. 
“ I ate as much as the men 
did, sometimes six slices of 
bread,” said the tiny river far- 
er. “ You get so you will eat 
anything and you’ll mix it all 
together in your bowl.” 


Meals were the usual camp 
fare — instant oatmeal with 
raisins and sugar added for 
extra energy, tuna fish or 
cheese at lunch, freeze-dried 
casseroles at dinner. No smok­ 
ing, alcohol or drugs were per­ 
mitted. 
The group had left from the 
source of the Hudson, Lake 
Tear-of-the-Clouds in the Adi- 
rondacks after climbing Mt. 
Marcy to the spot where all the 
mountain streams converge. 


AFTER THREE days of por­ 
tage around dams, waterfalls, 
power companies and two addi­ 
tional days in a six-man tube 
raft in which they sat straddle­ 
legged with one leg out of the 
raft, they transferred to canoe 
and kayak that would be used 
until they paddled into the Bat­ 
tery in New York City 18 days 
later. 
They wore damp pants or 
shorts, and hiking boots or wet, 
soggy sneakers by day, but at 
night they wore dry clothing to 
bed. And they went to sleep at 
dark in polyethelene lean — to 
contrivances strung between 
trees, after they had collected 
firewood, done the cooking, and 
had written the day’s log which 
each had to keep. 
A new capacity of well-being 
was felt. “ One man thought he 
would become ill if he got wet 
without rain protection,” Susan 
commented, but he soon en­ 


joyed skimming over the water 
in driving rainfalls without any 
ill effects. 
At a treacherous area near 
Warrensburg, they had an acci­ 
dent, Susan had been sitting in 
the middle of the canoe, the 
heavier vehicle that stored 
their gear, when they took on 
water in the rapids, tried to cut 
into an eddy, and found them­ 
selves in another set of rapids. 
Susan suddenly was in the wa­ 
ter with the geodetic map held 
between her teeth. She saw her 
companions floating down 
stream. 


“IN THE rapids you stay 


close, but you are on your own. 
My first reaction was to get to 
shore so I began swimming on 
my belly, grabbing rocks and 
slitting my fingers a bit. The 
other buddies were floating. 
But when I got to shore there 
was no place to go. But we kept 
calling to each other and they 
got through the brush to me.” 


The $400 course may prove to 
be the biggest thrill she will 
ever have, but fishermen and 
others they met in the north 
“ thought we were a bit nutty,” 
she says. 


“You couldn’t find such a 
learning experience in a text­ 


book,” says the sociology ma­ 
jor, who is interested in mental 
health. “ Organization ... re­ 
sponsibility ... conquering 
fears ... there are so many 
facets to such an experience.”

She took part in the success­ 
ful orbiting Nov. 16 of a Nation­ 
al Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration satellite to- study 
high-energy cosmic radiation, 
the fifth Italian -A m erican 
launch from the San Marco 
equatorial range since 1967.

NEW YORK (UPD -T h e only 
surviving Federal Period man­ 
sion in lower Manhattan is at 
No. 7 State Street, overlooking 
the Battery.

MRS. TOWNSEND joined a 
man’s world in 1951, when she 
became the first woman to ob­ 
tain an engineering degree 
from George Washington Uni­ 
versity. She helped develop an­ 
tisubmarine warfare methods 
during eight years at the U.S. 
Naval Research Laboratory in 
Washington, D.C. 
At Greenbelt, Mrs. Townsend 
guides the design, budgeting 
and construction of Small As­ 
tronomy Satellite experiments. 
The next San Marco launch on 
her schedule is in 1975. 
Evenings, 
she helps the 
younger of her four sons with 
homework or ducks into the 
basement of their Washington, 
D.C., home to work on the 
family hobby — a profitable job 
printing business. Or she goes 
over the accounts for her hus­ 
band, Charles, an obstetrician. 
"HE SPENDS his working 
life with women and I spend 
mine with m en,” she said. 
"Turnabout is fair play.” 


Mrs. Townsend says she gets 
an occasional "Margie, come 
home” plea from her husband 
during long business trips. Al­ 
though her job keeps her away 
from Washington for periods up 
to two months, she finds it pays 
dividends in keeping in contact 
with her teen-aged boys. 
"The kids are generally pret­ 
ty proud of me. They respect 
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both their father and me for our 
work, and respect for parents is 
hard to come by these days,” 
she said. 
"My experience in the work­ 
ing world is a major asset in 
talking to my children. I can 
tell them it’s rough out there.” 
Mrs. Townsend sees no con­ 


flict between her job and her 
role as a woman but there are 
few feminine frills in her life. 
She says she had her last wom­ 
an-to-woman gabfest during her 
sorority days in college and "I 
go shopping about once a year 
— that’s one of the things I 
don’t have time for.”

Bolinas-Stinson Tax 
Increase Vote Asked 


Trustees of the Bolinas-Stin­ 
son School District agreed last 
night to ask voters for a 50-cent 
increase in the district’s tax 
rate. 


Supt. Lester M. Horning said 
the tax hike, which would bring 
the total district levy to $2.55, 
will be placed on the ballot 
April 17. 


Horning 
said

thought the hike was needed to 
make up for revenue lost by 
creation of the Point Reyes 
National Seashore and Golden 
Gate National Recreation Area 
He said local income is down 
more than $10,000 from last 
year and will fall even lower 
when land losses from the rec 
reation area are calculated. 
To make matters worse, the 
superintendent said, the new 
state tax shift law will compute 
future income for the sma 
West Marin district on the basis 
of current, reduced revenues. 
So, he said, the district can 
not expect much more than the 
current $264,000 annual revenue 
in future years. 
Horning went on to say that 
the district will have to spend 
about $20,000 more than it takes 
in this year in order to main 
tain existing programs. “If we 
can t expect more than our 
current revenues next year or 
the year after that, we wil 
have real problems,” he ex­ 
plained. 
In other business, the boarc 
accepted the resignation of 


trustee John G. Barrow, effec­ 
tive at the end of the school 
year. Barrow, a cabinet maker 
who was elected to the board in 
1971, is moving to Kentucky this 
summer. 


His resignation means that 
four of the five board seats will 
be up for election April 17. The 
terms of trustees Jessie Rea- 
soner, Michael Aitken and John 
Harris will also expire this 
year.

San Pedro Teacher Flap Settled 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation, faced with a staffing 
shortage at San Pedro School, 
last night gained the reluctant 
acceptance of parents to a com­ 
promise plan. 


About 50 parents appeared 
last night to protest transfer of 
one teacher from the school — • 
leaving the remaining full time 
kindergarten teacher in charge 
of 36 pupils — and “reluctantly 
accepted” a plan to bolster the 
staff with part-time aid, accord­ 
ing to Supt. John F. Plank. 
Plank said one of the school’s 


two-teacher kindergarten staff 
was transferred to another 
school last Christmas due to a 
resignation, a move that an­ 
gered parents because two 
teachers had been budgeted for 
duty at San Pedro School. 


In a com prom ise solution 
hammered out last night, the 
board decided to give the re­ 
maining San Pedro teacher six 
hours of part-time aid daily, 
including two hours of a regular 
teacher’s time and four hours 
of a teaching aide’s time. 
The plan will mean a $1,200 


saving for the district over pre­ 
vious cost of staffing San Ped­ 
ro, Plank said. 


The flap has its roots in a 
decision last year, in which 
sa gg in g finances forced the 
board to relieve three teachers 
through attrition, according to 
Plank. 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation also: 


DRAINAGE — Decided to bring 
a drainage problem on Lindaro 
Street near Davidson School to 
the attention of the city council 
during budget hearings.

Soldiers Shooting 
Baskets, Not Guns 


Hal Fischer was back at Terra Linda High 
School and with him were some of the best 
basketball players currently putting in some time 
in the Army. 
Fischer, former Corte Madera resident now 
living in Santa Rosa, is head coach for the Army 
basketball team. Mon­ 
day he brought some of 
his players to put on a 
youth basketball clinic 
for freshmen boys at 
Terra Linda High and 
for students from junior 
high schools in San Ra­ 
fael. 
Fischer and his 
Arm y cagers w ill be 
back on the Terra Linda 
court Feb. 8 in the third 
annual East-West Col­ 
lege All-Star game. 
That game will play a 
big part in Fischer’s se­ 
lection 
of 
a 
12-man 
team to take into the 
Worldwide 
U.S. 
Inter­ 
service tournament, this 
year held at Presidio of San Francisco, March 6- 
7-8. That tourney will pit the best players from 
the U.S. armed services. There will be between 30 
and 32 on the Army roster when the soldiers play 
in Terra Linda. That will be after the team is 
whittled down from 300 or so candidates. 


“WE HAVE A LOT of talent,” said Fischer 
glancing out on the court where his players were 
practicing some shots before the start of the 
clinic. “This is going to be the strongest team 
w e’ve had in the last three years.” 
The players hail from all parts of the country, 
arriving these past few days from stations such 
as Fort Lee, Va., Fort Bragg, Ky., Fort Leaven­ 
worth, Kan., and Fort Rucker, Ala. 
“We have just got in a new group of boys from 
Korea,” said Fischer, who has coached U.S. 
teams in both Olympic and Pan American games. 
“ Ill be flying back to Fort Riley, Kan., to look at 
another 80 candidates there. I’ll probably pick up 
another 8 or 10 players from that group.” 
Hal has seven returning players from the East 
and West squads which played last year’s game 
at Terra Linda High. “I’m fortunate to have that 
m any,” he said. In the Army there is quite a 
turnover, as you can imagine. Two years is 
enough for many. 


AMONG THE RETURNEES is First Lt. Jam es 
Oxley who was on the 1970 All-National Invita­ 
tional Tournament (NIT) team when he was 
playing for West Point. An All-Army player the 
past three years, Oxley had to miss last year's 
game in Terra Linda because his wife was giving 
birth to a daughter that same day. 
Another of the stars for Army is Gary Beck, a 
6-foot-lk inch guard who was trying out for the 
professional Dallas Chaparrals before getting 
drafted into the Army. He had earned all-district 
small college honors while playing for Greenville 
College in Illinois. 
“ If he could stick with Dallas for as long as he 
did he should be able to make our club,” said 
Fischer. “He doesn’t look big but he’s a heck of a 
player.” 


FOR SIZE THERE was John Ennis who had 
done his college playing at Guilford in North 
Carolina before being drafted in the Army. H e’s 
6-6V2 and 240 pounds. “The Army had a heck of a 
time finding some size 16 shoes to fit him ,” said 
Fischer. 
The players work out two and sometimes three 
tim£s a day leading up to the Interservice 
tournament. But Fischer could never push the 
players too much, for they would much rather 
practice basketball than carry a rifle or scrub 
pots at some distant post. As you would expect, 
there are no discipline problems with the Army 
cagers. 
For the game next month at Terra Linda High, 
Fischer will divide the team in half, those from 
eastern colleges opposing players from western 
colleges. If the crowd matches those of the past 
two years, it would be a sellout or near to it.

Books— An Aid For 
Boating Knowledge 


To acquire good boat handling techniques, 
experience is unquestionably the best teacher. 
Every skipper has to get the “ feel” of handling a 
boat himself — and. incidentally, making a few 
mistakes. 
However, I find that a lot of knowledge about 
boating techniques can be gained without ever 
having been afloat. And I firmly believe that 
beginners in the sport who have done a lot of 
reading, and perhaps thinking, about boating and 
sailing learn much more quickly when they do the 
thing for real. 
So this is an admonition to 
get a few boating books this 
winter while the action is slow 
and study some of the basic 
principles of seamanship, pilot­ 
ing. navigation and motor or 
engine maintenance. You’ll be 
better for it when the boating 
season gets back into full swing 
next summer 
I find. too. that people who 
know the most about boating 
generally know the most about 
safe boating specifically. Here 
are typical questions that could 
be answered quickly by anyone 
who had read even a rudimen­ 
tary text: 
Q. I have an outboard boat 
that is speedy and agile. Re­ 
cently I drove a large power­ 
ful inboard boat. Response to 
the helm was sluggish. Is this 
normal? 
A. Everything is relative and 
by comparison with a speedy 
outboard any big inboard is 
“ slu g g ish .” In an outboard 
when the motor is turned the 
whole thrust of the outboard is 
used to cause the boat to turn, 
but in an inboard there is never 
more than half the “discharge 
current” from the propeller or 
propellers acting upon the rud­ 
der. 
Q. I have just read that 
«ailing craft do not necessari­ 
ly 
have the right of way 
anymore. . . is this so? 
A. The law change is seven 
years old. but I guess some 
people still have not heard 
about it. The rule says that 


large ships have the right of 
way over small pleasure craft 
in harbors and narrow channels 
where maneuvering is difficult. 
Q. It seems poor design, but 
the stem of my boat is so low 
that water comes in every 
time I stop the outboard mo­ 
tor. ..? 
V At one time the outboard 
motor manufacturers got 
to­ 
gether and agreed on a uniform 
15-inch height for the transom 
— that’s the flat area at the 
stern. This was to make all 
motors standard. However, now 
vou can get long shaft motors 
— 20 inches. This will let you 
build up your transom and put 
in a self bailing motor well 
ahead of it. This will catch any 
water that comes aboard. 
Q. What’s a trim tab? 
A. It’s a gadget installed on 
the stem of the boat flush with 
the bottom, as a kind of exten­ 
sion of the bottom. Tabs, usual­ 
ly installed in pairs, can be 
adjusted so that they react on 
the water rushing under the 
boat to keep the bow down if it 
rides too high. 
Q If a boat livery rents you 
a boat, must it also supply 
lifejackets? 
A. In some states, yes. Flori­ 
da for example. But it is not 
required in some others. Read 
your state boating law Howev­ 
er. even if the boat livery op­ 
erator isn’t required to supply 
life saving equipment, it doesn’t 
absolve the person who accepts 
the boat from having it aboard.

Advised that he struck out 92 
times last season, Speier said: 
“ I definitely have to do some­ 
thing about that this year. ” 
Despite his impatience to get 
on the practice field. Speier 
didn't end the interview on a 
negative strikeout note. 


“ This spring I'm going to 
pace myself better so I’ll be at 
a peak for the opening of the 
season.” he said. “ Last spring I 
think I peaked too soon.”

Building 
Booming 


Building permits for con­ 
struction valued at $7,703,801 
were issued during December 
in Marin County, an increase of 
almost 76 per cent over the 
$4,380,847 in December of 1971, 
according to figures compiled 
by the Marin County Chamber 
of Commerce and Visitors Bu­ 
reau. 
Total value of building per­ 
mits issued during all of 1972 
came to $99,176,581, which was 
a 4.3 per cent increase over the 
$95,043,989 in 1971. Of the total 
construction, $24,958,000 worth 
of permits were issued in the 
unincorporated areas of the 
county. The remaining $74,218,- 
600 were issued in incorporated 
cities as follows: 
Belvedere $875,700; Corte Ma­ 
dera $1,890,900; Fairfax $1,188,- 
200; Larkspur $5,260,100; Mill 
Valley $1,205,600; Novato $20,-

A. First of all you are confus­ 
ing two separate fees, the odd- 
k)t charge and the broker’s 
commission. The former, the 
12ft-cent fee which you read 
about, is collected by the odd- 
lot dealer for his services in 
bunching small orders into 
round lots. This ft-pound differ­ 
ential is included in the execu­ 
tion price. Thus, if the last 
round-lot transaction was at 50, 
the following odd-lot transac­ 
tion would be at 49% for a sale 
or 50ft for a purchase. 
The broker’s commission 
charge is another matter en­ 
tirely. As of March 24, 1972, a 
new minimum commission rate 
schedule went into effect for the 
New York and American Ex­ 
changes. The minimum charge 
allowed for your round-lot sale 
would be $65.00. In addition 
there is a non-resident New 
York State Transfer Tax of 
$3.25 and an S.E.C. fee of 10 
cents. The additional 75 cents 
which you paid might have 
been a handling or postage fee 
or a local tax. On the odd-lot 
sale, the total money amount 
involved was less than $2,500 
but more than $800, making the 
commission rate 1.3 per cent 
plus $10.00 or $42.42. In addi­ 
tion. the transfer tax was $1.63 
and the S.E.C. fee 5 cents. 
Again the 75 cents extra paid on 
the transaction could be (me of 
the items mentioned above or if 
American Depository Receipts 
were involved some brokers 
charge a minimal amount to 
cover certificate transfer. 
In order to satisfy your curi­ 
osity, I suggest you ask your 
broker what the additional 
charge was for.

Benefit To Low-lncome Person 


The standard deduction looks better this 
year than it has ever looked before. 
Also, you can use Form 1040A, let Unde 
Sam figure your tax and not have to pay 
someone to do it for you. 
Hie standard deduction is 15 per cent of 
your adjusted gross income with a maximum 
allowable deduction of $2,000. 
Also, the low income allowance is now 
$1,300. 
The only way to claim the low income 
allowance is to use the tax 
-------- 
tables and 
not itemize your 
deductions. It is only allowable 
in connection with the standard 
deduction. 
The low income allowance is 
only for individuals who have 
less than $10,000 of adjusted 
gross income and who do not 
itemize their deductions. 
The low income allowance is 
included in the computations in 
the optional tax tables. 
The optional tax tables give 
you the higher of the percent­ 
age standard deduction or the 
low income allowance whiche\- 
er is going to result in the 
lowest tax for you. 
If you adjusted gross income 
is more than $13,334, your i max­ 
imum allowable standard de­ 
duction is $2,000. If it is

than $13,334 your maximum al­ 
lowable standard deduction is 
15 per cent of your adjusted 
gross income. 
If you are the dependent of 
another person, the standard 
deduction applies only to your 
earned income and does not 
apply to your unearned income 
and you cannot use the optional 
tax table. 


If your dependent is the bene­ 
ficiary of a trust set up for him 
or if he owns stocks, bonds or 
receives interest or otherwise 
has unearned income, the un­ 
earned income is not subject to 
the low income allowance and 
you cannot have him file a tax 
return for himself and use the 
optional tax table. 
He may claim the standard 
deduction on his tax return to 
the extent of his earned income 
only, so that if he were workng 
part time he would be able to 
claim the standard deduction of 
' 15 per cent from the amount of 
his earned income. 


If you do not have large 
deductions for state income tax­ 
es, real estate taxes, mortgage 
interest or heavy medicaT ex­ 
penses, chances are that you 
would be a lot better off to use 
the standard deduction. 
^ 
If you do have sizeable deduc­ 
tions, it’s still a good idea to 
compare the deductions you 
have with the standard deduc­ 
tion and see which way you 
come out best. 


If it is very close, the stan­ 
dard deduction is preferable 
because there is no possibility 
of your being audited on ac­ 
count of your deductions, per­ 
haps losing some of them and 
certainly being put to a good 
deal of inconvenience.

Emergency Herring Bill Signed 


By PAUL E. PETERZELL 
SACRAMENTO - An emer­ 
gency bill to save the herring in 
Tomales Bay from destructive 
commer'’- ' fishing was signed 
into law late yesterday by the 
governor, but the state Fish 
and Game Department re­ 
versed itself and said it may 
not need the new law. 
The department had warned 
early last week that if more 
than 500 tons of herring were 
taken, the resource could be 
“ severely depleted.” The warn­ 
ing triggered an unusually rap­ 
id passage of the bill in one 
week by Sen. Peter H. Behr, R- 
San Rafael. 
Yesterday, however, the de­ 
partment backed off, saying its 
biologists had “ taken a new 
look” at the situation, and that 
the danger line had been 
“ slightly revised.” 
The department now places 
the limit at 750 tons, an in­ 
crease of 50 per cent over the 
earlier figure. Charles Fuller­ 
ton, deputy director of the de­ 
partment, told the Independent- 
Journal that objections by com­ 
mercial fisherman to a cutoff of 
the herring harvest had nothing 
to do with the department’s 
new stance. 
Despite arrival of three more 
trawlers yesterday in the bay, 
no cutoff may be needed, Ful­ 
lerton said. As of yesterday, he 
added, about 350 tons had been 
taken by the two boats that 
have fished there six days. 
He said the department will 
watch the situation, and impose 
the ban authorized by the Behr 
bill (SB 67) if necessary. 
Fullerton's new danger mar­ 
gin of 750 tons falls halfway 
between the expectations of the 
commercial fishermen. 
Zeke Grader, manager of 
Ocean Traders of Sausalito, 
whose firm is packaging all the 
herring for export to Asia, said 
he expected to harvest 500 to 
1,000 tons in Tomales Bay this 
season. 
Grader claimed that “ back in 
the 50s they took 100,000 tons a 
year out of there, and the stuff 
kept coming back. We don't

Little Jubilation, 
But Great Relief 


It was not like the endings of 
other wars. There was little 
disposition to ring bells or 
dance in the streets when Pres­ 
ident Nixon announced last 
night that agreements had been 
initialed to end the fighting in 
Vietnam, and that the cease­ 
fire will take effect Saturday. 
There was, instead of jubila­ 
tion, a great feeling of relief. 
Even the President showed 
little emotion. He spoke in the 
careful, slow, sober way that 
ch aracterizes his television 
speeches. He, too, seemed re­ 
lieved. A tremendous burden is 
about to be lifted from his 
shoulders — and from the 
shoulders of all of us. 


THE PRESIDENT stressed 
his old theme of “ peace with 
honor.” He specified, carefully, 
that the cease-fire is to be 
internationally supervised, and 
that all American prisoners of 
war are to be released within 
60 days. These were the hard- 
won concessions that he had 
wrung with bombs and terror 
from an intransigent enemy, 
the ingredients upon which he 
had insisted for “ peace with 
honor” 


The President noted with sad­ 
ness that Lyndon Johnson will 
not be with us for the signing of 
the cease-fire. The last rites for 
Mr. Johnson will be held tomor­ 
row. 


IT HAS BEEN a long time 
since President Johnson won 
from the Senate authority to 
use “ whatever means neces­ 
sary” to avenge an attack on 
two destroyers in the Gulf of 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


Tonkin — authority that the 
senators gave him with no ink­ 
ling of what those means would 
prove to be. 
It has been a longer time 
since President John F. Kenne­ 
dy sent American army “ advis­ 
ers” to join the Army of the 
Republic of Vietnam' in the 
field. 
It has been a long, long time 
—two full decades — since 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er sent American airplanes to 
lift the defeated French from 
Dienbienphu, and cast our lot 
with the French-backed govern­ 
ment in Saigon lest “ all of 
Southeast Asia fall to the Com­ 
munists like a row of domi­ 
noes.” 


WE MAY ASK what Presi­ 
dents Eisenhower (with Nixon 
as vice president), Kennedy 
and Johnson accomplished by 
getting us into Vietnam. We 
know what President Nixon ac­ 
complished. He got us out. 
And 
in 
his 
inauguration 
speech last Saturday, Mr. Nix­ 
on showed that he, at least, has 
learned the lesson of Vietnam. 
For he said: 
“ The time has passed when 
America will make every other 
nation’s conflict our own, or 
make every other nation’s fu­ 
ture our responsibility, or pre­ 
sume to tell the people of other 
nations how to manage their 
own affairs.” 
That was a lesson learned in 
blood in Vietnam, in discord at 
home; learned slowly and oh! 
so painfully. 
Let us pray that all of us 
have learned it well. 


If This Is 'Bare Bones/ 
What's Fat Budget Like? 


By BUS WALTON 
Well, here we go again. Governor 
Reagan has presented his annual state 
budget. Another year, another billion. 
I don't suppose it does much good to 
point out that the $9.26 billion budget for 
1973-74 is about $1.6 billion larger than 
last year’s, or twice as large as the $4.6 
billion budget of seven years ago, or 
three times the 1963-64 budget of $2.8 
billion. 
Those things roll off your back like the 
taxes roll off your paycheck. 
State Finance Director Verne Orr says 
it's a “ lean” budget. I'd hate to see his 
idea of a fat one. This is cut, squeeze and 
trim? 


those years was due to population 
growth; it wasn’t. The budget went up 
faster than the population. 


But the population big bang is over and 
state government just keeps on spending. 
From 1970 to ’73, California’s population 
increased only 4 per cent while spending 
went up 16 per cent and next year it will 
be almost 21 per cent higher than last. 


State government is on a spending 
spree. Easy come, easy go. Take educa­ 
tion, for example. What the taxpayers 
said “ no” to at the local level gets a big 
fat “yes” from the Sacramento politi­ 
cals. 


REMEMBER WHEN then-Gov. Pat 
Brown came out with a “ bare bones” 
budget of $4 billion. We yelled and kicked 
and screamed. Now we’re just numb. 
The financial wooly-woofers try to 
salve our wounds by telling us the big 
hike in the budget is due to hefty 
increases in local assistance payments — 
meaning that they only collect the money 
at the state level and ship it back to the 
cities and counties. 
Well, no m atter how you shfit or shuffle 
it, or where you spend it, the whole 
darned $9.3 billion comes out of the 
taxpayers’ pockets. What the state giv- 
eth. the state taketh — beforehand. 
It is true that the local assistance part 
of the budget comes to $5.3 billion for 
1973-74. That is a jump of 28 per cent in 
one year. 
But the fact is that the legislature and 
the governor enacted the bills that man­ 
dated most of that increase. And the fact 
is that it will cost just about $-1 billion 
next year just to grease the wheels of 
Babylon's in-house machinery. That $1 
billion is as much as it cost to run the 
whole state apparatus, local assistance 
and all, in 1966-67. 


THERE WAS SOME excuse for the 
ever-rising budget in the 1950s and ’60s, 
when California was going through its 
post-war population explosion. Not that 
the entire increase in state costs during

NO DOUBT some of the school districts 
do need more money. At any rate, the 
state has decided to give them some —of 
yours. 
The Morctti-Reagan “tax reform ” act 
of 1972 will give the schools an extra $561 
million this coming year. That will bring 
the total state aid (kindergarten through 
high school) to $2.4 billion a year. And 
there will be more “new” money in 
future years; $668 million in 1974-75, and 
$768 million in 1975-76. 
It all works out to more money for 
fewer students. The total enrollment in 
public schools (K-12) is going down. Of 
the state’s 58 counties, 33 report declining 
enrollments. 
But we are going to keep pouring 
money into the pot. There must be a hole 
in the system, somewhere. 


WE’LL BE POURING more money 
into the health and welfare pot. too. The 
tab for public assistance and Medi-Cal 
costs, and other welfare programs, will 
come to about $2.1 billion. That is about 
$300 million more than it was for the 
fiscal year ending June 30. 
All together, the per capita cost of the 
new $9.3 billion budget comes to $440. 
That’s $440 for every man, woman and 
kid in the state — $1760 for a family of 
four.

Drunken Driving 
Arrests Topped 2,000 


Earlier this month the I-J’s front page 
carried a story giving the total of drunk 
driver arrests in Marin during 1971 as 
1,674. As stated, these were arrests by 
the California Highway Patrol. 


Not stated was the fact an additional 
492 drunk drivers were arrested by the 
county’s other law enforcement agencies. 
Thus the year’s total jail bookings for 
this offense was actually 2,166. Another 
108 potential drunk drivers were arrested 
last year for being drunk in or about a 
motor vehicle. 


Mildly hopeful is the 1972 decrease by 
259 from 1971’s all-time high of 2,425 
drunk driver arrests. Not unexpectedly, 
December was the peak month in both 
years — 291 in 1971; 243 in 1972. For no 
apparent reason, April and November of 
1971, with 274 arrests each, were the next 
highest, while March and June were next 
highest last year with 195 and 192 respec­ 
tively.

WASHINGTON - You will recall the 
infamous Tuskegee study, in which sever­ 
al hundred black men were used as 
guinea pigs to determine (by autopsy) 
just what happens to the human body 
when syphilis is allowed to go untreated 
for years and decades. At any rate you 
should recall it, for it is the kind of 
government service to the people that 
should not be forgotten. 


However, not surprisingly, the govern­ 
ment itself is trying to avoid further 
em barrassment over the scandal, which 
was first disclosed last summer — 40 
years after the Alabama experiment was 
begun by the U.S. Public Health Service. 
In doing so, it is defying the spirit and 
apparently the letter of a presidential 
executive order and a law duly passed by 
Congress requiring that the business of 
government advisory committees be open 
to the taxpayers. 


That presidential order was issued 
more than six months ago. The law, 
passed in October during the closing 
weeks of the 92nd Congress, became 
effective Jan. 5. Yet not only did the ad 
hoc committee investigating the Tuske­ 
gee experiment meet in secret late last 
year but it scheduled another secret 
session in New York today. 


WHY THE SECRECY? Because the 
testimony deals with national security, 
and its disclosure would help the Rus­ 
sians with their antimissile defenses or 
something? Not even the federal bu­ 
reaucracy can make such a pretense in 
this case. 
In a 35-line release, purportedly sum­ 
marizing subcommittee sessions held last 
month, the panel offered several excuses 
for shutting the press and public out. One 
of the subcommittees is charged with 
determining “ whether the study was 
justified in 1932 and whether it should 
have been continued when penicillin be­ 
came generally available.” (Penicillin 
never was given the suffering men and, 
as of last July, only 78 of the original 400 
survived. They never were told what they 
were suffering from.) While the answers 
to the subcommittee’s query seem self- 
evident, it wants to buttress its findings 
with further interviews. 
However, interviewing the principals in 
open session would be “particularly diffi­ 
cult,” the panel said. Its first reason: 


“The tendency toward sensationalism by 
the media. 
Anyone without the bureaucrat’s defen­ 
sive habit can see that it is impossible to 
make the Tuskegee study anymore sensa­ 
tional than the bare bones of the case. 
The study might be going on yet, undis­ 
closed to the public, had it not been for 
the terse, unsensational reporting of it in 
the first place —by Jean Heller of the 
Associated Press. 


TO ANY GOVERNMENT official, re­ 
porting of facts he would rather keep 
discreetly concealed is sensationalism. In 
America, however, it is not supposed to 
be left to that official to decide for the 
taxpayers that his fear of sensationalism 
is reason enough to keep the public 
business secret. 
True, the panel added that the potential 
for lawsuits and the “probable inhibiting 
effect” of publicity on witnesses were 
additional reasons. Fear of the press was 
named first, however. 
Today's meeting in New York was 
secret for none of those reasons, accord­ 
ing to the announcement in the Federal 
Register. This time the subterfuge was 
that, all the business was to be strictly 
internal, about whether the rights of 
human subjects in continuing health ex­ 
periments supported by HEW are ade­ 
quately protected. 
The announcement cited a directive of 
the assistant secretary of HEW as 
grounds for secrecy. 
Last year, the 
committee was operating under a notice 
from Elliot Richardson, then HEW secre­ 
tary, which said in effect that the Presi­ 
dent’s executive order opening advisory 
committee meetings should not be taken 
too seriously — that meetings still could 
be closed because of the departm ent’s 
“obligations of confidentiality and admin­ 
istrative necessity.”

dreaming up different reasons for secre­ 
cy is unlimited, as you can see. Most of 
the time, the real reason is the sam e:fear 
of accountability to the public. 
If you, your colleagues or your prede­ 
cessors had

even after medicine that might cure 
them was commonly available, you could 
think up a lot of reasons for secrecy 
about it, too.

field and, therefore, must negotiate seri­ 
ously. 
He removed U.S. ground involvement, 
thereby radically reducing casualties. He 
continued U.S. involvement in the air. 
The first was politically indispensable 
and the second was militarily successful. 
The President thought he could get 
Moscow’s help to end the war — and he 
did. The China and Russia summits had 
purposes beyond Vietnam. They persuad­ 
ed both Peking and Moscow that better 
relations with the United States were far 
more important than supportung North 
Vietnam. 
We will never know what might have 
happened if we had abandoned South 
Vietnam at Hanoi’s dictates. -We will 
shortly see the consequences of staying 
on the Nixon course. 


WHAT PUBLIC OPINION DID - In 
the end American opinion gave steadfast 
support to the Nixon policy of holding on 
for a decent peace. Last year’s election 
showed Hanoi that it couldn’t win the war 
in the United States. North Vietnam had 
only two choices — to continue a stale­ 
mate war or to negotiate seriously. 
Last month it tried one final ploy — by 
breaking off negotiations — to see if Mr. 
Nixon couldn’t be pressured into accept­ 
ing an unenforceable cease-fire to bring 
the war to an end before inauguration. 
Mr. Nixon held firm by resuming the 
bombing. The American public held firm. 
Hanoi didn’t. 


WHAT THE PEACE MOVEMENT DID 
— I think we will come to see that on 
balance it helped. Obviously it increased 
opposition to the President’s course and 
for a time tempted Hanoi to believe that 
America would become so divided that 
President Nixon would have to accept 
any kind of peace. It influenced him to 
withdraw ground forces more steadily 
than he might otherwise have done. This 
withdrawal itself demonstrated to Hanoi 
that Mr. Nixon wanted to get the United 
States out of Vietnam whenever a fair 
settlement could be had. 


WHAT SOUTH VIETNAM DID - The 
South Vietnamese did very well. They 
successfully resisted the onslaught of the 
Tet offensive in 1968. When Americans 
were being told that South Vietnam was 
going to fall apart, it stuck together. For 
a year now the South Vietnamese army 
has borne the brunt of the entire ground 
war. 
Whether South Vietnam can secure this 
peace and build on it, events still to 
unfold will tell.

Grumble Four: The Ross Val­ 
ley Sanitary District board’s 
action in appointing a new 
board member without making 
the vacancy public has raised 
grumbles on all sides. S. Stan­ 
ley Knowles, who owns Knowles 
and Co. in San Rafael, a heat­ 
ing and sheet metal firm, was 
appointed Jan. 2 after Ray I. 
Johnson resigned. 
Johnson had narrowly led a 
field of four candidates in elec­ 
tion to the board last June 
He resigned pleading press of 
business, but his resignation 
wasn’t announced. 
One of the unsuccessful can­ 
didates in the election, Joan 
Seminario, told me she was 
“ very disappointed” that the 
board hadn’t contacted her or 
the other unelected candidate, 
Roger Bockrath. She didn’t feel 
she ought to have been appoint­ 
ed, she said, but she did think 
the board should have opened 
the vacancy for public inter­ 
view. 
Board president Eugene Os- 
taggi told me the board had no 
legal requirement to call for 
applicants, and he didn’t feel 
they should have. 


GRUMBLE FIVE: Associated 
students of College of Marin 
spent a few hundred dollars 
mailing out ballots to more 
than 6,000 students in an effort 
to pep up interest in this semes­ 
ter’s student government elec­ 
tion. When it came to the count 
only 488 students had bothered 
to vote. A little old-fashioned 
campaigning and razzmatazz 
would undoubtedly have been 
cheaper, and might have gener­ 
ated more interest. And the 
money could have been spent 
on cheer leaders’ uniforms — a 
request turned down last se­ 
mester by the all-male board of 
directors of Associated Stu­ 
dents. 


In more than 1,000 California 
school districts, voters (some of 
them) will go to the polls on 
April 17 to elect school board 
members. 
The people they elect can 
control the kind of public 
schools Californians have for 
the next four years. They can 
— but it is doubtful whether 
they will. 


UNLESS THERE IS a depar­ 
ture from the past, in most 
districts a minority of the elec­ 
torate will choose the school 
board members. Turnouts of 
over half the eligible voters for 
school elections aVe the excep­ 
tion rather than the rule. 
Unless there is a departure 
from the past, in most districts 
there will be little definition of 
issues in the campaigns, and 
the campaigning will be princi­ 
pally of the neighborhood “ kaf- 
fee klatsch” variety. Of the 
minority who go to the polls on 
April 17, a much smaller minor­ 
ity will know much about the 
candidates, the issues and prob­ 
lems those elected must face, 
and the stands (if any) on those 
issues and problems taken by 
the aspirants for office. 
The low-kay approach usually 
taken in school trustee elections 
in California arises largely 
from two causes: the non-parti­ 
san nature of the elections, and 
the prevailing notion that, any­ 
how, it is better to leave run­ 
ning the schools to the educa­ 
tors. 


PARTISANSHIP in school 
government — although stan­ 
dard practice in some states — 
has obvious drawbacks. But a 
partisan election has the advan­ 
tage of bringing into action 
established political organiza­ 
tions to back candidates and 
force issues into the campaign. 
In non-partisan school elec­ 
tions, the lack of such organiza­ 
tions tends to keep the cam­ 
paigns insipid, unsubstantial, 
and for many people almost 
invisible. 
As a result, school board 
service has often become, as H. 
Thomas James, former profes­ 
sor of education at Stanford 
University, aptly described it, 
“ one of the last remaining op-

portunities in the political world 
for the ‘gentleman in public 
office.’” And as Professor 
James also noted, ‘“ gentlemen 
in public office’ have a marked 
distaste for controversy and 
public uproar.” Therefore, the 
school board members elected 
in non-controversial campaigns 
generally turn the tough ques­ 
tions over to their superintend­ 
ents, to avoid the unpleasant 
chore of making decisions 
themselves. 
The result is that the elected 
boards are reduced to house­ 
keeping chores, worrying about 
the budget, and trying to find 
support for increased taxes to 
pay the spiraling costs of over­ 
administered school systems. 
As James D. Koerner pointed 
out in “ Who Controls American 
Education?” : 
“ In theory school boards hire 
administrators to carry out the 
basic policies of the board and 
look after the details of running 
schools, but in practice more 
often than not the administra­ 
tors establish the basic policies 
and the boards worry about the 
details.” 


WHETHER THIS continues 
to be true in California depends 
partly on what kind of candi­ 
dates stand for school boards 
this year (the filing period ends 
Feb. 16), how well they are 
scrutinized during the cam­ 
paign, and how many voters 
turn out to cast ballots in April. 
“ Leaving it to the experts” 
has not produced unalloyed sat­ 
isfaction with the public 
schools. A suggestion for both 
candidates and voters may be 
found in Koerner’s book: 
“ Laymen badly need to sensi­ 
tive themselves to the limita­ 
tions of educational expertise .. 
. Whether it is a question of 
educational aims or philosophy, 
of what subjects should be stu­ 
died and for how long, of wheth­ 
er and how schools or teachers 
should be evaluated, of whether 
and how students should be 
divided by ability, of testing 
intelligence and what intellig­ 
ence means, of ‘compensatory’ 
education, or of any other sub­ 
stantive matter that can be 
named, the expert’s knowledge 
is not good enough for the rest 
of us to leave the policy deci­ 
sions to him, not nearly good 
enough.” 
It is often said that local 
school boards lack power. In 
fact, however, they generally 
fail to exercise the power they 
have.

Anxiety, the most common emotional prob­ 
lem, masquerades as nervousness, tension, 
panic, restlessness, or fatigue.

But this does not concern him as much as 
his racing pulse, pounding heart (palpitation), 
tightness in the chest, shortness of breath, 
tension in the scalp, or dizziness.

THE INTERPRETATION of 
these attacks is all important.

It is 
reassuring to know that the 
heart is normal or the individu­ 
al is not going insane. 


TESTS, SUCH as an electro­ 
cardiogram, may be needed to 
substantiate the diagnosis. 
M eanwhile, a sedative or 
tranquilizer may be needed, es­ 
pecially when the individual is 
panicky. When calm ness is 
reestablished, it becomes nec­ 
essary to get down to the nitty- 
gritty. Anxiety of this sort 
usually stems from emotional 
stresses and strains that have 
‘piled up’ for many years .and 
have been aggravated by re­ 
cent events. 
Actually, the individual was 
indeed fearful and ‘scared to 
death’. The symptoms were not 
imaginary, but were somewhat 
similar to stage fright. A few 
follow-up discussions are most 
helpful, and more so, if the 
person has had previous at­ 
tacks of acute anxiety.

How You Can Help In The Energy Crisis In Cupertino Soon 
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EDITOR S NOTE: (It will 
take more than experts to 
cope with the world's growing 
energy shortage. 
Here are 
some simple, practical mea­ 
sures that you can take at 
home. work, or play to bring 
major energy savings.)

When David Rose fitted radi­ 
al tires to his 1958 Aston M ar­ 
tin. he calculated he would save 
a significant amount of gaso­ 
line He did. It came to some­ 
thing better than $30 worth of 
fuel a year as reduced road 
friction cut consumption by 10 
per cent. 
Doctor Rose is a professor at 
the Masschusetts Institute of 
Technology »MIT». His specialty 
is energy conservation. Hence 
his interest in radials, in flu­ 
orescent lighting, and in storm 
windows, among other items, 
and in Mich things as shade 
trees and windbreaks. 
They all save energy to a 
degree that makes economic 
sense. They can also contribute 
substantially, 
when practiced 
on a wide scale, to holding back 
what many see as an approach­ 
ing energy crisis. 
They 
represent 
practical 
measures individuals can take 
to help prevent this crisis from 
developing. The old-fashioned 
fam iliarity of some of these 
things, such as storm windows, 
shouldn't hide their relevance 
as important energv-savers. 
The t’nited States and Europe 
particularly appear vulnerable 
to energy shortages in the dec­ 
ades ahead In fact, outside of 
the Middle East and the Soviet 
Union. few nations have satis­ 
factory energy reserves. Rose 
contends. 
Known oil reserves, accord­ 
ing to 
Lawrence Rocks and 
Richard P. Runyan (‘ The Ener­ 
gy C risis." Crown Publishers', 
will last some 20 years at 1970 
consumption rates; 15 years at 
the present g.owth rate. Natu­ 
ral gas is put at 40 and 30 years 
respectively. Only coal, among 
the fossil fuels, is relatively 
abundant and could last 300 
years. 
The U.S. energy bill, includ­ 
ing transportation of fuels, now 
stands at $100 billion. That's 
one-tenth of the gross national 
product. O verall energy de­ 
mands will double in the next 18 
years while the population 
grows 30 percent, says Rose. 
Pure industrial energy con­ 
sumption is rising at a consid­ 
erably faster rate, according to 
Rocks and Runyon — 7 to 1.1 in 
relation to population growth. 
Half of everything transport­ 
ed in the U.S. today is fuel. 
More petroleum has been con­ 
sumed here since the mid 1950‘s 
than in all history up to that 
point. Electric power consump­ 
tion. now twice what it was 10 
years ago, could rise to be­ 
tween four and six times its 
present level by the turn of the 
century, according to some pro­ 
jections. 
Total rate of energy use in 
the U.S. now is about 10 kilo­ 
watts for each man. woman, 
and child according to Rose. 
This is not just electricity, but 
also gas. gasoline, heating oil. 
and so forth. It includes not 
only what each one uses person- 
allv. but also his or her share of 


the coke in the steel mills, of jet 
transport fuel, and the like. The 
total is prodigious. It amounts 
to more than one third of all the 
power consumed in the world 
today. Put another way. 6 per 
cent of the world's population 
expends 33 per cent of its power 
output. 
That so much energy is spent, 
much of it in cavalier fashion, 
suggests that much can be con­ 
served by plugging the leaks 
A study, “The Potential for 
Energy Conservation." put out 
by the 
President’s Office of 
Em ergency Preparedness sug­ 
gests that by 1980 the U.S. could 
save the equivalent of 7.3 mil­ 
lion barrels of oil a day by 
steadily im plem enting such 
measures as; 


Im p ro v e d 
in su la tio n 
in 
homes; adoption of more effi­ 
cient air-conditioning systems; 
shifting intercity freight from 
highway to rail, “short-haul" 
passengers from air to ground 
travel, and urban passengers 
from automobiles to mass tran­ 
sit; and through the introduc­ 
tion of more efficient industrial 
processes. 
The average m an on the 
street can help in many ways 
too. and help his pocket book at 
the ^ame time, say the experts. 
The radial tires mentioned 
earlier are a case in point. 
Their greater expense tends to 
be balanced by longer life <40,- 
000 miles). From Rose's point of 
view their improved traction, 
coupled with reduced surface 
friction on the road, 
is the 
important thing. 
Tests he has carried out show 
the reduced friction improves 
gasoline mileage by 10 per cent. 
That is an important factor in 
view of the anticipated 12 per 
cent increase in gas consump­ 
tion brought about by higher 
exhaust emission standards. 
Buildings, 
too. 
are prolific 
wasters of energy. Nearly ev­ 
ery home in the U.S. spills heat 
needlessly into the winter air 
just 
as it fails to keep out 
unwanted heat in summer. 
Better housing designs and 
optimum insulation of bindings 
would cut energy consumed for 
heating and air-conditioning by 
more than 25 per cent. 
The cost of this additional 
insulation during construction 
of a medium-sized house. Rose 
estimates, would come to $200. 
It is a small sum compared to 
the annual heating cost of 
around $4<hi a year for the same 
home inadequately insulated. 
Tests at M IT suggest that the 
cost of storm windows can be 
recouped through a saving in 
heating costs in six years. The 
double glazing creates a dead- 
air space, reducing heat loss. 
Other significant savings re­ 
sult from havin g blinds or 
drapes, or both, at every win­ 


dow. Draw them the moment 
the sun goes down. The more 
dead-air spaces between room 
and outside window the better 
the heat retention, 
every little leak. The con­ 
stant flow of cold air coming 
through the keyhole is balanced 
by 
an equivalent outflow of - 
warm air — air your oil or gas 
bill shows you have paid good 
money to heat. 
Another tip: If you have a 
fireplace, keep the damper shut 
whenever there's no fire in the 
grate. Warm, invisible air bil-

lows out of an open chimney 
just as smoke does. 
Hum idity can also be impor­ 
tant. A home that’s too dry 
must be kept warmer than one 
with the proper humidity level 
to give the same degree of 
comfort, according to the V ir­ 
ginia Polytechnic Institute and 
State University at Blacksburg. 
Va. 
The Institute suggests a 
humidifier may be a worth­ 
while investment in those areas 
where the winter air gets verv 
dry. 


Never turn down a thermo­ 
stat in home or office more 
than 
about 
five degrees for 
short periods such as overnight. 
Otherwise, it may take more 
energy to restore heat to the 
home than was saved by the 
reduction. 


A protective row of conifers 
down the side of the house 
exposed to the prevailing winds 
can cut down quite significantly 
on heat loss. A building, says 
Rose, is subject to the chill 
factor, just as people are. In 
contrast, deciduous trees on the 
sunny side of the house provide 
shelter from summer sun. They 
shed their leaves in winter, 
a llo w in g 
the 
w arm 
r a y s 
through when they're m ost 
needed. 


Savings on electrical power 
consumption in a home can be 
considerable. As anti-pollution 
needs place increasing stric­ 
tures on power generation and 
as 
fuel 
supplies decrease to 


push up the price to consumers, 
the practicality of such savings 
will become obvious. 
Says a spokesman for the 
electrical appliance industry, 
• Turning off the light when you 
leave the room will become a 
meaningful thing to do. Penny- 
wise today it will become nick­ 
el wise tomorrow." 


Many little things can bring 
further energy-money savings. 
Here are some suggestions: 


Refrigeration: If your freezer 
isn't self-defrosting, defrost it 
when the ice becomes a quart­ 
er-inch thick. 
A greater ice 
thickness cuts down on the cool­ 
ing power of the coils. A self- 
defrosting refrigerator, by the 
way. consumes up to 50 per 
cent 
more 
electrical current 
than the standard model. 
Keep your freezer full. The 
costly cold is retained by the 
food whereas 80 per cent of the 
cold air spills out every time 
you open the refrigerator door. 
Cooking: Never boil more wa­ 
ter than is necessary to cook 
with. Use pots and pans that 
fully cover the elements. Use 
plug-in appliances such as skil­ 
lets where possible. They are 
generally fitted with thermo­ 
stats and can be set for exactly 
the amount of heat you need. 
Prepare double quantities of 
such things as soups or stews 
which take a long time to cook. 
Then freeze the unused portion 
for future use. It is less power­ 
consuming to hold the food in

Remember, hot water left in 
the pipes represents wasted 
heat. When installing a new 
heater have it located as close 
to your bathroom or kitchen 
sink as possible. Sometime in

future, waste hot water 
from bath or sink will be made 


to pass over the inlet pipes, in 
such systems, thus pre-warm ­ 
ing the water before it reaches 
the heater. 


Washing: Always wash full 
loads. It saves time, hot water, 
and electricity. Use cold water 
and c o ld -w a te r d e te rg e n ts 
whenever they can do the job.

Lighting: 
Fluorescent tubes 
use one sixth of the power as 
your electric iron in a 110-volt 
circuit. On the other hand, you 
use a lot more lights and burn 
them longer than you use irons. 
So it pays to turn off unneeded 
lights, and the television set 
nobody is watching. 
Contrary to popular belief, 
turning a light on and off does 
not use more electricity than 
leaving it on.

C U P E R T IN O (A P ) - The 
mail will go electric here soon 
— and officials think it will help 
the air and foil Fido. 
Sometime in February the 
Cupertino Post Office will be­ 
come the first postal facility in 
the nation to convert to all 
electric delivery cars when it 
gets 30 battery-operated vehi­ 
cles. Postmaster Alvin R. Cart­ 
er said yesterday.

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Cheap Food Era Ends In Britain

LONDON — It is the end of 
an era. 


The price of the roast beef of 
old England now is almost too 
much for young England. Since 
the pay and prices “ freeze” 
began Nov. 6, it has risen 37 per 
cent. Rump steak is the equiva­ 
lent to $2.40 a pound, filet up to 
$3.60. 


Many young families, and 
many retired folk, find they 
cannot afford the traditional 
Sunday joint any more. 


Minister of Agriculture Jo­ 
seph Godber had roast lamb for 
Sunday lunch instead of beef, 
as of course did many other 
Britons. But the price of lamb 
also has gone up 50 per cent in 
the same period. 
Prim e M inister Edward 
Health has appointed a special 
panel of three experts to under­ 
take an urgent inquiry, particu­ 
larly into the price of beef, and 
to report by Jan. 13. 
One member of the panel is 
Dame Elizabeth Ackroyd, 
chairman of the Consumer 
Council until it was axed in 
almost the first official action 
of the incoming Conservative 
government in 1970. 
Doubtless Heath hopes to es­ 
tablish without fear of further 
argument that it is not Britain’s 
entry into the Common Market 
that has put food prices up. 
If the panel found it were — 
which is most unlikely — Heath 


and his government would be in 
real and immediate trouble. 
They have reported again and 
again the pledge that entry will 
increase food costs by only 2.5 
per cent per annum. Thirty- 
seven per cent is a great deal 
too much. 
But the plain fact it, whatev­ 
er is responsible for this partic­ 
ular price explosion, the era of 
cheap food for the British has 
come to an end. 
That era was made possible 
by purchases on favorable 
terms in the British Common­ 
wealth and in the rest of the 
agricultural and developing 
world, plus a “ deficiency pay­ 
ments” policy that in effect 
subsidized consumers. 
It was also the case that 
demand elsewhere for tradition­ 
al British foods was light. 
Now Commonwealth pre- 
ferces have gone. The subsidy 
for the consumer has gone. The 
Common Market’s “ dear food” 
policy has been adopted. And at 
the very same time, world de­ 
mand .for food the British pre­ 
fer, particularly beef, has risen 
markedly. 
Everywhere it is the age of 
rising expectation. 
Experts here say it is there­ 
fore very unlikely there will 
ever be cheap food again in 
Britain. 
This will have important con­ 
sequences. Many British farm­ 
ers, for instance, now may 
switch from milk to beef and 
wheat. 
The Irtish diet will change. 


But even more importantly, 
the ending of the pay freeze will 
be made still more difficult for 
the government to handle. 
Pressure for large pay increas­ 
es inevitably will grow. 


Meanwhile, the cost structure 
of British industry will be dra­ 
matically altered. There will be 
even more incentive to save on 
labor. 


But there also will be pres­ 


sure radically to improve Bri­ 
tish productivity — which 
would do the country, and most 
individuals, a great deal of 
good in the long-term. 
However, at this precise mo­ 
ment the most obvious, and 
politically potent, factor simply 
is that Mrs. John Bull needs 
more money for the housekeep­ 
ing.

Smoking By Students 
Problem For Schools

Increased cigarette smoking 
by high-school students in 
America is forcing schools to 
take a new look at smoking 
rules. 
When not allowed to smoke 
during school, students crowd 
into rest rooms to smoke ille­ 
gally, creating a smoky nuis­ 
ance for nonsmokers. Often 
school property is damaged. 


At Brookline (Mass.) High 
School a junior comments, “ So 
many people smoke that the 
smoke oozes out of the doors of 
the rest rooms.” Inside, she 
says, 
“ you 
can 
hardly 
breathe.” 


Across the country the story 
is often the same. Federal esti­ 
mates indicate 30 to 40 per cent 
of high-school students are 
smokers. 


Smoking is an “ increasingly 
serious problem which plagues 
a vast majority” of high-school 
principals, according to the Na­ 
tional Association of Secondary 
School Principals. 


No-smoking rules are hard to 
enforce, to say the least. The 
usual penalty is suspension 
from school. But as Fairfax, 
Va , School Superintendent 
John Davis points out: “ Often 
we called homes and the par­ 
ents would say, “ We permit 
him to smoke’.” 


Some parents, health authori­ 
ties, and teachers want student 
smoking prohibited for health 
reasons. Roy L. Davis of the 
U.S. Department of Health, Ed­ 
ucation, and Welfare’s clearing­ 
house on smoking and health at 
Bethesda. Md., says he receives 
about one letter a week from 
high schools with smoking prob­ 
lems. 


“ Everyone 
agrees that 
schools should offer health 
training,” he says, adding that 
harsh action against smokers is 
not always the answer. “ There 
is considerable evidence that 
smoking is compensatory. If 
the school is too punitive, it 
may be putting down the very 
kids that need help — and may 
even be encouraging them to 
smoke.” 


In Montgomery County, Md., 
school officials are trying a 
different tack. They for the 
youngest children, using gentle 
persuasion to steer them away 
from cigarettes. 


Students form their attitudes 
about smoking long before they 
reach high school, according to 
William F. Hauptman, health 
program supervisor for Mont­ 
gomery schools. For part of his 
campaign to reach younger 
grades, high-school students go 
into elementary schools to 
present anti-smoking skits, 
films, and talks. 
Hauptman says whether the 
campaign will affect smoking 
habits later, he can’t tell, but 
“ right now we have them on 
their side.” 
In Montgomery high schools, 
however, smokers congregated 
in rest rooms caused enough 
damage to force officials to 
change the rules. Since 1969, 
students have been allowed to 
smoke outside. 
Hauptman thinks the move is 
unfortunate. “ My idea is that 
we shouldn’t allow smoking on 
school grounds,” he says. “ I 
don’t think they have that much 


of a habit. This gives a chance 
for the habit to grow.” 
With the growth of student 
rights, many young people are 
arguing that they should be 
able to smoke just as adults in 
schools may smoke. At Bethel 
High School in S^anaway, 
Wash., for example, students 
asking for a school smoking 
area claim smoking as a right, 
not just a privilege. 
Many schools now are relax­ 
ing rules. Davis estimates that 
a third of U.S. high schools 
allow smoking outside build­ 
ings. 
Fairfax schools have gone 
that route for almost a year. So 
far, the plan has run smoothly, 
according to officials. Five 
schools report their rest rooms 
are smokeless. 
At the high school in Swamps- 
cott, Mass., students are al­ 
lowed to smoke during free 
periods if they move off school 
grounds. Geoffrey Aronson, a 
senior, says the new rule saves 
the lavatories. In the past, he 
says, smokers congregated in 
rest rooms, sat on basins, and 
often broke mirrors. Damage 
has decreased since smokers 
have gone outside. 
The right to smoke outdoors 
doesn’t guarantee an end to 
rest-room problems, however, 
Brookline High has allowed 
smoking for some time. But 
that hasn’t ended the smoke 
filled lavatories — especially 
when temperatures outdoors 
bounce around zero.

Paris, Developers Unite 
For Massive Rebuilding

P A R IS — Seen from the Tro- 
cadero terrace facing the Eiffel 
Tower, the gray silhouette of 
Tour Montparnasse mars one of 
the best views of Paris This is 
why the city's first real skys­ 
craper has created a celebrated 
uproar among Parisians and 
urbanists around the world 
It is doubtful now that anoth­ 
er developer will soon risk a 
sim ilar scandal 
Nevertheless, 
as Paris expands and rebuilds 
to meet the needs of its bur­ 
geoning m odern population, 
public authorities find the help 
of private developers urgently 
needed 


Here 
and 
elsew here 
in 
France 
they are showing the 
world how such help can har­ 
monize with public planning in 
ways that both reward develop­ 
ers and build an exciting, satis­ 
fying environment for people. 
As L 
Guillet. architect of 
Paris s largest reconstruction 
p ro ject 
O p e ra tio n 
P la c e 
d'ltalie. explains. “ It is not at 
all necessary to build that high 
•as Tour Montparnasse).” 
His project shows one can 
make 
money 
keeping within 
some height limits and without 
attracting undue attention. 
T h e s e 
v a s t 
r e b u ild in g 
projects throughout Paris are 
politically sensitive. a§ they in­ 
volve enorm ous investm ents 
and profits. But the city itself 
sim ply cannot affort to do what 
is necessary on its own. accord­ 
ing to the Paris Planning Of­ 
fice So it arranges to call on 
large private developers 
“We 
have waited too long. Now 
many of the obsolete areas of 
the city simply must be re­ 
newed all at once." the plan­ 
ners say Thus P an s is chang­ 
ing 
faster than any 
other 
capital in Europe 
and Paris 
builds out as well as up 
For everything built inside 
Pan s several times as much is 
being built elsewhere 
Indeed 
outside of many cities all over 
France large new satellite com­ 
munities are appearing. Some 
are planned 
as 
independent, 
self-sufficient cities, attracting 
all kinds of industry, including 
some from Paris 
Those businesses that cannot 
leave the Paris region will be 
encouraged to move into one of 
the five new towns, or “areas 
designated for intensive urban 
development ' 
By the end of 
the century each should house 
several hundred thousand peo­ 
ple and be part of a complete 
new transportation network 
that will interconnect the whole 
area 
These five areas of “concen­ 
trated urban development" or­ 
ganize growth that is bound to 
occur anyway into a cohesive, 
planned pattern that preserves 
the handsom est recreational 
areas along the Seine Valley 
By creating centers of growth 
with public support and with 
public transportation, the eco­ 
nomic prospects of the whole 
area are enhanced the quality 
of life of everyone is vastly 
improved and the natural envi­ 
ronment is protected 


At this stage two of the five 
planned new towns are growing 
rapidly — Cergy Pontoise and 
E v ry While the prefecture, the 
regional administrative center, 
was the only building of the 
new town of E vry in the spring 
of 1971 
by now thousands of 
apartment units are under con­ 
struction Some already are in­ 
habited 
E vry is on flat land. There­ 
fore it is easy to build. It can be 
reached quickly on an existing 
expressway 
from 
Paris, just 
beyond the airport of Orly 
Farm land in this area con­ 


sists of large holdings, easy to 
acquire. B v declaring land 
“designated for development” 
by a public authority, the gov­ 
ernment automatically removes 
it from speculation. The land 
continues to be used for agricul­ 
ture until it is actually needed 
This avoids that dreadful inter­ 
im stage seen around American 
cities where speculators buy 
acreage in the path of future 
growth and 
it promptly 
be­ 
comes an unsightly wasteland. 
The typical process in France 
is for the public authority to 
make a general land-use plan 
Then developm ent priorities 
are assigned. Sector by sector, 
private 
conglom erates 
and 
team s are asked to subm it 
plans for certain areas in a 
staged-competition 
form. The 
different parcels thus made 
available to private developers 
— who must provide their own 
financing, construction, archi­ 
tecture 
and 
management — 
are very large. They involve 
several thousand housing units 
at one 
time plus all roads, 
s e r v ic e s , in f r a s t r u c t u r e , 
schools, public buildings, and so 
forth. 
Last sum m er I saw the archi­ 
tectural models and drawings 
submitted for the second or 
final stage of a sector of Evry. 
This sector will house some 
25.000 people in som e 7,000 
housing units with all services 
and transportation. Indeed, it 
will be a whole community in 
itself. These models filled the 
entire floor of a Paris office 
building. They detailed finan­ 
cial plans as well as all kinds of 
innovative softw are such as 
new educational facilities They 
were supplied by the four final­ 
ists selected from the first 
stage of the competition 
These proposals showed quite 
a new way of thinking in solv­ 
ing the everyday problems of 
living expressed in some very 
e x c itin g new a rc h ite c tu ra l 
form 
The project that won first 
prize totally departs from the 
rectangular monotonous high- 
rise apartment buildings that 
offer good financial returns, are 
efficient to build, but have be­ 
come symbols of alienation all 
over the -world The new com­ 
munity looks like nothing so 
much as a group of pyram ids of 
various size interspersed with 
greenery 
Each pyram id con­ 
sists of individual apartments 
each with its own private out­ 
door space They are piled up 
in seemingly random fashion, 
com plete with trees, parks, 
schools, and shopping. They 
preserve the linear scale, while 
urban densities prevail. 
Vehicular traffic and people 
are strictly separated. This by 
now is a rule observed in pract­ 
ically all new communities de­ 
signed in France 
There were many new im agi­ 
native ideas and solutions pro­ 
posed such as multifunctional 
schools that serve the whole 
community — public buildings

Grenoble certainly is a case 
in point. Located at the foot of 
the Alps — indeed the site of 
the 1968 Winter Olym pics — 
Grenoble 
has a bracing cli­ 
mate. a spectacular environ­ 
ment. and a most handsome 
historic city center that has 
been lovingly restored. 
Grenoble is. in the orbit of the 
pow erful M editerranean city 
building traditions, also an area 
of some of the greatest growlh 
of France. Companies in fields 
of electronics, circuitry, com­ 
puters, fine machine tools, and 
the like have located there. 
They are drawn, in part, by the 
excellent un iversity and the 
availability of a skilled labor 
force 
Recreation also is a 
growing income source for the 
region. 
On the outskirts of the old 
city, a great deal of new build­ 
ing is going on. To prevent 
haphazard, w asteful growth, 
the city fathers decided that 
development must be rationally 
planned and controlled. One 
reason for having the Winter 
Olym pics in Grenoble was that 
the city could get more and 
faster support from Paris for 
its building projects. The Olym ­ 
pic village was planned from 
the start to be the first stage of 
a new community. 
I visited Grenoble last sum ­ 
mer. Echirolles and New Gren­ 
oble. 
including the 
form er 
Olym pic village, now are func­ 
tioning new communities full of 
children and activity and with 
much more construction under 
way A traditional street m ar­ 
ket is set up every day in one 
central area There are shops 
with gay aw nings, fountains 
and playgrounds, gardens and 
arcades

unused empty spaces that char­ 
acterize many new communi­ 
ties. 
But the most exciting visual 
innovation is the use of brilliant 
colors — bright red, blue, yel­ 
low, and purple plastic paint 
applied to the high-rise con­ 
crete structures. This has at­ 
tracted people from all over the 
area to the new town. And it 
has created special pride in the 
inhabitants, who enjoy the gaie­ 
ty and distinction. It has turned 
the concrete high-rise buildings, 
produced under strict financial 
limitations of public subsidies, 
into distinctive new living envi­ 
ronments of gaiety and im agi­ 
nation at hardly any extra cost. 
Last sum m er the buildings 
were only partly inhabited 
More were still under construc­ 
tion But one could already see 
the emergence of quite a differ­ 
ent way of living 
It's a new 
kind of urbanism that retains 
the excitement and activities of 


a city, yet sacrifices none of the 
amenities of clean air, a beauti 
ful view, greenery, and nature 
next door. 


Individual dispersed houses 
as in the U.S. suburbia, cannot 
be publicly financed in France 
as this would cost too much. It 
also would waste too much lane 
and would create impossible 
transportation problems for the 
inhabitants. 


The most interesting techni­ 
cal innovation of this imagina 
tive new development is a built 
in vacuum system that disposes 
of all refuse and garbage with­ 
out any mess. fuss, or bother 


Disposal chutes are built into 
the high-rise buildings. These

Double-Hulled Vessels Grace 
Hawaii's Waters Just For Fun

HONOLULU - Double-hulled 
sailing vessels that ply the 
pounding surf are not new to 
Hawaii. The islands’ first dis­ 
coverers, thought to be daring 
navigators from the far-off 
Marquesas Islands in the South 
Pacific, probably arrived in 
twin-hulled “ surfing” canoes 
over a thousand years ago. 
But a new sort of double­ 
hulled craft graces Hawaiian 
waters today. It surfs. It races 
And it “flies a hull.” 
The versatile boat is an 
asymmertrical, centerboardless 
catamaran with a trampoline 
deck and molded fiber-glass 
hulls. These craft are providing 
hours of fun for families in 
Hawaii. Being centerboardless. 
the boats can be put directly 
into the water from the beach. 
“The islands are a paradise 
for the boat because of our fine 
weather, winds, and managea­ 
ble surf,” says enthusiast Tom 
Bartlett, owner of a 14-foot Hob- 
ie Cat. “The speed of the boat 
gives a sense of freedom and 
independence that’s super-ex­ 
citing.” The lightweight boats 
skim the seas at speeds of 20 to 
25 miles per hour. 
The thrilling sport lends itself 
well to competition. Skippers 
sail in solo races or with a crew 


member who sometimes bal­ 
ances precariously in a canvas 
trapeze over the side of the 
boat. The object of the sport is 
to encourage developing indi­ 
vidual sailing skills without ar- 
tifical aid. 
Hobie Cat sailors from the 
United States mainland, Eu­ 
rope, South Africa, South Amer­ 
ica, Puerto Rico. Canada, Aus­ 
tralia. New Guinea, and Japan 
were recently in Honolulu. Tak­ 
ing advantage of steady off­ 
shore trade winds and balmy 
tropical weather, they raced 
from the Outrigger Canoe Club 
on Waikiki Beach to Keehi La­ 
goon. just east of Honolulu In­ 
ternational Airport, and back. 
Catam aran skippers tested 
their abilities in such competi­ 
tions as the Don Ho Regatta, an 
annual event held in May. The 
famed Hawaiian entertainer 
and his family sail both a catrig 
»with one sail) and a sloop rig 
'with a mainsail and a jib). 
In addition to competitive 
racing, Rich Naish, a Kailua 
resident, enjoys sailing with his 
wife and three children. “You 
can take half a dozen passen­ 
gers out on the boat if you’re 
not worried about how it rides,” 
he said recently. 
A favorite gathering place is 
Kailua Beach on the windward 
side of the Island of Oahu, 10 
miles from Honolulu. Here a 


broad beach affords easy ac­ 
cess to a semiprotected sailing 
area with plenty of gusty on­ 
shore winds. 
Conditions near the Outrigger 
are often ideal for one asym­ 
metrical catam aran specialty 
- surfing. Skippers sail skillful­ 
ly out to sea through a narrow 
channel cut in the coral reef. 
Then they wait patiently for 
just the right ocean swell to 
propel their boats on an excit­ 
ing ride back toward the beach. 
Nearby, board surfers linger a 
while longer to catch a good 
wave, without the aid of wind in 
a sail to supply a faster ride. 


In flat Keehi Lagoon winds 
are favorable for another ma­ 
neuver, “flying a hull." As the 
boat picks up speed, one hull 
glides silently into the air. For 
skipper and crew it’s a thrilling 
adventure into what seems like 
time suspended. Lifting to pre­ 
carious angles over the water, 
the boat balances on one hull as 
it races along. 


If a sudden gust should 
threaten to tip the craft into the 
ocean, there’s a split second for 
the stopper to release the main­ 
sail and regain control. If he 
misses, the boat may go over 
on one side or even “turtle,” 
meaning to turn upside down.

GIFTS FROM CHINA 


Rollicking Fun-Loving 
Pandas Drawing Raves

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Ling- 
Ling was rolling in a wooden 
bucket when her breakfast ar­ 
rived. In moments she was 
sitting on her haunches, nimbly 
clutching the food pan with her 
forepaws and devouring the 
rice gruel with undisguised 
pleasure. 
“ Look, she eats like a per­ 
son.” squealed a 12-year-old 
boy. as Ling-Ling polished off 
her morning repast with a car­ 
rot and bamboo leaves. 
“ I can't believe it!” ex­ 
claimed a svelte New York 
fashion model. “ I fabricated a 
trip to Washington just to see 
them, and now I can't tear 
myself away " 
“ Neat!'' screamed a giggly 
girl in braids. 
There's no other word for it. 
Ever since their arrival in April 
the two giant pandas China 
gave to the American people 
after President Nixon's visit to 
Peking have been the talk of 
Washington's National Zoo. 
With their white coats, black 
eye patches, chubby figures, 
and rollicky sense of fun and 
vivacity, Ling-Ling and Hsing- 
Hsing have become the biggest 
attraction the zoo has ever had. 
drawing record crowds that 
sometimes line up for a quarter 
of a mile and wait an hour or 
more. 
So important are these na­ 
tives of Kansu and Szechuan 
Provinces that the zoo now has 
a full-blown Panda Division, 
consisting of a director and 
three keepers. 
Separated from their admir­ 
ers by a plate of glass, the pair 
seem oblivious to the laughter 
and whoops of glee that inevita­ 
bly greet their antics. But they 
are thriving in their new Amer­ 
ican home. On a diet of rice, 
fruits, vegetables, bamboo, and 
a ration of meat like that fed to 
the zoo s cats. Ling-Ling. now 
over 2 years old. has grown 
from 136 to 180 pounds. Hsing- 
Hsing (pronounced Shing- 
Shing). the male, has almost 
doubled in weight from 74 to 130 
pounds. When fully grown, by 
about late spring, they will 
weigh some 300 pounds and 
stand six feet high. By then 
Hsing-Hsing will have the edge 
in size. 
“ They are the least frustrat­ 
ed animals in the park." said 
Curley Harper, one of the keep­ 
ers, as we watched Ling-Ling 


nibbling a bamboo stalk. “ Look 
at her —that’s a sign of perfect 
contentment.” 
The pandas, classified at 
present in the raccoon family, 
although some zoologists consi­ 
der them bears, have a lot of 
spirit. In their waking hours — 
they are active in the morning 
and late afternoon and sleep 
during the day and at night — 
they are turning somersaults, 
clambering up the pyramid of 
logs in their dens, running 
around, rolling in the wooden 
tubs which they have uncere­ 
moniously emptied of the bam­ 
boo stalks, or batting a ball. 
“ It's more than a mere exist­ 
ence of eating and sleeping.” 
says a zoo official admiringly. 
Ling-Ling has the more out­ 
going personality and is more 
playful. When she was younger, 
recalled Harper, she would bal­ 
ance herself on the edge of a 
high log and see how far she 
could roll over before falling 
off. 
“ She always fell off and then 
started all over again.” the 
youthful, bearded keeper re­ 
marked with a laugh. 
Hsing-Hsing. for his part, is 
shyer and warier of people; but 
he. too. is amusing to watch, 
and is said to be intelligent. 
Although zoo officials are un­ 
der constant temptation to give 
the pandas “ tender love and 
care on a personal basis.” they 
are making every effort to keep 
contact with them to a mini­ 
mum so that when the animals 
reach maturity, in another 
three or four years, they can be 
bred. If Hsing-Hsing and Ling- 
Ling grow too fond of humans 
— or of each other —they may 
refuse to mate. 
Their living conditions at the 
zoo seek to simulate to some 
extent life in the wilds, where 
pandas are basically solitary 
animals. The two are in sepa­ 
rate dens, which are kept at an

air-conditioned temperature of 
50 degrees. Only in their grassy 
outdoor yards, which are divid­ 
ed by a mesh fence, can they 
see each other and there they 
often cavort together, rolling on 
their backs and somersaulting. 
Even indoors, however, they 
are aware of each other, as 
Ling-Ling demonstrated when 
she stood up against the divid­ 
ing door and tried to peer 
through a peephole. 


The keepers — there are 
three so the pandas do not 
become too attached to one 
man — maintain their distance. 
They enter the dens only at 
feeding and cleaning time, and 
there is always a backup man 
at the door in case anything 
untoward happens. Pandas, 
which have five fingers plus a 
protruding wristbone that 
serves as a thumb, can clutch 
objects as primates do: they 
also have powerful teeth, and 
therefore can be dangerous. 
Ling-Ling one day grabbed the 
boot of a keeper and would not 
let go until Harper entered the 
den and gave her a sturdy 
whack on the rump. 
Because of their rarity and 
value, and to forestall incidents 
by political or other cranks, the 
pandas are under 24-hour 
guard. 
if the zoo should succeed in 
breeding the popular twosome, 
one can only imagine the “ pan- 
damonium" an offspring would 
occasion. But that is a way off, 
yet. and for the moment the zoo 
is concentrating on expanding 
and remodeling the panda 
house. By late 1973 these royal 
Chinese residents, who cannot 
complain of their quarters even 
now. will have, as one official 
puts it. “ the most lavish accom­ 
modations in all pandadom." 
Hsing-Hsing seems not in the 
least dissatisfied with his 
present home. After stripping a 
bamboo stalk clean of its 
leaves, he moseyed over to a 
log. flopped down, and settled 
himself into position for a long, 
contented snooze.
